Under Dr. Houghton’s editorship, circulation of Moody Monthly rose 
from 35,000 to 74,000. A weekly “Let’s Go Back to the Bible” chain 
broadcast featuring Dr. Houghton was heard across the nation. In 1937 
a series of centenary meetings heralding the 100th anniversary of 
D. L. Moody’s birth was set up in major cities across the country and 
in England. But perhaps the most far-reaching single venture of Dr. 
Houghton was to persuade the Board of Trustees to establish Moody 
Institute of Science, on the West Coast, which now produces the 
gospel-science films, as well as educational, teacher training, and Bible 
story films. 


Yes, Dr. Houghton was a busy man during his 13 years at Moody 
Bible Institute. But with all his huge responsibilities his most sincere 
desire was to lead a lost soul to the Saviour, and this desire was ex- 
pressed in many of his songs and poems. One of these expresses the 
heart cry of Moody Bible Institute down through the years: 


“Lead me to some soul today, “Few there are who seem to care, 
O teach me, Lord, just what to say: And few there are who pray; 
Friends of mine are lost in sin, Melt my heart and fill my life, 
And cannot find their way. Give me one soul today.” 


And today this same passion for souls permeates all who are a part of 
the Institute—the students, alumni, faculty, employees—and the great host 
of friends who pray... and give... that the work might be carried on.

T was early in the morning. The snap 
| and crackle of the newly kindled fire 
echoed up the stairs. 
The back door slammed as Daddy came 
in with a great oak log for the fireplace. 
Out went the yard light, leaving the 
upstairs bedroom dark. 
Tad and Bobbie, the seven- and four- 
year-olds, snuggled closer in the big bed. 
It had been fun leaving their small beds, 
to tiptoe down the hall and to crawl in 
with Mommie and Daddy. 
“Taddie, I don’t like it when it’s dark,” 
protested Bobbie; “get up and put the 
light on.” 
But Taddie, curled in a round ball 
alongside Mother, answered, “Don’t cha 
know that when you’ve got Mommie you 
don’t need a light? Not when: someone’s 
with you,” and he sighed contentedly. 
“Well, I can’t see Mother,” she retorted. 
“But she’s here,” was his answer. 
Mommie, waiting to get up when the 
house was warmer, cuddled the two of 


them closer and thought a bit... “When 
someone’s with you, you don’t need the 
light.” 


There are some days so dark that even 
familiar scenes are strange and there is 
a feeling of aloneness, and nobody seems 
to be there.

darkness, and hath no light? Let him 
trust in the name of the Lord, and stay 
upon his God.

G.1.’s Crowd Chapels 

While visiting in the home of mission- 
ary friends, on a recent trip to Japan, I 
picked up a copy of Moopy MonrHLy for 
September 1954, and noticed under your 
“News Report” a brief review by Rev. Carl 
M. Boyd of the Military Committee of 
Disciples of Christ Churches. In his re- 
port, Mr. Boyd gave a very glowing pic- 
ture of strong religious enthusiasm and 
packed chapels here in Korea. 

I have labored with our servicemen in 
Korea for over a year, and have yet to 
witness the strong religious surge, or the 
packed chapels, that Mr. Boyd reports. 

Since joining my regiment over a year 
ago, we have never had fewer than 3,500 
officers and men, and for several months, 
we had a strength of 4,000 to 4,500. 
Roughly 63 per cent of American service- 
men are Protestants (most of them 
church members). Thus, we have never 
had less than 2200-2300 Protestants in 
this regiment during the past year, yet 
our attendance at all Sunday services 
rarely reaches 300, and generally aver- 
ages 200-250. Only twice during this past 
year have we had 500 at Sunday services 
—the Sunday preceding Christmas, and 
Easter Sunday. We have always had ade- 
quate services and chapels. If our pres- 
ently scheduled services on the Lord’s 
Day were attended to capacity, we could 
handle 1,400 men. 

I have-compared our figures with those 
of the chaplains in the other regiments 
and artillery units of this division, as 
well as with chaplains from several other 
divisions, and with only rare exceptions, 
they have the same story to tell. Recent- 
ly, I supplied for the chaplain of an en- 
gineer unit, while he was away. From a 
total strength of 550 (approximately 375 
Protestants), there were 38 out for 
church, and the chapel seats 200. These 
are the cold, and often disheartening, fig- 
ures that we live and work with. If 
Christian periodicals are going to report 
to the American people, then I feel that 
they should know the truth. 

What we find is that the men in our 
military services are a pretty accurate 
measure of the spiritual temperature of 
America. When it comes to a choice, the 
average man prefers sleep, cards, murder 
fiction, the comics or horseshoes to 
church and Jesus Christ. It reflects right 
back to the homes, the communities, the 
schools and even the churches from 
which these young men have come. It 
reveals again how much the material has 
displaced the spiritual in our present-day 
America. It points up, more than ever, 
our desperate need of a complete and 
sweeping revival, which will bring hearts 
back to God, and America back to the 
“faith of her fathers.”—Harold F. Legant, 
Chaplain (list Lt.) USA, APO 24 c/o 
Postmaster, San Francisco, Calif.

War and Evil 

Your editorial, “War Is Not Always 
Evil,” November, 1954, is a perfect ex- 
ample of an attempt at the justification 
of the usually deplored principle of “the 
end justifies the means.” Your illus- 
tration from the medical world, the fight 
against germs and diseases, seems to 
imply that evil men are on an equal 
plane with disease germs, which ought 
to be done away with. Therefore man is 
devaluated to the level of brute creation, 
his ongoing personality disregarded, and 
him whom God loved enough to send His 
Son to die for is hated. 

It is an implicit justification of the 
survival of the fittest (morally) idea of 
evolution. It is a despising of what Christ 
said, “If my kingdom were of this world, 
then would my servants fight” (John 18: 
36). Consequently, it is an identification 
and an equating of the kingdom of 
Christ and the kingdom of this world. 
It is this blind spot in Biblical interpre- 
tation that speaks very loudly of sepa- 
ration of the believer from all that is of 
the world with the’ exception of the 
political world, in which participation is 
heartily endorsed, with a little bit of re- 
finement, of course. 

This compromise between the Church 
and the world was first made at the time 
of Constantine, endorsed by Augustine, 
and in this fallen state the Church seems 
to blindly continue. From my readings on 
the subject of the impact of religion on 
American culture, it seems to me that 
the greatest warmongers on the Ameri- 
can continent are the Protestant 
churches.—George Unger, Goshen, Ind.

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Most Americans Know Why They Believe in God 

Americans not only believe in God, they also know how to prove that 
they do. So declares George Gallup, director of the American Institute 
of Public Opinion, on the basis of a special survey his interviewers 
conducted. 

Asked if they believe in God, selected interviewees answered: 96 
per cent, yes; 1 per cent, no; 3 per cent “don’t know.” 

Asked how to best convince another that there is a God, the same 
people answered (in order of frequency of mention); (1) the order 
and majesty of the world around us; (2) there must be a Creator to 
explain the origin of man and the world; (3) there is proof of God in 
the Bible (or other church authority); (4) past experiences in life 
give me faith that there is a God; (5) believing in God gives me much 
comfort. 


Washington Church Acquires Lincoln Document 

The only document linking Abraham Lincoln with membership in any 
specific religious group has been acquired by Foundry Methodist 
Church in the Nation’s capitol. (Item: Lincoln used to attend services 
in the original church which was just one block from the White House. ) 

The document, a certificate of membership in the Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, was issued to the Civil War Presi- 
dent in 1864. It is still encased in the original frame that Lincoln had 
made for it. The certificate indicates that Lincoln was named a life 
director of the Society upon contributing $150—a substantial sum at 
that time—to its work. 

The certificate was acquired for $5,000 by friends of the church 
and was presented to Dr. Frederick Brown Harris, pastor, to mark the 
30th year of his pastorate there. It will be displayed in the church 
where visitors may see it. 


President Eisenhower Accepts PTL Testament 
President Eisenhower received a pocket copy of the New Testament 
from the Pocket Testament League of America in honor of that organi- 
zation’s distribution of its one-millionth copy of the New Testament in 
Africa. The President accepted the gift in his office from Glen W. 
Wagner, foreign secretary of the League, and Alfred A. Kunz, its 
executive director. 

The League plans to distribute 5,000,000 copies of the New Testa- 
ment to Africans in the next five years, and has already distributed 
15,000,000 copies of the Scriptures throughout the rest of the world. 


First Family Sign World Goodwill Book 
President and Mrs. Eisenhower recently signed the World Goodwill 
Book of the American Bible Society at a brief ceremony in the White 
House. The book, when completed will contain the names of people 
from more than 60 nations who “love the Bible, have respect for its 
teachings, and want to see it more widely disseminated.” Other VIPs

Hamm Smith Miss Trasher 


>» JACK HAMM, 39-year-old Baylor University, Waco, Tex., 
art teacher who draws an internationally syndicated re- 
ligious cartoon, received the American Legion national 
Editorial Award for 1954. (Item: More than one billion 
copies of his religious drawings have been published since 
1950 in 585 publications in the U.S. and fourteen foreign 
countries.) The award was presented to Hamm for his 
cartoon “Back on the Foundation,” which lauds the Le- 
gion’s Back to God movement. It shows a cut-out map of 
the U.S. askew from its base, with a Legionnaire pulling it 
back onto the foundation. Punch line: “The fate of Amer- 
ica depends on the Faith of America.” 


> HOWARD E. BUTT of Corpus Christi, Tex., will join 
Evangelist Billy Graham as an official associate for the six- 
week Scottish crusade scheduled to begin in Glasgow March 
21. Butt, known as “God’s Groceryman,” is the 27-year- 
old vice-president of a 63-store Texas supermarket chain. 
(Item: Last year Butt headed an evangelistic team which 
drew 170,000 persons to an eight-night campaign in Fort 
Worth, Tex. (see News Report, Oct., 54). 


>» OSWALD J. SMITH, explaining why his rundown, over- 
crowded, 100-year-old Toronto, Ontario, church will have 
to remain unrenovated for at least another year, said: “We 
see to it that we give more to missions than we spend on 
ourselves here at home.” Proof: in 1953 The Peoples Church 
spent $43,000 on itself and—approximately five times as 
much—$225,000—on 350 missionaries. 


> CHARLES I. CARPENTER, the Air Force chief of Chap- 
lains, reports that a recent check of Air Force enlistees at 
induction centers showed that 15 to 28 per cent were “re- 
ligiously illiterate.” Maj. Gen. Carpenter described the en- 
listees as destitute of knowledge “of just what was good 
and... evil,” lacking even familiarity with the Ten Com- 
mandments and the Lord’s Prayer. 


>» LILLIAN TRASHER broke her engagement in 1911 to go 
to Egypt as a missionary. Though she has never married, 
over 8000 orphans call her “mamma.” Currently in the US. 
on her first furlough in forty-four years Miss Trasher, 
founder and director of Assuit Orphanage, one hundred and 
thirty-five miles up the Nile River from Cairo, is a tall, 
white-haired, friendly woman of sixty-seven with no 
thought of retirement in her mind.

ceremony for a new 1,500-seat auditorium being erected in 
honor of its most illustrious graduate, Evangelist Billy Gra- 
ham. Of modern design, the concrete-block building will 
also house radio studios, classrooms, offices and a large li- 
brary. (Item: When Graham attended Trinity 1938-40 it 
was known as the Florida Bible Institute and was located 
in Tampa, moving to St. Petersburg during World War II 
and to its present location a few years ago.) 


>» TREVOR SHAW, director of the Africa Literary Cam- 
paign, (Faces and Facts, Sept., 1954) reports that despite 
the accidental destruction of much precious newsprint on 
the wharf at an African port, the first issue of Envol has 
been distributed. Envol, a twenty-page publication, is well 
illustrated and printed entirely in French.

» BILLY GRAHAM received the seventh Annual Citation 
of the Salvation Army Association of New York. (Item: 
Previous winners include President Eisenhower and Sir 
Winston Churchill.) The citation presented by Walter Hov- 
ing, president of the Association, described Graham as a 
“minister, leader, evangelist who through his boundless 
spirit, unfailing faith and absolute dedication to Christ has 
led untold thousands into a new and deeper understanding 
of God.” Graham paid tribute to the work of the SA and 
declared it was “making a tremendously significant contri- 
bution to the spiritual and physical welfare of mankind.” 


» CARL SWEAZY, evangelist and member of the Council 
of 14 of the General Association of Regular Baptist 
Churches, has been named acting president of the Los An- 
geles Theological Seminary.

First Woman Judge Honors Pledge and Bible 


Honoring both her promise and her Bible, Judge Fannie E. 
Burch was sworn into office in Livingston, La., as the first 
woman to hold a major judgeship in Louisiana. Fulfilling a 
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pledge, Judge Burch opened court in Division A of the 21st 
Judicial District by reading a Scripture verse (Ps. 1:1,2). 

The entire court room was silent as she read: “Blessed is 
the man that walketh not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
standeth in the way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful. But his delight is in the law of the Lord; and in 
his law doth he meditate day and night.” 


Hutterite Sect Declared “Fastest Growing" 
The “fastest growing population” in America is an unusual 
group of 8,500 Hutterites—a sect of Christians not unlike the 
Amish of Pennsylvania—according to information released 
by the Population Reference Bureau, a private research organ- 
ization in the Nation’s capitol. 

Elements of the secret of the Hutterites harmonious com- 
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munal existence include: (1) A birth rate average of 45.9 
per 1000 population between 1941 and 1950 as compared with 
the national average of 24.1. (2) A death rate which dropped, 
under the sect’s comprehensive free medical care program, to 
4.4 per 1000 as against 10.2 for the entire U.S. (3) A “rate of 
natural increase” (difference between the birth and death 
rates, which shows how fast a given group is multiplying) of 
41.5 per 1000 as compared to 13.9 for the whole U.S. 

In addition, severe mental illness is rarer among Hutterites 
than virtually any other group in the country. Since the group 
came to this country eighty years ago, there have been no 
known cases of parental abandonment of children, no sex 
crimes and no incidence of arson, personal violence or at- 
tempted homicide. Further, in the same period there have 
been only one suicide, one divorce and two separations. All 
this has resulted, according to the population agency, because 
Hutterite children are “genuinely wanted” and grow up in a 
community carefully organized to help them and their parents 
in the process of child-rearing. 

Background: Hutterites originated in 1528 when a group of 
Tyrolese peasants influenced by the Anabaptist preacher 
Jacob Hutter fled to Moravia to escape persecution in their 
homeland. Eventually they and fellow believers from many 
European countries—in virtually all of which the sect members 
were persecuted—found sanctuary in Russia and remained 
there for several centuries. Those who came here from Russia 
in 1870—443 in number—settled in South Dakota but their 
descendants now live in 91 colonies spread over that state, 
Montana and adjacent Canadian provinces. 

Hutterites are known for their thrift, general prosperity, 
remarkable farming skill and their strict adherence to the 
most extreme simplicity of living, but the sect’s beliefs have 
involved it in many difficulties with local governments in 
both the U.S. and Canada. These troubles arose over the 
Hutterites’ refusal to take oaths, engage in military service 
of any kind or send their children to public schools, as well 
as Over the sect’s beliefs that private property is “sinful” and 
force under any circumstances is “wicked.” 


Bible Still Makes Headline News 

Three copies of the earliest editions of the Christopher Sauer 
Bible, printed in Germantown, Pa., in 1743, and the first Bible 
printed in this country in a European language (see News 
Report, Nov., 1954) were sold for $155, at a book auction in 
Philadelphia. 

A Lutheran minister in Wisconsin has discovered that he 
owns a Bible valued at $15,000 and has not decided whether 
or not to sell it. His treasure is a “Sting’’ Bible, one of the 
only two copies known to be in existence. An English printer 
209 years ago made a curious mistake that gave the book its 
interest and value—he translated Mark 7:35 thus “And the 
sting of his tongue was loosed, and, he spake plain.”

Meanwhile, the American Bible Society has approved an 
estimated budget of $3,544,000 for this year; $745,631 being 
allocated to the U.S. and $968,615 abroad. New Project: Ten 
thousand hand-wound phonographs and Bible passage rec- 
ords in three languages to be played on them are to be dis- 
tributed among the illiterates of Pakistan. If successful, this 
experiment will be extended to other areas of the world. 


Hebrew Resurrected As National Language 

The new nation Israel continues to astound and amaze the 
world. Visitors continually return with reports of her physical 
achievements—the irrigation of deserts, the draining of 
swamps, the building of cities. But one observer, Blair Fraser, 
a Canadian newspaper reporter, looked around Tel-Aviv and 
saw something else to be awed at—the “resurrection of a 
national language which had died out of popular use long 
before Jesus was born in Bethlehem.” 

Fraser reports that when Israel became a nation in 1948 
it was “a lingual chaos” with no fewer than one hundred 
mother tongues. Today, however, Hebrew has been made 
again “a living tongue with its own slang, its own profanity, 
its own nursery rhymes.” 

Before concluding his observations in Israel, Fraser noted 
an amazing paradox among a village of Yemenite Jews— 
“..in one sense these primitive people are well educated 
indeed.” The reason: “They know their Old Testament as 
few of their better-educated compatriots do. Because they

all read simultaneously from one copy of the sacred texts. 
But in terms of twentieth-century living they are about as 
ignorant as anyone could be.” 


“God Bless America” Starties Uruguayans 

Rep. Hugh Scott (R., Pa.), visiting in the Uruguayan capital, 
reports a humorous incident which will probably provoke 
disciplinary action when Moscow hears of it. 

He reports that he heard this happen on the streets of 
Montevideo. An electioneering sound truck emblazoned with 
the hammer and sickle inadvertently put on the wrong rec- 
ord. The strains of “God Bless America” blared from the 
truck for several blocks before the horrified Communist driver 
realized his error. Startled Uruguayans, once they recovered, 
went on their way with broad grins on their faces. 


Sweden Ties Up Church Radio Fund 

Establishment of a Pentecostal radio station to be set up in 
Tangier in the International Zone is being delayed because 
Finance Minister Per Edvin Skoeld has refused to permit the 
transfer out of Sweden of $400,000 collected for that purpose. 

Virtually all Sweden’s daily newspapers have joined in criti- 
cizing the ruling. Three members of Parliament joined in the 
condemnation, saying that it was “a patent case of downright 
discrimination” and “a crying shame.” 

Dr. Lewis Pethrus is continuing in his efforts to establish the 
station and plans to have four 45-minute programs on the air 
in the immediate future. “Our programs,” says Dr. Pethrus, 
“will be non-political but positively evangelical. We will [even- 
tually] broadcast in ten foreign languages and try to reach 
Scandinavia and other European countries as well as our mis- 


sions in Africa.” 
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Christians and the Bible 


VERYBODY Ought to love the Bible. Every- 
body. It is not enough to listen to 

sermons, even though the sermons be 
of the best. We may, indeed, absorb 
Christian truth, in measure, by attending 
religious services, listening to sermons, 
lectures, and testimonies, and by reading 
Christian literature. 

But in these things, however good and 
helpful they may be, we are receiving 
God’s truth second-hand, diluted through 
human channels, and, to quite an extent, 
glossed over and mixed with human ideas 
and human traditions. 

Such things should not be regarded as 
a .. . substitute for our reading for 
ourselves the Bible itself, and grounding 
for ourselves our faith and hope and life 
directly on God’s Word, rather than on 
what men say about God’s Word. 

Individual direct contact with God’s 
Word is the prineipal means of Christian 
growth. God’s Word itself is the weapon 
of the Spirit of God for the redemption 
and perfection of the human soul: the 
power of God in educating our mind and 
heart and character into final form for 
eternal existence and eternal glory. God 
Himself said so. 

Bible reading is a basic Christian 
habit. We do not mean that we should 
worship the Bible itself as a fetish; but 
we do worship the God and the Saviour 
that the Bible tells about. And we study 
the Bible in order to understand Him. 

Nor do we mean that the habit of Bible 
reading is in itself a virtue; for it is 
possible to know the Bible without apply- 
ing its teachings to one’s own life; and 
there are those who read the Bible, and 
yet are mean and crooked and unchris- 
tian. But they are the exception. 

There is a Person with whom we have 
to do in the matter of Bible reading. The 
Bible is the story of Christ; and if we 
could only bring ourselves to think of 
our Bible reading as an act of devotion 
to and a period of comradeship with 
Him, we might be inclined to treat it 
less lightly. 

The Bible is Christ’s Book. It is about 
Him, and it is His Word. Is it possible to 
love Christ and at the same time be com- 
placently indifferent to His Word? Is it 
possible? 

Every Christian, young and old, should 
be a faithful, devoted, life-long reader 
of the Bible.

D. L. Moody’s favorite verse, we are told, was I John 
2:17: “And the world passeth away, and the lust there- 
of: but he that doeth the will of God abideth forever.” 

Mr. Moody would have added cause for rejoicing if he 
could know (as well he may) the abiding quality of the 
work which God permitted him to do. Rarely has the 
impact of one man’s life and testimony so remained and 
even widened through the years. 

But such is the will of God for every Christian. “I 
have chosen you, and ordained you,” the Lord Jesus 
Christ declares, “that ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should remain” (John 15:16). 

This is one of the great differences between that which 
springs from our own desires and planning and effort, 
however worthy our motives, and fruit which is the out- 
growth of dependence on Christ and obedience to Him 
in all things. The one soon disappears; the other remains, 
even though beyond the range of human sight. 

How tragic that so many of us waste most of our life- 
times before we learn the secret of simply abiding and 
bearing fruit! 


A Crooked Yardstick 


As is probably to be expected after a particularly effec- 
tive period of evangelism, there is a rash of surveys, 
analyses and criticisms of the results. Those without the 
initiative, the ability, the vision or the power have their 
day crying down the value of the work of those who dare 
and do. It was ever thus and probably always will be. 
For the comfort of those who have had the gumption to 
obey God’s call and, in spite of the disinterest of the lost 
and the frequent apathy of many who profess salvation, 
have continued to herald the wonderful message of God’s 
grace, attention should be called to the value of the 
human soul. 

All the world, the Saviour said, was not to be com- 
pared to the value of a single soul. It is not uncommon 
to read of men who have devoted their lifetimes to the 
acquisition of fame or of fortune, and they are accounted 
the great of the earth. None speak of the wasted hours 
or the misspent effort as long as there’s money in the 
bank or headlines in the papers; but the richest man that 
ever lived and the greatest person ever to dazzle the 
imagination, without God, comes to the end of which the 
Preacher spoke, “How dieth the wise man? as the fool.” 
But the man who leads one soul to Christ has done more 
of permanent value than the greatest of earth’s accom- 
plishments. 

“Is it worth it?” is the question. “Straight is the gate, 
and narrow the way that leadeth unto life; and few there 
be that find it,” but the few were accounted by God of 
sufficient worth to give His only Son to suffering and 
death. The few were enough to bring the Saviour down 
from the glory which He had with the Father to shame 
and spitting. 

How many souls must one snatch from the everlasting 
burnings and rescue for eternal glory to be worth the 
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effort? Or is the basis of our judgment the filling of the 
pews in church? 

The difficulty some have in finding those reached in 
evangelistic meeting is not the test. The question is, 
How many shall be found in heaven, each one there for- 
ever to be to the praise of the glory of His grace? And 
no evaluation now is worth a snap of the fingers. Men 
doing God’s work as He directs may leave the results to 
Him. 

Meanwhile the command is, “Go.” 


The Peril of Hidden Sin 


There is something about the passing of time and par- 
ticularly the beginning of another year which tends to 
make us thoughtful about our Christian growth. Indeed 
this should be so. 

True, the mature Christian has long ago learned that 
he is in no sense a self-made man. It is God who works 
within him both to will and do of His good purpose. 
Well may the Christian search his heart, however, to 
make sure that there is no treasured sin which he is with- 
holding from God’s purifying touch. 

The consequences of incomplete victory were tragic in 
the days of Israel’s judges, but the consequences of only 
partial victory in the lives of believers today are no less 
great. Undealt with sin is indeed a deadly enemy. It is 
all too possible to rejoice in salvation’s blessings and still 
to hide for a time the seeds of cherished sin. 

We cannot think that David’s great sin was wholly 
born of the temptation of the moment. Far more likely 
is it that the seeds of lust lay hidden unconfessed and 
undealt with for many years. Though he lived as a man 
of God, God’s enemies lay hidden in his heart. 

Such are the incomplete victories which are bringing 
shame and remorse and shipwreck to Christians in our 
day. Is there some basic sin to which your heart is 
giving shelter? Confess it and put it benéath the blood 
of Christ before it brings a tragic downfall. 


Unpleasant Portrait 


There are some family portraits which we like; others 
for various reasons are slipped out of sight as soon as 
possible and become one more family skeleton to be 
brought out with caution if at all. 

One of the less welcome portraits—at which our coun- 
try should take a good long look—is mentioned in this 
month’s News Report by the Air Force Chief of Chaplains, 
Major General Charles I. Carpenter. General Carpenter 
is quoted as saying that from 15 to 28 per cent of today’s 
Air Force enlistees are “religiously illiterate.” That is, 
the 15 to 28 per cent are entering the Air Force to assume 
adult responsibilities with what General Carpenter terms 
a “lack of knowledge of good and evil,” without knowing 
even the Ten Commandments or the Lord’s Prayer. 

The comment of another chaplain, Lieut. Harold F. 
Legant, in this same issue (“Our Moody Readers”) adds 
a pertinent postscript. 

“What we find,” says Chaplain Legant, “is that the men 
in our military services are a pretty accurate measure of 
the spiritual temperature of America. When it comes to 
a choice, the average man prefers sleep, cards, murder 
fiction, the comics or horseshoes to church and Jesus 
Christ. It reflects right back to the homes, the com- 
munities, the schools, and even the churches from which 
these young men have come. It reveals again how much 
the material has displaced the spiritual in our present- 
day America. It points up, more than ever, our desperate 
need of a complete and sweeping revival, which will bring 
hearts back to God, and America back to the faith of 
her fathers.” 

Christians, let’s wake up! 
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Look Who’s Calling Who ““Obseure”’ 


Speaking of the Baptists in Russia, The Christian Cen- 
tury comments, “Moreover, their beliefs are so literalistic 
and prescientific that one would think the Communists 
would be glad to keep them on display as evidence for 
all their allegations of religious obscurantism.” 

Apparently it has not occurred to the editor that the 
witness of a supernatural life, based upon a willingness 
to believe that God means what He says in spite of the 
pretensions of man, is very poor evidence of religious 
obscurantism. What is obscure is the frequent profession 
of faith in God by those who wrest what He says and 
consider their own philosophic meanderings of greater 
value than the plain-spoken Word of God. 


Communism or Complacency? 


A recent visit to the Communist Viet Minh territory of 
Indo-China has left Columnist Joseph Alsop impressed 
and visibly shaken with his firsthand view of Commu- 
nism in action in the Reds’ newest territory. He writes: 

The thing that impressed me most, alas, was the moral 
fervor they [Communists] had inspired among the non- 

Communist Viet Minh cadres, and the stout support 

they had obtained from the peasantry. Both the mass 

of peasants and the great numbers of Vietnamese na- 
tionalists, political reformers, hopeful idealists and the 
like firmly believe the Viet Minh Communist leaders... 
so the great non-Communist majority has been willing 
and eager to sacrifice and to die for the cause .. . If 

Communist organization and Communist deceit can 

produce in Asia the kind of result I saw, then the danger 

in Asia is even more acute than the worst pessimists 
among us have been accustomed to think. 

If there is in the minds of some of us an inclination to 
discount Communism because of its error or because it 
is anti-God, let us take note of a fact which should be 
obvious: Communism is getting results. No doubt there 
are millions under the hammer and sickle who are dis- 
illusioned and who would rejoice to see it overthrown, 
but countless more are enthusiastic, loyal, fanatic follow- 
ers. And Communism by and large has not slowed in its 
steady advance. 

With what would Mr. Alsop be impressed if he were to 
note your church and its impact on your community? 
Would he find “fervor” and “stout support,” or would 
he find complacency? 

If your answer grieves your heart, ask God right now 
to begin a new work in you and through you. Ask Him 
to wipe out discouragement and unbelief. Ask Him for 
more love for fellow Christians. Above all, ask Him for 





more love for Christ, and a burden for those He loves 
but whom his people are neglecting. 


Hungry People 

Most Moopy Monruty readers are at least generally 
aware of the tremendous amount of suffering in the 
world today—in Korea, in areas where displaced persons 
are concentrated and in sections definitely identified 
from time to time as famine stricken. Few, however, 
are probably aware that hunger is a continuing problem 
for a large share of the world’s population, month after 
month, year after year. 

A recent article by Norris E. Dodd, former director of 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization, 
presents a number of pertinent facts which should figure 
in our thinking, especially as we have opportunity to 
share in relieving suffering here and there. Among the 
highlight facts presented are these: 

More people will go to bed hungry in the world 
tonight than will go to bed well-fed. 

Though there are now some 200 million more people 
in the world to be fed than in 1938, very little more 
food was produced last year than in 1938. 

In the section of the world with the greatest popula- 
tion, less food is being produced than before the war, 
so that there is less food per capita than fifteen years 
ago. 

About 40 per cent of the people in the world never 
in their lives have had enough to eat and never have 
had access to enough food and the right kinds for 
healthy growth. 

Mr. Dodd goes on to point out that in many areas of 
the Far East adults are living on about nine ounces of 
rice or other cereal a day. Children especially are 
affected, since there is often little food which they can 
assimilate from the time they are weaned until they are 
ten or twelve years old. Dietary deficiency diseases, 
often affecting both mind and body, are therefore wide- 
spread; infant and child mortality is appalling, and in 
many places the average length of life is under thirty 
years. 

What is the solution? Mr. Dodd believes that it can 
be reached through feeding, and educating the children 
of the world. Perhaps this is the most practical approach, 
but it appears the problem is one which will remain until 
that day—soon to come we hope—when our Lord will 
reign on the earth in righteousness. Meanwhile God’s 
people should see the problem as it is and lose no op- 
portunity to ease such suffering in every way they can.

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n April 21 one hundred years ago a

Beginning the Christian life with stum- 
bling feet, the young shoe salesman for 
a time showed so little evidence of Chris- 
tian growth that the examining com- 
mittee of his church felt it could not 
recommend him as a member. 


But God was shaping an instrument 
through whom He would reach out to 
millions. And D. L. Moody preached and 
pleaded and worked and prayed till un- 
numbered thousands came to Christ.

HORTLY before preparing this article I saw the original of 
Vaughn Shoemaker’s Daily News cartoon which appeared 
during the Moody centenary celebrations. It depicts the 
heavy figure of D. L. Moody imposed upon the Chicago 
skyline and bears the caption, “Chicago Needs Another.” Not 
only Chicago, but America and the world need another 
Moody. Many are asking whether the mantle of the nineteenth 
century evangelist from Northfield has fallen upon Billy 
Graham, the twentieth century evangelist from North Carolina. 
Writing from London at the wonderful Wembley meeting 
which concluded the Graham Greater London Crusade, Robert 
Constable, vice-president of Moody Bible Institute, observed 
that “Billy Graham is in England today, what D. L. Moody 
was in his day long ago.” But has Elisha succeeded Elijah? 
Can Billy Graham lay claim as successor to D. L. Moody? 
This much we do know, that Billy is a close student of the 
message and methods of Moody—not that he may ape the 
Dr. Lockyer has carried on a long and extensive ministry in this country 
and the British Isles.

forceful evangelist who, in his time, rocked two continents 
nearer God, but that he may discover some of the secrets 
of Moody’s power. 

It is most interesting to compare these two international 
evangelists as preachers. Mr. Moody was fearless, sincere, 
direct, never beating about the bush. He expressed himself 
in short, burning sentences and had “the robust homeliness 
characteristic of the style of Bunyan.” 

William Lyon Phelps, professor of Literature at Yale, said, 
“Moody was the greatest professional evangelist I ever heard. 
He had no mannerisms, very few gestures, and seldom raised 
his voice to a shout; but his deep and unaffected piety, his 
apposite figures of speech, his humor, his solid common sense, 
his thrilling earnestness made him amazingly effective.” 


+On the platform, Moody’s personal presence was not engaging. 
Sometimes his voice was strident and his manner fierce as he 
worked up to an accustomed high pitch of zeal. Yet he pos- 
sessed a voice perfectly controlled with amazing power and 
penetrating force. Such gifts, coupled with a soul aflame with 
passion for the lost, accomplished great and mighty things 
for God. 

By contrast, Billy Graham’s appearance on a platform is 
most pleasing. Moody was short and weighed some 300 pounds, 
all of which, he would say, was dedicated to God. Billy Graham 
normally has some 180 pounds (20 of which he lost during 
his British campaign), well distributed over his six-foot, two- 
inch frame. While preaching, Billy is somewhat restless, pac- 
ing the platform. It has been computed that he walks a mile 
and a half during a sermon! But the messages of this young, 
dynamic evangelist are simple and direct, as were Moody’s. 
Before American audiences his delivery has a machine-gun 
rapidity, but in Britain he adopted a slower, more articulate 
speech, pleasing to British ears. 

Billy Graham’s great success cannot be put down to any 
oratorical ability, for he is not an exceptional orator. Neither 
can we say that his sermons are remarkable, for there are 
countless numbers of unknown preachers who deliver better 
sermons every Lord’s Day. Wherein, then, lies his power? 
J. B. Phillips supplied the answer in an article written for 
England’s popular magazine, Everybody. “Billy Graham’s one- 
track mind is simply—God.” 


+ As Moody and Graham have influenced America and Britain 
more than any other American evangelists, let us seek to com- 
pare their respective work among the English-speaking peoples 
on two continents, being careful not to overvalue one or 
undervalue the other. Moody’s first visit to Great Britain was 
simply to make the acquaintance of well-known figures like 
C. H. Spurgeon and George Mueller, and to study British 
methods of work for the Master. His first extended mission 
there with Ira D. Sankey covered 1872-3, when he went with 
a definite object in view. “I am going to England to win 
10,000 souls to Christ,” he declared. 

But when Moody and Sankey arrived, they found that the 
man who had invited them had died. Neither of them had 
any money and the situation was critical. Then the way was 
opened for them to go to York, where eight persons were 
present at the first meeting. But the mission grew in scope 
and power. The city caught fire, and became aglow, and the 
greatest evangelistic movement of that century was in- 
augurated. 

Moody and Sankey swept Great Britain like firebrands. 
All grades of society were reached. The results of these

“cracked-brained evangelists,” as the press called them, were 
phenomenal during their English visits. Here is a tally taken 
from The Life of D. L. Moody by his son. While in London: 
60 meetings were held in Camberwell Hall, with 480,000 
attending 
45 meetings were Held in Victoria Hall, with 400,000 at- 
tending 
60 meetings were held in Haymarket Opera House, with 
600,000 attending 
60 meetings were held in Bow Hall, with 600,000 attending 
60 meetings were held in Agricultural Hall, with 720,000 
attending 

Covering some four months there were 285 meetings, with 
an aggregate attendance of 2,500,000. 

A comparison of this imposing total with the 2,000,000 Billy 
Graham addressed personally during his recent London 
crusade reveals that the London of eighty years ago is not 
the London of today. Greater London has a population of 
almost 10 millions, about half as many again as London had 
in Moody’s time. 

Then there are one or two factors which make Moody’s 
work more remarkable. During his British campaigns there 
were no coaches or busses, no automobiles, no subways, trams 
or trolleys and extension train service to convey crowds to a 
given spot. People had to walk miles, or use horse-drawn 
vehicles. Moody had little press coverage, no highly organized 
publicity agency. Photography he shunned. 

Yet everywhere Moody and Sankey went, the fire spread. 
Scotland was stirred. On the grassy slopes above Holyrood in 
Edinburgh, Moody preached to 20,000. In the Glasgow Botanical 
Gardens he faced 30,000. Failing to gain an entrance himself, 
Moody stood on the coachman’s box of his horse-drawn 
carriage and preached to the crowds. When he gave the appeal, 
about 2,500 responded. 

At Aberdeen, in the natural amphitheatre of Broadhill, 
22,000 waited upon his message. At Belfast, the largest build- 
ings were crowded. At Sheffield in eight days over 106,000 
attended. In Liverpool, a specially created structure holding 
10,000 was packed nightly. Wherever Moody preached, hundreds 
were unable to gain admission. 


+ A striking feature is the way the deep religious awakening 
in Great Britain crossed the ocean and impressed America, 
so much so that when Moody returned to his homeland the 
whole country acclaimed him and he was besieged with 
invitations, then accomplishing his greatest work in the land 
of his birth. 

In a sense, his British triumphs made him. The Brooklyn 
Rink witnessed stirring scenes. In the Philadelphia Freight 
Depot Moody addressed nightly throngs of 15,000. The 14,000 
seats in New York’s Hippodrome, now Madison Square Garden, 
were too few to accommodate the crowds. During the World’s 
Fair in Chicago in 1893, Moody reached millions with the 
simple gospel, in six months. Daily attendance at the various 
meetings he planned totaled 50,000. 

Is history about to repeat itself? While Billy Graham has 
been remarkably used in America, Britain and Europe gave 
him his largest crowds. America’s three largest cities, New 
York, Chicago, and Philadelphia, have yet to be visited by 
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A. Lindsay Glegg, minister at London's Down Lodge Hall, points to the 
cornerstone marking the site of Moody's first London meetings. 


the Graham team, or feel the impact of Billy’s message. Can 
it be that these strategic cities will now fall to him? 

At the close of his British crusade, Billy said, “It has enlarged 
my vision and increased my faith. I believe I have faith to 
go back to the U.S.A. to do even greater things. I have never 
had the faith to go to New York, Chicago, or Philadelphia, 
but I feel that if God can accomplish this in London, He can 
accomplish it in other cities.” 


+ ANOTHER interesting comparison is that of the attitude of 
the clergy, who almost a century ago were inclined to look 
upon Moody with suspicion and disfavor. While he visited 
many cities at home and abroad and was crowned with 
eventual success, he had constantly to surmount the prejudice 
of church leaders to his type of evangelism. The then Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, while interested in Moody’s work, would 
not officially sanction it. The sympathy and co-operation of 
ministers were not generally sought, for Moody’s methods 
were new and seemed ultra-extreme. So ministerial support 
was largely withheld; but Moody stuck to his methods and 
message, believing that extreme indifference and sin required 
extreme measures. He dared to be himself and would never 
risk trying to be anybody else. 

With Billy Graham it is different. When he visited Britain 
first of all, as a leader in the Youth for Christ movement, he 
was practically unknown to the clergy, but now over a thou- 
sand of them were behind his Harringay invitation. One of 
his most conspicuous supporters from the outset was the Bishop 
of Barking. At the concluding Wembley meeting, when 120,000 
were present, the now Archbishop of Canterbury, who would 
have none of the crusade at the beginning, became Billy’s 
friend, and was on hand to close the great Wembley gathering 
with prayer and benediction. 

Rightly or wrongly, Billy Graham has tried to adhere to 
the policy of rallying all city [Continued on page 77]

ing sickness. In a brochure pub- 

lished recently by the National As- 
sociation for Mental Health, it is authori- 
tatively stated that one out of every two 
patients going to a medical doctor is 
suffering from an illness associated with 
mental or emotional disorder. 

Almost every day I am in contact with 
someone who has been examined by med- 
ical doctors and who has been told that 
the basic causes of his illness are psycho- 
logical, and that he can become well only 
if he receives proper attention.

A Basic Psychological Need 

One of the most important causes of 
such difficulty is fear. Undue fear is 
damaging to the human mind and body. 
It causes real pain and suffering. As God 
Himself tells us in the Bible, “Fear hath 
torment.” Psychologists and psychiatrists 
agree that one of the eight or ten basic 
psychological needs fundamental to 
health and good adjustment is freedom 
from fear. 

One may feel sorry for those who are 
fearful, but he cannot truly realize the 
torment which fear produces unless he 
has experienced it himself. In his publi- 
cation, Your Emotions and God’s Word, 
Harvey C. Roys, prominent medical doc- 
tor, illustrates the effect of fear by telling 
of a laboratory experiment in which an 
animal is exposed to fright. 

“If you take a cat into the X-ray room,”

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Dr. Roys declares, “and give it a special 
meal of barium sulphate, you can study 
by means of a fluoroscope the action of 
the cat’s stomach. You will see that there 
are nice muscle waves which mix the food 
and cause the digestive processes to be 
carried on. Then if you bring a dog into 
the room, something happens. All of those 
beautiful muscle waves stop. The diges- 
tive processes cease, and the cat has in- 
digestion. If this experiment is repeated 
enough times the cat may develop a 
peptic ulcer.” 

The reactions of men and women are 
similar. There was a time when people 
recognized upset stomach, headaches, and 
nervousness as possible symptoms of 
fear. But today, the list is much, much 
longer. 


How We Become Fearful 

Fears develop from a few primary 
sources. The first involves training. For 
example, children need to learn to fear 
and avoid dangerous traffic, fires, hot 
stoves, falls from high places, and many 
other similar situations. However, chil- 
dren can be trained to fear situations 
which are really not harmful. Over- 
cautious and oversolicitous parents may 
protect the child from imaginary dangers. 
We as parents may have ill-grounded 
fears, and by our actions give them to 
our children. 

Another source of fear is experience. 
Fear may be desirable when there is 
really some reason to fear, but the linking 
of fear responses to situations that are 
not harmful may cause serious difficulty 
in later years. Severe fright from an

imaginary cause, if not relieved, under- 
stood, or realistically resolved, may be 
forgotten after a short time only to re- 
appear months or even years later, when 
the person develops a phobia that may 
persist in spite of its irrationality. 

Fear reactions may also be the symp- 
tom of a personality or “life” problem. 
Studies reveal that children from broken 
homes, or who have personality problems, 
are much more likely to have ungrounded 
fears. But in each case an intelligent 
interpretation of the life history is perti- 
nent to relieving their distress. 


Ways of Alleviating Fear 

It has been wisely said that the best 
remedy for fear is the prevention of it. 
Christian parents and teachers can do 
much to prevent boys and girls from 
developing serious phobias. We should 
examine our methods of control, making 
sure that we rarely use fear as a means of 
discipline. Adults should help children 
to build reasonable and desirable fears 
in connection with common dangers, but 
they should do all in their power to pre- 
vent them from being fearful about 
things that are not really dangerous. 
Parents may well talk with their chil- 
dren about fears, helping them to under- 
stand them. 

If a child fears a definite situation, 
adults can help by entering the activity 
with the child, minimizing the danger, 
and little by little showing him that it 
is not dangerous at all. Adults can pre- 
pare a child for new experiences by 
getting him ready so he will not be fear- 
ful. Of course we should not laugh at a 
person because he is afraid, and we 
should not shock a person by trying to 
force a feared object on him, or force 
him into a frightening situation. Merely 
telling a person to relax does not help 
him to relax. Talking it out does help 
him. [Continued on page 59]

My Last Days in China

1949, that the Communists came to our 

town of Samkong in Kwong Tung 

Province. Mr. Winter ran over to the 
school for Rachel, one of our adopted 
Chinese daughters. (We had adopted four 
Chinese girls and reared them as our 
own: Ruth, Grace, Esther and Rachel.) 
Together we entered our unfinished bomb 
shelter, taking our bedding with us. At 
2:30 p.m. the firing started. 

This was not the first time we had been 
under fire. During our nearly thirty years 
in China we had gone through five wars. 
Twice we had suffered the loss of all our 
earthly goods. This time the consequences 
were to be even more serious. 

I remembered the time some years 
earlier when soldiers of North and South 
China had exchanged gunfire near our 
anchored mission boat. As bullets sang 
through the air and we hugged the bot- 
tom of our boat, my husband and I kissed 
each other goodby. 

“There will be a little tinge of pain,” 
Warren said to me, “then heaven.” 

But God had intervened and we had 
been left to continue our work. Then the 
Communists came. 

The advancing Red army had been 
moving close since early fall. Mr. Winter 
had begun the bomb shelter only to have 
our good Chinese neighbors assure us 
that it would not be needed. “The fighting 
will not be here,” they said, “but in 
Linhsien.” 

But all the gold, silver and rice had 
been moved from Linhsien to our town. 
Of course the Communists found out 
about it, and on this afternoon of De- 
cember 8 the army had marched through 
that city without firing a shot. Their ob- 
jective was our town. 

About 6:00 pm. two soldiers with 
grenades climbed over our wall. Mr. Liu, 
our teacher, who knew the northern 
dialect, explained who we were, and after

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searching the premises they left. 

The next morning a terrific explosion 
shook the place. Again we headed for the 
shelter. Later we found the Communists 
had blown up the city gate. 

The magistrate who had locked the 
heavy iron gate was shot in the mouth, 
dragged up into a room over the gate and 
left to die alone. Mr. Winter took water 
and pain relief pills and went to see him. 
“Are you trusting in Jesus?” he asked the 
magistrate. 

“Yes,” came the answer. 

Warren did not dare go again because 
of the Communist soldiers. Many of the 
injured, including Communists, were 
treated at our dispensary free of charge. 

At first life under the Communists 
went on very much as it had before. 
Shortly after their arrival I was walking 
out to survey the damage done when I 
was stopped by a man who called my 
name. “Mrs. Winter,” he said, “I am a 
Communist, but you have nothing to fear. 
We Communists believe in religious free- 
dom and we know that you are good 
people doing a good work. We are glad 
you are here.” This was a surprise to me. 

That first Christmas under Communist 
rule was one of the best we ever had with 
the lepers. ‘ihe American Leprosy Mission 
sent thirty-five dollars with which we 
bought gifts for the lepers. The leper 
women made every man a suit of clothes. 

With Communist permission, we passed 
out cooking utensils, towels, soap, rice, 
brown sugar, cookies. The lepers sang 
Christmas carols. Dorothy Middleton 







(now listed by the State Department 
with twenty-five other civilians still 
missing in China) gave each leper a 
pair of shoes. Mr. Winter brought the 
Christmas message. 

But ominous things were at hand. A 
young fellow had come to us who had 
been up north and joined the Commu- 
nists. He had been a school teacher in our 
town. As the months went by, he posed as 
a Christian, praised our work, carried a 
New Testament, and even lived in our 
house. Sometime later, however, we found 
he was a Communist spy. 

On one occasion he offered to get Ruth 
a permit to leave for Bible school in ex- 
change for $10,000 Chinese money. War- 
ren gave him what he asked (33 cents in 
American money), but no effort was made 
to get the permit. Another time he bor- 
rowed Ruth’s bicycle and then sold it. She 
prized her bicycle highly, but when she 
found out what he had done she said, “We 
don’t care for earthly things, do we? Let 
him have the bicycle.” 

About this time he fabricated a gun 
story. He charged Mr. Liu with burying 
a gun in the back yard of the leper home. 
“Don’t tell this to anyone or both our 
heads will be in danger,” the spy warned. 
However, Warren went to the police sta- 
tion and reported the incident. 

The police shrugged it off saying, 
“There’s nothing to it.” Within a week 
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Mr. Liu was arrested and marched off to 
jail. We prayed for him, but we never saw 
Mr. Liu again. 

Just after this, in January, 1951, two 
Communist soldiers came to our home 
and said, “Pastor Winter, the officials at 
Linhsien want to have a talk with you. 
We have orders to return immediately, so 
hurry.” 

One of the soldiers turned to me and 
said, ‘““Your husband will be back tonight. 
If he is not back tonight, he will surely 
be back in the morning.” 

My husband put on his coat and went 
with them. He took Ruth along saying, 
“Ruth, you come along for we are going 
to headquarters, and I am sure you will 
get your permit to go to Bible school.” I 
never saw Warren again. 

After five days at the police station 
Ruth was released. She went to the Pres- 
byterian hospital at Linhsien, that had 
been taken over by the Communists, to 
see Grace. Grace was there studying 
medicine under a fine Chinese doctor. 
When Ruth told her about the arrest of 
their father, Grace broke down and cried. 
When the Communists heard this about 
Grace, she also was arrested, and with 
her hands tied behind her, she was 
marched off to jail. I never saw Grace 
again. 

Eight days after my husband was ar- 
rested a mob came to my door saying, 
“Mrs. Winter, the Farmers Union man 
wants to have a talk with you.” Ruth and 
Dorothy Middleton went with me. 

The Farmers Union man shouted at me, 
“Where is that gun Mr. Winter had?” 

The man was so insistent about the gun 
that I pounded my hand on the table just 
as hard as I could. “Mr. Winter never had

a gun,” I told him emphatically. “I’ll bank 
my life on it!” 

Again he bellowed, “He was seen car- 
rying a gun to the leper colony. We are 
going there to search.” 

“Go!” I challenged. Of course, they 
never went, for all the people’ in that 
place are deathly afraid of leprosy. 

Ten days after Warren was arrested, 
seven Communist soldiers came back. I 
hoped they had good news for me about 
Warren. But they had come for the rest 
of us. Ruth, Esther, Dorothy Middleton 
and I were forced to walk eight miles to 
the police station. The soldiers rode on 
bicycles. Our little Rachael was left be- 
hind. 

We had to walk separately, and were 
forbidden to talk to each other. We were 
thoroughly searched at the police station, 
then locked up in separate rooms on the 
second floor of the Presbyterian hospital. 
The jail was full. 

I was locked up in the hospital for two 
months and was miserable and lonely. I 
could not find out a thing about Warren 
or Grace. I prayed till I could pray no 
more. 

One day I thought of King Solomon

and how he asked God for wisdom. I 
prayed the same way, and the Lord put 
it into my mind not to eat. I immediate- 
ly began to fast. I ate only enough to keep 
me alive. I didn’t know it then, but fast- 
ing in obedience to God's voice was what 
saved my life. 

I found fasting hard at first. Once I hid 
a little dish of vegetable, for I thought I 
could not endure another day without a 
little to eat. The soldiers were angry be- 
cause I would not eat. They began to tan- 
talize me, pushing food under the door 
and jerking it back before I could reach 
it. “We'll give it to someone who will be 
glad to get it,’’ they would say. 

After a while hunger left me, and I 
found it difficult to swallow. I became 
very weak, but was told I had to walk 
eight miles back home for my bedding 
and other necessities, for I was to go to 
Canton for two or three days for my trial. 

Back in our home, Ah Saam, the woman 
who had been my helper for thirty years, 
cried when she saw me. I was expected 
to make the trip back to the hospital to 
be locked up yet that night, but Ah Saam 
pleaded with the soldiers and they let me 
rest there for the night. We returned to 
the hospital next morning. Although I 
found our home occupied by Communist 
soldiers and our money frozen, I was 
forced to write a letter for them stating 
that I had found everything in good con- 
dition. 

When it came time to leave for my 
trial, I decided I just had to let the girls 
know I was going, no matter what hap- 
pened. We had been forbidden to speak 
to each other, but just outside my cell 
door I shouted, “I’m going to Canton. If 
I don’t come back I'll see you in heaven!” 

Esther and Dorothy came to their 
doors, but Ruth was too overtaken by 
emotion from the shock of my leaving. I 
expected to be hit over the head with a 
gun, but though the soldiers were infuri- 
ated over my actions, they only hurried 
me out. 

I was taken by truck to the railroad

station. On the train to Canton, I had a 
bowl of soup, for which my guard pulled 
out $2,000 (6 cents in American money) 
to pay for it. The guards carried my 
money and used it to pay for all the ex- 
penses on the way—including their own. 
We arrived at Canton at six o’clock that 
night and I was.locked up in the police 
station. The mosquitoes were terrible. 
After eating a little rice, I climbed up on 
the bed boards, and using my bag of 
clothing for a pillow, went to sleep. 
Sometimes the guards made pretenses 
at being kind. “We'll take you to a bet- 
ter place,” one promised. He took me to a 
big building. High over the door I read,

“People’s Prison.” A lieutenant, a rough 
looking Chinese woman, bawled at me in 
a gruff, masculine voice, “Come along, 
follow me!” 

I had a letter with me which had come 
after Warren left, containing a check for 
quite a large amount—also other belong- 
ings, including some clothing and shav- 
ing equipment for Warren. They told me 
to get things for him from home and if I 
answered their questions satisfactorily, I 
would be able to see him. This woman 
dumped all these things on a table. Sud- 
denly I realized the check might be 
forged. I snatched it and tore it to bits. 
She turned on me furiously. “You wicked 











woman,” she cried, “you'll pay for this.” 

My promised two or three days at Can- 
ton stretched out into a long twenty- 
eight. In spite of the fact that we were 
compelled to spend most of our time read- 
ing Communist books, I was able to give 
the gospel to the twelve Chinese women 
who shared the jail with me. They 
warned, however, “Don’t preach here— 
they'll put you in chains and carry you 
off.” 

I was so weak from fasting that in the 
jail I frequently had periods of semi-con- 
sciousness. As I would droop over in my 
weakness, the women prisoners would 
often poke fun at me. “What are you do- 
ing,” they would jibe, “counting your 
chickens?” 

At last, on the twenty-sixth day, I was 
taken out for trial. Two days later I heard 
a clanging of the gates and the soldiers 
commanded, “You! Get up and get on the 
train.” 

My belongings, including the torn bits 
of check, were returned. All the women 
kissed me goodby. Slowly it began to dawn 
upon me that I was being deported—that 
I was on my way to Hong Kong. 

Had my fasting at last paid off? Per- 
haps the officials felt it was better to get 
rid of me than to have me die in jail. At 
the American consulate in Hong Kong, 
the first thing I heard was, “You ought 
to be glad you are out!” 

In the United States there followed 
three long years of anxious waiting. News

Cin- 
derella nothing!” 

But nevertheless, when you look square- 
ly at Ruth Graham’s life today, you'll 
see it’s divided in two—“at home” and 
“on-the-wing.” When she made her first 
trip to England in 1946, shortly after 
Billy joined the Youth for Christ staff, 
she reluctantly left behind fifteen-

Her 1946 trip to England 
marked the beginning of a strangely 
different life for Ruth Graham—one that, 
in spite of her protests, does have its 
Cinderella qualities.

caught a quick glimpse of her sitting 
beside her husband, greeting friends, 
hurrying into a waiting taxi. To most, 
Ruth Graham’s life seems like nothing 
more than hurrying from one waiting 
taxi to another. They never realize that 
to appear at the moment at which they 
see her—charming, well-groomed—she 
has traveled thousands of miles, said 
goodby to four wistful children, packed 
that well-chosen wardrobe into discour- 
agingly little luggage. What’s more, 
though she looks so rested and charming 
at night, she has worked as hard all day 
as any of the folks who see her! 

Take London for instance. Every night, 
after the crowds left, Ruth stayed, work- 
ing beside the hundreds of counselors in 
the inquiry room. To her, this was the 
best part of the meeting. Yet she didn’t 
eat dinner until she and her thoroughly 
exhausted husband got back to their 
hotel. Then, there were letters to write 
home. Yet she had to be up at a fairly 
reasonable hour next morning for an- 
other full day and—oh, yes, to look 
rested, charming and well-groomed at 
the next night’s meeting. 

And Ruth Graham tries to attend all 
Billy’s campaigns. “Unless something un- 
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avoidable happens, I try to spend at least 
a week with Bill in each campaign.” 

This metamorphosis from housewife to 
spotlighted wife of a spotlighted evan- 
gelist intrigued me. Just how does the 
apron come off and the svelte hat go on? 

Biggest problem in this are the chil- 
dren—getting someone to take care of 
them in her absence. “Someone who will 
love them, train them, discipline and play 
with them, as I would,” Ruth says. 
Friends have proved invaluable in help- 
ing, settling into the Graham home, hold- 
ing the reins until she returns—a job 
that no one could call easy. Ruth’s own 
folks across the lane stand by for any 
emergency. The Bell home is really sec- 
ond home to all four little Grahams; they 
delight in spending the night with Lao-E 
and Laoniang (affectidnate Chinese for 
Grandmom and Grandpop). 

I’ve heard about youngsters who whine 
if Mommy decides to go uptown shopping. 
Does the sight of a suitcase throw the 
little Grahams into a panic? “No,” Ruth 
declared. “Because even when we're both 
away, they’re in their own home, happy, 
loved and well taken care of.’’ Long trips 
sometimes demand special tactics. “Then 
I plan something exciting, just before I 
leave—like special friends in for supper. 
Or maybe a surprise present. You'd be 
amazed how quickly a dollbaby can take 
your place. It isn’t altogether flattering.” 

The mundane problem of what to wear 
must be solved before each trip, too. 
Ruth refuses to fret over this, solves it 
with a sane attitude toward clothes, and 
innate good taste. “I favor suits; you can 
dress them up or down. I like slim tai‘ored 
lines and dark, conservative colors.” She 
wears her hats small and plain. A pair of 
pumps, a leather bag, and a pair of calf- 
skin gloves—and Ruth Graham is ready 
to face a press conference or the presid- 
ing bishop. 

Ruth never minds traveling (she’s 
crossed the Pacific seven times, the At- 
lantic six). She loves new places, but 
she hates traveling alone. “Usually I 
manage my connections so -that I travel 
with either Billie [wife of Cliff Barrows, 
team song leader] or Wilma [wife of 
Grady Wilson, associate evangelist]. Then 
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going cross-country can be fun. They 
both have youngsters too, so we just sit 
back and chatter about husbands and 
kids.” 

Traveling can mean unexpected oppor- 
tunities to witness, too. On one trip, a 
friendly young co-pilot perched on the 
arm of Ruth’s seat, and leaning over 
chummily asked, “What you got there?” 

Ruth held up her Navigator’s kit and 
replied, “My packet of Bible verses.” 

The co-pilot blanched. “Bible verses! 
Whatever are you doing with them!” 

“Memorizing them,” Ruth told him, and 
still chuckles over his hasty retreat. 


+ Rutu travels to campaigns for just 
one reason. She puts it this way. “I go 
to be with Billy. We need each other and 
we enjoy being together.” As folks in 
most campaign cities have discovered, 
she does not accept speaking dates. 
“Maybe a rare one, once in a long while.” 
Contrary to rumor, this is not because 
she dreads facing an audience. She 
possesses much of her husband's platform 
presence. She has a fast-moving flow of 
words and, more important, she has a 
lot to say that women would want to 
hear, about living the Christian life as 
a woman. But Ruth explains, “One 


speaker in the family is enough.” 

A typical day in her “campaign-life”? 
“There isn’t any. Every day is feverishly 
busy, with the unexpected always around 
the corner, lots of fascinating folks to 
meet, and a rare opportunity to work 
with Christian leaders in every city. Most 
thrilling part of it all is talking to men 
and women about Christ. That’s the 
most heart-warming work in the whole 
world, seeing somebody’s life transformed 
by the very real power of Christ.” 

And that’s Ruth Graham’s life behind 
the campaign scene—as she told it to me. 
But what about her at-home existence? 
The facts are these: all year long (ex- 
cept for her quick trips to campaigns), 
Ruth lives in the Graham home in 
Montreat, N. C., just about twenty miles 
from Asheville. Her life there is exactly 
the same as that of any other woman 
who has four children to bring up. She 
cooks, washes, mends, wipes runny noses, 
helps with homework, fells bedtime 
stories, markets, vacuums, dusts. 

And this is Ruth Graham’s mission 
field. She puts it this way: “Being a 
mother is the most important job in the 
world. Don’t think I accept it with any 
sense of resignation; I relish every bit

THE DAY OF THE LORD

events are ahead for the world. One 

cf them designated by Scripture as 

the Day of the Lord is the subject of 
I Thessalonians 5:1-11. 

The translation of the Church, the 
theme of the preceding chapter, is never 
mentioned in the Old Testament. The Old 
Testament contains many references to 
Christ as coming back to the earth and 
of resurrection from the dead; but, ex- 
cept by way of illustration in the cases 
of Elijah and Enoch, no mention is made 
of saints being taken from earth to 
heaven without dying. In considering the 
Day of the Lord, however, we are at once 
plunged into a tremendous doctrine, a 
doctrine that covers many pages of the 
Old Testament as well as the New. 

Before examining the scriptural revela- 
tion, it is necessary to determine precisely 
what this expression, the Day of the 
Lord, means. We say that the present 
age is the day of grace. We do not mean 
that there was no grace shown by God 
in the previous dispensations. Obviously, 
many of God’s dealings with man from 
the Garden of Eden down to the present 
day have manifested the grace of God. 
But God in this present age has especially 
singled out the doctrine of grace for dis- 
play, revealing grace as a basis for sal- 
vation and for our Christian life. 

Grace speaks of God’s unmerited favor 
to us through Christ who loved us and 
died for us. The Scriptures picture that 
after this day of grace has come to its 
close, which may be simultaneous with 
the translation of the Church, the Day 
of the Lord is going to begin. 

The Day of the Lord is a period of time 
in which God is going to deal directly 
and dramatically and in fearful judgment 
with wicked men. Today a man may be 
a blasphemer of God, an atheist; he can 
denounce God and teach corrupt doctrine, 
and seemingly God may do nothing about 
it. But the day is coming when He will 
deal with human sin, and He will deal 
in wrath and in judgment with a Christ- 
rejecting world. Of one thing we can 
be sure, that God in His own way will 
bring every soul into judgment. But the 
Day of the Lord is a future period. 

The world “day” is used in the Bible

in various ways. Sometimes it is used to 
refer to daylight, as, for instance, the 
hours between dawn and sunset. Some- 
times it is used to refer to a twenty-four 
hour day. The Jewish day began at sunset 
and continued to the next day at sunset. 
That also is referred to as a day. Some- 
times the word day is used in the Bible 
as a period of time, just as we use it in 
English. We speak of the day of our 
youth. What do we mean by that? We 
do not mean that we were young only one 
day, but the extended period of time in 
which we were young. 

In I Thessalonians 5 the Day of the 
Lord is used in the sense of an extended 
period of time, but having the character- 
istics of a twenty-four hour day. That is, 
it is a day which begins at midnight or 
in darkness, advancing to dawn and then 
daylight. It will close again with another 
period of darkness after daylight has 
passed. That apparently is the symbolism 
involved in the Day of the Lord. A few 
sample passages, out of literally dozens 
of them in the Old Testament, will give 
the general content of this period. 


+ THE prophecy of Isaiah 13:9-11 speaks 
for itself: “Behold, the day of the Lord 
cometh, cruel both with wrath and fierce 
anger, to lay the land desolate: and he 
shall destroy the sinners thereof out of 
it. For the stars of heaven and the con- 
stellations thereof shall not give their 
light: the sun shall be darkened in his 
going forth, and the moon shall not 
cause her light to shine. And I will punish 
the world for their evil, and the wicked 
for their iniquity; and I will cause the 
arrogancy of the proud to cease, and 
will lay low the haughtiness of the ter- 
rible.” 

In other words, there will be a great 
and dramatic judgment manifest in the 
physical world, which will interfere with 
the light of the sun, moon, and stars. 
God will put down the proud and deal 
with the sinners. It will be a time of 
judgment. 

The same thought is found in Zepha- 
niah 1:14-16: “The great day of the Lord 
is near, it is near, and hasteth greatly, 
even the voice of the day of the Lord: the 
mighty man shall cry there bitterly. That 
day is a day of wrath, a day of trouble 
and distress, a day of wasteness and 
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desolation, a day of darkness and gloomi- 
ness, a day of clouds and thick darkness 
a day of the trumpet and alarm against 
the fenced cities, and against the hich 
towers.” This passage continues in the 
same strain. 

The Day of the Lord, according to the 
Old Testament, is a time of God’s judg- 
ment and a time of God’s dealing with 
the world in its sin. 

The Day of the Lord is also a time 
of deliverance and blessing for Israel. 
The Millennium, the whole kingdom reign 
of Christ on earth, in which Christ per- 
sonally directs the government of the 
world, is also included in the Day of 
the Lord. By way of illustration, in 
Zephaniah 3:14, 15, there is a picture of 
Israel’s blessing in that day, obviously 
following the time of judgment: “Sing, 
O daughter of Zion; shout, O Israel; be 
glad and rejoice with all the heart, O 
daughter of Jerusalem. The Lord hath 
taken away thy judgments, he hath cast 
out thine enemy: the king of Israel, even 
the Lord, is in the midst of thee: thou 
shalt not see evil any more.” This sets 
forth the praise and joy and rejoicing of 
Israel in the Millennium. 

The Day of the Lord, as revealed in 
the Old Testament, indicates first a time 
of wrath and judgment upon a wicked 
and Christ-rejecting world, which is fol- 
lowed by a time of peace in which Christ 
shall be in the midst of the earth and 
will rule over the earth and bring blessing 
to the nation Israel. The Millennium will 
end with another night of judgment 
(Rev. 20:9-15). 


+ Tue truth concerning the coming of 
Christ for His Church is revealed in 
I Thessalonians 4, but the question which 
is answered in the fifth chapter is, What 
relationship has the coming of Christ to 
the Day of the Lord? Accordingly, in 
verse 1, Paul writes: “But of the times 
and seasons, brethren, ye have no need 
that I write unto you.” The world “time” 
here is a translation of the Greek from 
which we also get our word “chronology.” 
The time—the general chronology—can 
be known, but the seasons—the particular 
time—cannot. That is the point of his 
message. Paul had already instructed 
them regarding this, and there was no 
need for him to write about it now. 
So Paul describes the Day of the Lord 
as a day of wrath, which is a very im- 
portant point. In verses 2 and 3 he says: 
“For yourselves know perfectly that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in 
the night. For when they shall say, Peace 
and safety; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon a 
woman with child; and they shall not 
escape.” This portion of Scripture is 
similar to what Isaiah.and Zephaniah 
said about judgment in the Day of the 
Lord. Is not this the same period? 
Exactly the same illustration is found 
in Revelation 6:12-14 where the begin- 
ning of the great tribulation is described: 
“And I beheld when he had opened the 
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sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black 
as sackcloth of hair, and the moon be- 
came as blood; and the stars of heaven 
fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree 
casteth her untimely figs, when she is 
shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven 
departed as a scroll when it is rolled 
together; and every mountain and island 
were moved out of their places.” 

We learn in Revelation 6:16, 17 that 
the wicked cry out and say “to the moun- 
tains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us 
from the face of him that sitteth on the 
throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb; 
for the great day of his wrath is come; 
and who shall be able to stand?” Isaiah 
said it was a day of wrath; Zephaniah 
said it was a day of wrath; Revelation 6 
says it is a day of wrath. The picture we 
have here of the great tribulation—the 
time of trouble on the earth—is identical 
to the picture of the Old Testament 
revelation of the beginning of the Day 
of the Lord. 


+ Ir is important to note that the Day 
of the Lord will come suddenly and un- 
expectedly. The point is that just as the 
translation of the Church is the end of 
the day of grace, it also marks the begin- 
ning of the Day of the Lord. In other 
words, the one event seems to do two 
things: it serves as the closing of one 
day and the beginning of the other. 

If that is true, it gives us some very 
positive and definite teaching along the 
line that the Church will be taken out 
of the world before the day of trial and 
trouble. Paul is telling the Thessalonians 
that the Day of the Lord is going to 
come, and this immediately follows the 
passage which deals with the coming of 
Christ for His Church. 

It is revealed that the Day of the Lord 
comes suddenly and unexpectedly, “as a 
thief in the night” (I Thess. 5:2). A thief 
in the night comes unheralded. There are 
no signs that pertain to a thief. The judg- 
ment will come when the world is expect- 
ing just the opposite—peace and safety, 


God is about us everywhere. 

When dawn springs up to meet us, 

We find His glorious presence there, 

In loving care to greet us. 

At noonday bright we feel His strength, 
His life pulsating in us. 

And in the evening shadows’ length, 

His calm and quiet lull us.

In Perpetuum 
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and there will be some reason to expect 
peace. This is quite in contrast to the 
revealed situation at the second coming; 
then the armies of the world will be 
drawn in battle array at Armageddon. 


At the beginning of the Day of the 
Lord they will be saying; “Peace and 
safety.” But Scripture says in that very 
time sudden destruction comes, and in the 
Greek New Testament the word sudden 
is singled out. 

That event will not be preceded by 
signs, that is, theré will be no warning. 
There will be no possibility of escape. 
The illustration given is that of travail 
coming suddenly upon a woman with 
child. It will be God’s divine, inescapable 
judgment upon those “in darkness.” 


+ How are Christians related to this 
judgment? Verse 4 states: “But ye, 
brethren, are not in darkness, that that 
day should overtake you as a thief.” We 
do not know when the Day of the Lord is 
coming either. As far as expectation is 
concerned, we are in the dark about it. 
We believe Christ could come today and 
the Day of the Lord would follow, but 
we cannot set the day. It is unexpected in 
this sense for us. What does He mean 
then by the statement, “Ye...are not 
in darkness, that that day should over- 
take you as a thief”? 

The fact is that we will not be here. 
When the Day of the Lord comes, we 
are going to be in glory. “Ye, brethren, 
are not in darkness, that that day should 
overtake you as a thief. Ye are all the 
children of light, and the children of 
the day: we are not of the night, nor 
of the darkness.” 

In other words, we belong to a different 
dispensation, to a different day. We 
belong to the day of grace. Why should a 
child of God’s grace—who is saved by 
grace, who is kept by grace, who has all 
the wonderful promises of God—be forced 
to go through a period which according 
to Scripture is expressly designed as a 
time of judgment upon a Christ-rejecting 
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world? We belong to the day; they belong 
to the night. 

The doctrinal section is brought to its 
close in verse 5. It has been revealed that 
the Day of the Lord will come suddenly 
as destruction upon the wicked, but we 
as Christians will have no part in it 
because we do not belong to that period 
of time. Then Paul makes the application. 

All true prophetic teaching has an ap- 
plication. The study of prophecy is not 
just for prophecy’s sake. God has taught 
us concerning future things because He 
wants us to be informed and, being in- 
formed, to be better Christians. One of 
the reasons for presenting the doctrine 
of the imminent return of Christ is that 
it is an impelling motive to be living for 
Him every day. There is no better reason 
for working for Christ, apart from real 
love for Him, than the motive that we 
may see Him today. 

It makes a tremendous difference 
whether Christ is coming now, or whether 
our prospect and only hope of seeing Him 
without dying would be to go through 
the tribulation, that awful time of 
trouble. The imminency of the Lord’s 
return is a precious truth. 

On the basis of this hope, Paul gives 
an exhortation in verses 6-11: “Therefore 
let us not sleep, as do others; but let us 
watch and be sober.” The word “sober” 
in the original means exactly what is 
meant by it in English. It is the word 
for not being intoxicated. We are so prone 
to be intoxicated, not necessarily by liquor 
but by the stimulants of the world—its 
glamour, pleasures, and appearance. 

Paul’s message to these Thessalonian 
Christians tells us also that as Christians 
we should be watching for the coming 
of the Lordy If we realize the solemnity 
of the event for us and for those who will 
be left behind, how earnestly it should 
make us watch and be sober! How we 
should be diligent in our Christian life 
and profession because of the imminent 
coming of Christ! 


+ Pau. goes on to plead his case: “They 
that sleep sleep in the night; and they 
that be drunken are drunken in the 
night.” That is the world’s life. “But let 
us, who are of the day, be sober, putting 
on the breastplate of faith and love; and 
for an helmet, the hope of salvation.” 

These same three things—faith, love, 
and hope—were mentioned in chapter 1. 
Paul reminded the Thessalonians of their 
labor of love, and their work of faith, 
and patience of hope. The same three are 
in I Corinthians 13—faith, hope, and 
love. On the basis of these things, we 
are to go on in the faith for the Lord. 
We are to put on the breastplate of faith 
and love. Is that a good breastplate? Is 
that a good protection? For spiritual 
battles, it is. Paul goes on, “And for an 
helmet, the hope of salvation.” 

“For God hath not appointed us to 
wrath, but to obtain salvation by our 
Lord Jesus Christ’”’ (v. 9). In this passage 
he is expressly saying that our appoint- 
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ment is to be caught up to be with Christ; 
the appointment of the world is for the 
Day of the Lord, the day of wrath. One 
cannot keep both of these appointments. 

Certainly, there will be some after the 
Church is gone who will turn to Christ, 
and in Revelation 7 it is stated that there 
will be an innumerable company of 
martyrs. But those who are saved after 
the Church has gone to heaven are going 
to experience the awfulness of that 
period. As the wrath of God is poured 
upon the earth, it will involve them too. 

When an atom bomb explodes over a 
city in the tribulation, it will kill believers 
as well as those who are not. They will 
participate in the awful trials and 
troubles of that day, and the reason they 
will be subjected to these things is that 
they were not ready for Christ when He 
came for His Church. They had not 
trusted in the Lord Jesus Christ at that 
time. 

But you and I who have trusted Him, 
who have believed in Christ as our per- 
sonal Saviour, are not appointed to that 
day of wrath. We are appointed unto the 
day of grace to meet Christ in the air 
and to be forever with the Lord. This 
passage of Scripture teaches that Christ 
is coming for His Church before the Day 
of the Lord begims, before the day of 
trouble pictured in Revelation and all 
through the Bible overtakes the world. 


+ THE passage explains the basis for this. 
In that day, in connection with our faith 
in Christ, we will have obtained “salva- 
tion by our Lord Jesus Christ, who died 
for us, that, whether we wake or sleep, 
we should live together with him. Where- 
fore, comfort yourselves together, and 
edify one another;"even as also ye do.” 
Whether we are living in the world at the 
time the Lord comes, or whether our 
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bodies have been laid in the grave and 
our spirits have gone to heaven, when 
Christ comes back for His Church there 
will be a wonderful reunion—a resurrec- 
tion from the dead and a translation of 
the living saints. 

It is all based on the hope of the death 
of Christ. Some think that only very 
spiritual Christians are going to be rap- 
tured, including of course those who hold 
this theory. Most of us would like to meet 
some of these specially spiritual folks. 
We may know many very fine Christians, 
but have we ever found one yet who is 
perfect? No, not yet. If our being trans- 
lated depends upon our perfection, all 
of us will be required to go through the 
tribulation. 

On the other hand, if our being rap- 
tured depends on the death and the 
resurrection of Christ, as this picture 
indicates, then every true believer in 
Christ, who has trusted in Him as his 
sacrifice for sin and as his God and his 
Saviour, will be translated when Christ 
comes and will go home to glory with 
the Lord and with the loved ones who 
have gone on before. 

On the basis of this wonderful prospect, 
we should “comfort” one another and 
encourage one another in the faith, “even 
as also ye do.” As we look forward to 
the coming of the Lord, may it not only 
be a part of our theology and of our 
hope, but may it be the mainspring of 
our Christian life and testimony. If today 
is the last day on earth before Christ 
comes, may it be a day that is well spent 
in God’s service for His glory and for 
the testimony of the truth!

IMPLE dignity and beauty combined 
with careful acoustical planning 
make the newly completed Torrey- 
Gray Auditorium an important addi- 
tion to Moody Bible Institute’s facilities. 
From the La Salle Street entrance and 
lobby on the east, the main floor slopes 
gradually toward the platform at the 
west, behind and above which is the choir 
loft. A balcony extending around three 
sides of the auditorium brings the total 
seating capacity to nearly 2,200. 
Among the acoustically planned fea- 
tures are sloping walls and ceiling on 
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ECENTLY a cartoon in a national maga- 
k zine depicted a man showing his 

friend a completely fitted workshop. 
“I’ve wanted one of these all my life,” 
he was saying, “and now I don’t know 
what to do with it.” It was an amusing 
reflection of our human foibles, but it 
contained a serious element. 

It is perfectly natural and proper that 
we display the evidence we have of the 
blessing of God: this is an essential part 
of our Christian witness. But there is 
ever the danger that we shall appear to 
be boasting of our possessions or using 
His mercies to illustrate some imagined superiority of our 
own. May the Lord deliver us from this. 

For an organization this danger is never so real as when 
there are new buildings. They are often so imposing. The 
size, the newness, the modern fittings all seem to speak of 
affluence and well being. But it is not always so, and the situ- 
ation at the Institute these days is an example of what we 
mean. The appearance of the new Torrey-Gray Auditorium 
does not impress one with the years of slowly accumulating 
funds given only for its building. It breaks upon one suddenly 
and seems so grand, but it represents many thousands of 
individual gifts carefully kept apart, in spite of other needs, 
to accomplish the will of the donors. 

The William Howard Doane Memorial music building on the 
other hand was given as a single gift for the purpose of estab- 
lishing at MBI a memorial to the life and service of that 
man of God. 

When you come—as we all hope you will—to the Founder’s 
Week Conference and rejoice with us in the dedication of 
these two splendid gifts, remember, too, that they help fill a 
long-felt need. We know very well what to do with them; 
that the monies given for their erection were never available 
for any other use, and that meanwhile the cost of training 
nearly two thousand students for His service, very much like 
your own expenses, goes on, and up.

either side and above the platform to 
properly reflect the sound to the audi- 
ence; an auditorium ceiling which rises 
in steps toward the rear, and a curved 
balcony front to eliminate “bounce” of 
sound. There are no carpeting or 
draperies to limit projection, but the rear 
wall is soundproofed to prevent distortion 
due to reflection. 

Interior decoration combines brick with 
acoustically plastered walls broken by 
long narrow windows of amber cathedral 
glass in stairstep pattern along the north 
wall. Individual seats are upholstered in 


green mohair with wood pew ends fin- 
ished in light oak. Incandescent lighting 
is provided from recessed fixtures. 

The organ, a special gift to the Insti- 
tute from the Marguerite T. Doane 
Charitabie Foundation, is a Moller four- 
manual instrument with six units (swell, 
great, choir, positiv, solo and pedal). It 
is located behind and above the choir 
loft with the console set in a niche at the 
right of the platform. 

Supplementing the main auditorium 
are cloakrooms and washrooms located 
on a special floor at the rear under the

balcony and a projection room at the 
rear of the balcony. Two classroom-audi- 
toriums, seating 584 and 204 respectively, 
and one smaller classroom plus an addi- 
tion to the Institute’s present dining room 
(to seat 288) are located in the basement. 

The new William Howard Doane Me- 
morial Building adjoining Torrey-Gray 
Audiorium on the west provides efficient 
and attractive quarters for Music Course 
faculty and students. These include 
studio-offices for instructors, practice 
rooms decorated in various pastel shades, 
classrooms and rehearsal rooms for 
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choral and instrumental groups. Rooms 
in this building have been made largely 
sound proof by means of double walls 
(the second wall is suspended by means 
of spring clips), ceilings of acoustical 
material and sound absorbing cork tiles 
on the floors. Doors are equipped with 
automatic seals which drop into place 
as the doors are closed. For the most 
part, the building is windowless. Ventila- 
tion is artificially provided by means of 
acoustically treated ducts. 

The first floor of the new music build- 
ing is given over to the information desk

and lobby, music library, a rehearsal and 
instrument room, a classroom and one 
studio. On the second floor are four 
studios, two classrooms, the office-studios 
of Music Course Director Don Hustad 
and his assistant, the office of the depart- 
ment secretary and two choir rooms. On 
the third floor are twenty-eight practice 
rooms, and on the fourth floor are ten 
practice rooms and eight studios. In addi- 
tion to pianos in practice rooms and 
studios, two pipe organs and two elec- 
tronic organs will be available as part 
of the school’s music facilities. 
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ARRYING metronomes and_ textbooks 

underarm, and watching the movers 

inch the pianos down the fire escape, 

we accomplished the moving opera- 
tion from the old music building to the 
William Howard Doane Memorial. In the 
bustle of it all, we did not forget to be 
thankful to our Lord, who through His 
faithful servant, Mrs. George W. Doane, 
had made it all possible. We remembered 
too, the many faithful teachers—Homer 
Hammontree, T. J. Bittikofer, Alfred 
Holzworth, Frank Earnest and George 
Schuler—who labored so faithfully with 
somewhat less than ideal surroundings, 
and prayed that the new building would 
be supplied. Perhaps all of them, whether 
retired, in some other activity, or looking 
back “from the other side,” are rejoicing 
with us. 

It seems appropriate that we should 
live and work in a building so named. 
Moody Bible Institute was born in what 
was perhaps the brightest day of gospel 
song, when the simple hymns of Fanny 
Crosby and William Howard Doane and 
many others were’so mightily used of 
God in a wave of revival and evangelism 
which spread over our country and Great 
Britain. One of Moody’s avowed objec- 
tives in founding the school was the 
teaching of “gospel music,” and through 
the genius and the faithful labor of D. B. 
Towner, MBI soon became the center of 
this music of the gospel. 

It is our prayer that we too may be 
used to meet the need in our day as 
Moody, Sankey, Doane and Towner were 
used in theirs. The opportunities today 
are multiplied. The ministry of evangel- 
ism is always in need of trained and con- 
secrated musicians. Television has 
brought new contacts with the un- 
churched and needs for training in new 
techniques. Radio broadcasting at home 
and on the mission field has created 
openings for full-time musicians. 

Perhaps the most significant trend is 
the call for young people to serve as 
“ministers of music,” organizing and 
training a full program of music in the 
local church. Someone recently objected 
that such a ministry was not authorized 
in the New Testament (Eph. 4:11-i3). 
But the music minister can be an evan- 
gelist when he uses music that helps to 
win a soul; a pastor when through coun- 
seling he is able to guide the maturing 
Christian experience of his young choir

members; and a teacher when he builds 
faith through doctrinally rich music and 
helps the congregation and the choir to 
sing it “with understanding.” These op- 
portunities and ideals were outlined in 
a call which came to us recently from 
a church in Bermuda. They were looking 
for a young man who had “ability to 
work among our young people . . . a love 
for the best church music of the British 
and American schools . .. and a mis- 
sionary spirit!” 

Music education in America has only 
recently grown up. Training in our col- 
leges and conservatories has reached a 
new high level; at the same time most 
children in our schools are being given 
the opportunity of basic training in this 
God-given art. This brings with it the 
demand for a personnel trained in the

will not only be able to bring out all the 
praise inherent in Doane’s “To God Be 
the Glory,” but who will be able to solve 
the technical problems of presenting 
Handel’s majestic oratorio “The Mes- 
siah.” It means also that young people 
who are called to a music ministry are 
having better preparation before they 
come to our Christian schools, and that 
they are thus able to offer (in a sense) 
five talents to the Lord instead of two! 


The dangers multiply with the oppor- 
tunities. Stronger training and higher 
artistic standards can lead to profession- 
alism in service and formalism in wor- 
ship, unless we daily bring ourselves, our 
talent and our training to the altar of 
consecration. It is significant that every 
God-given revival of faith has had its 
own expression in song, from Luther and 
Zinzendorf to Watts, Wesley, Whitefield, 
Moody and Sankey. Between these 
pericds of mountain-peak blessing, the 
lack of spiritual power in the church 
has often been revealed in an emphasis 
on “special music” rather than congre- 
gational singing, and in a volume of 
original songs which are at best weaker 
imitations of those which were genuinely 
the product of deep spiritual experience. 


In our own day we may be in danger 
of trading our Protestant heritage of 
“singing for ourselves praise to God” for 
a less worthy spectator-experience of 
listening to the choir, or to our favorite 
Christian artist or gospel singer. In some 
instances, it seems that gospel music, 
which was undoubtedly a vehicle of the 
Spirit’s blessing seventy-five years ago, 
has degenerated. It is possible that the 
hymn-sings of ‘gospel jazz’ in the South, 
and the advent of the “gospel ballad” 
and “gospel western” throughout the 
country, are signs that many folk want 
entertainment in Christian song, rather 
than that which will worthily express our 
praise to God, or our experience in 
Christ? 

It is the heartcry of many that we will 
see in our day another outpouring of 
God’s Spirit in revival. Christian 
musicians may help to start revival fires 
by emphasizing the music which was 
born in such time of blessing. It may be 
that Moody-trained musicians will be 
used for God to give to the world the 
next revival song! Certainly, they should 
do no less than give their dedicated best 
to serve the Lord in the opportunities 
that are apparent today, and in it all, 
to present a ministry of music which is 
truly spiritual.

work and private lessons, arrangements 
will be made to visit choir rehearsals, 
broadcasts and services of Chicago area 
churches. Trips to symphony concerts at 
Grant Park and Ravinia are also planned. 

A daily feature of special interest dur- 
ing this first session will be the church 
music seminar under the direction of 
Donald P. Hustad, director of the Sacred 
Music Department, and others. It will 
provide opportunity to discuss many very 
practical aspects of music in the church 
service, including such topics as the 
graded choir system, acoustics in church 
buildings, ethics, relationships between 
pastor, musicians and music committees, 
and criteria for choosing spiritual music 
for a spiritual church. 

For those sufficiently advanced, private 
instruction will be offered in composition 
and arranging and in harmony. Organ, 
piano, and voice master classes are being 
scheduled, as well as special classes in 
service playing for both pianists and or- 


ganists. These will present all styles of 
congregational accompaniment of hymns, 
solo accompaniment and reading from 
open choral score. 

During the second session, July 11-29, 
classes will be offered in elements of mu- 
sic, introduction to music, song leading, 
hymn playing on the piano, hymn playing 
on the organ, choral conducting, compo- 
sition and arranging, harmony, service 
playing, hymnology, oratorio and music 
in the church school. 

A special feature of the second session 
will be the work offered in oratorio for 
vocalists, instrumentalists and directors. 
This will include study from the score, 
from recordings and actual performance 
of the principal oratorios, discussion of 
style, interpretation and traditional per- 
formance.

John Taylor is a senior in Moody 
Bible Institute’s three-year Sacred Music 
Course. A voice major, he comes from 
Winnipeg, Canada, where he had some 
previous musical study and experience. 
In addition to his class and practice re- 
sponsibilities, he directs the choir of a 
Chicago area church. This directorshi 
serves as part-time employment as well 
as an assignment in practical Christian 
work. The notes presented here are high- 
lights of a typically crowded week. 


Monday 


HE beginning of a new week, and what 
a day it has been! The Holy Spirit 
certainly teaches music in the same 
way He teaches the Word! In coun- 
terpoint this morning we learned how 
not to make discord. A note in a compo- 
sition must express what the surrounding 
notes are expressing—just like the Chris- 
tian life. Good discussion: was Beethoven 
inspired or were his masterpieces the re- 
sult of hard work? Howard believes hard 
work, and I’m inclined to agree. 

Bible 301 was good. Book of Acts is 
really taking on deeper meaning. Gave 
my testimony at the Chorale prayer group 
just before lunch: Told how it was 
through music I came to know the Lord. 

Late for my piano lesson after lunch. 
Mrs. Halvorsen was looking for me. Had 
forgotten the song I’m to sing next week 
and had to go back to my room after it. 
Lesson went pretty good, but why am I 
always deficient in some part of it? 
This time, keyboard harmony. 

Good Chorale rehearsal today. Sepa- 
rated into small groups around the room 
to sing an anthem—this to learn inde- 
pendence of parts—learn to bear our own

burdens. Repertoire and ensemble class 
after supper. Really appreciate this class, 
it’s the only time all the students of 
one teacher get together to appraise each 
other’s work. 


Tuesday 

Surprise! Mr. Broman asked me to lead 
the singing in devotions this morning. 
Really love to hear those men sing. 

Something different in Report Hour 
this morning—a seminar on boys’ clubs. 
Greatest problem brought up: discipline. 
Mr. Harrison has a knack for conducting 
these groups. 

In vocal literature class, all three of 
us majors got some new views about our 
songs. (Wondered what we would learn 
in this class when it started, but it has 
helped me to better observe rests and 
pauses, dynamics and phrase lines.) Next 
week begin study of languages—French, 
German, and Italian to help diction and 
projection of tone. 

Just realized how close “The Messiah” 
performance is! Then there’s preparation 
for that exam in January and my senior 
recital. If it weren’t for the Lord’s help, 
I could never make it. 

Voice lesson after lunch. Mr. Halvorsen 
counseled me about what I should do 
after finishing MBI. Would like to go to 
college—but it’s a lot of money. Not sure 
the Lord would have me go. Must pray. 
Bob, Alice—and I heard Verne, too—are 
going to college. Ken is undecided about 
Conservatory—so am I. Alice feels that 
teaching music is a vital field, and I’m 
beginning to investigate the possibilities 
myself. 


Dear Diary... 


In conducting ‘class learned that beat- 
ing time in front of a congregation is 
not the only thing a song leader does. 
Must challenge people to think about 
what they are singing. Bring them to 
place of worship and contemplation, con- 
sideration of the words. 

After supper Chorale gathered with 
orchestra to have picture taken for com- 
ing January tour. One of the orchestra 
fellows didn’t have a dark jacket so he 
borrowed the photographer’s! Could have 
wrapped it around him twice.

One of my busy days, but it’s a full 
day that the Lord will bless.

Muriel 
who sits next to me agrees that theology 
is just as absorbing as music, though 
she is working on a Schumann concerto 
and I doubt if she finds theology as tax- 
ing. Most everyone in our music classes 
are either preparing for recitals or have 
already given one. Takes your time in 
large quantities. 

Good time at my choir rehearsal to- 
night, only we’re not getting time enough 
for our special music. Church had a mis- 
sionary conference and choir practice 
couldn’t start until 9:30. Anyway I kept 
them until 10:30 and they didn’t seem 
to mind. The church is growing, but its 
hard to convince folks that music is as 
much a soul-saving ministry as preaching 
the Word. Will have to challenge them 
to think about it more.

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Thursday 


Afraid I’m catching a little cold—the 
singer’s blight. But maybe a Christian’s 
cold has a purpose. Probably to hold down 
my pride. Just the same, I’m stuffing 
down cold tablets. 

Chorale is going to Toronto. Hope I’ll 
remember my passport this time and not 
leave it at school like the last time Cho- 
rale toured my native land. (I got into the 
country all right, but getting out again 
was different. Chorale had to leave me 
sitting in Buffalo. But the Lord was 
faithful—only had to wait four hours for 
papers to arrive, instead of the days I 
expected.) 

At lunch today a fellow at our table 
dropped a whole trayful of plates. For- 
tunately, they landed on a chair and only 
three broke. Up to WMBI after lunch for 
ensemble rehearsal on “Meet the Stu- 
dents” program. Students so eager to tes- 
tify Mr. Carlson has to cut them off. Work 
like that truly lifts the heart. 

Practiced piano a litile after supper. 
Not too easy. Mr. Wilson of the faculty 
says piano teachers usually kid voice 
teachers and vice versa, but I’d like to 
play the piano at least reasonably well. 


Friday 

Tired when first got up, but the Lord 
gave strength. Good practice—worked on 
exam requirements. My one sacred art 
song is just about memorized, also my 
two modern art songs. Still have to work 
on operatic aria and oratorio aria as well 
as another sacred art song. Hope I’ll get 
them finished soon. Have to be careful 
about theology class — all my cuts are 
taken now. Getting in late Wednesday 
night has caused this—maybe effects of 
the cold. 

Discussed “The significance of the gos- 
pel song in Christian church services” 
in counterpoint. Have my own views, but 
it made me think about why I hold them. 
Mr. Halvorsen helped me with “The Mes- 
siah” recitatives and arias after lunch. 
(What a privilege to be soloist in the 
Institute’s presentation of it this year!) 
Found that the recitative is far more im- 
portant than the aria because it is most- 
ly declamatory and semi-spoken. Worked 
on the tour repertoire in Chorale prac- 
tice. Went with Mr. Hustad on a special 
assignment to sing. He played. It’s a real 
blessing to do this.

and Great Britain through the bonds of Christian praise. Knowing the value 

of gospel music, D. L. Moody had asked Ira D. Sankey to join him in his evan- 

gelistic ministry. As Moody is remembered for his preaching and the Christian 
institutions which he founded, so Sankey is remembered not only for his singing 
but for his compositions and his songbook. 

Moody himself had a deep respect for the place of music in gospel ministry, and 
when he later established the Moody Bible Institute, instruction in music took its 
place along with instruction in the Bible and soul-winning as a major emphasis. 
Today the school which the great evangelist founded continues not only to prepare 
students for ministry through the spoken word, but by means of music. 

Although the school was organized in 1886, it was not until 1917 that separate 
records were kept on those completing music courses. Since then a total of 1,282 
have been graduated. This means that approximately 10 per cent of the Institute’s 
graduates have gone into the field of music. 

It is impossible to present a complete roster, but the following names are repre- 
sentative, and suggest something of the influence that the school has had in carry- 
ing out the desire of D. L. Moody to help God's people praise and worship through 


music.

to combine their talents is a story of inspiration for every Christian 


songs—‘‘Rescue the Perishing,” “Safe 

in the Arms of Jesus,” “I Am Thine, 

O Lord,” “To Goi Be the Glory,” 
“Pass Me Not, O Gentle Saviour,” and 
the host of others written through the 
combined and consecrated efforts of the 
blind poetess, Fanny Crosby, and the 
successful business executive, William H. 
Doane—I marvel at God’s leading. I 
realize with deeper understanding that 
His “appointments” are always on time 
and His leading is often “in mysterious 
ways His wonders to perform.” 

For had not the Lord in special ways 
and through miraculous means caused 
the paths of these two to cross, the sing- 
ing church would have been poorer by 
many of its outstanding spiritual songs. 
Many a Christian worker would have 
gone unchallenged to “Rescue the Perish- 
ing,” and untold numbers of sinners un- 
touched because they did not realize it 
was “Only a Step to Jesus.” 

This story begins at the American 
Institute Fair in New York in the year 
1868. In attendance is William H. Doane, 
a Christian businessman, and Rev. W. C. 
Van Meter, who is superintendent of the 
world-famous Howard Mission. Mr. Van 
Meter approaches Mr. Doane and asks 
if perchance he might have a new song 
which would be suitable for the forth- 
coming anniversary of his mission. 
Hurrying to his room, Mr. Doane looks 
over his new manuscripts and finds only 
one which might serve the purpose. It 
is entitled “Go Preach the Gospel,” but 
on further revaluating this song, he feels 
it will not do.

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What can be done? The anniversary 
is only two days away! Mr. Doane’s gift 
is primarily in writing the music to 
hymns. Where can he find someone with 
the gift of writing the gospel story in 
verse? He makes it a definite matter of 
prayer. 

Before he is finished praying, a mes- 
senger boy is already knocking on his 
door. He hands him a letter addressed to 
Mr. W. H. Doane. He opens it and reads: 
“Mr. Doane—I have never met you, but 
I feel impelled to send you this hymn. 
May God bless it.” It is signed, “Fanny 
Crosby.” 

The hymn poem is “More Like Jesus.” 
Mr. Doane reads the message of the 
words—they are just what is needed and 
they seem to sing themselves! In short 
order he composes a tune, thus giving 
wings to the vibrant words of Fanny 
Crosby. Howard Mission has its special 
anniversary hymn and William H. Doane 
has found the poet he has prayed for. 
The Lord has again proved that “before 
they call, I will answer.” 

Business pressure at this time, plus 
the fact that as yet Alexander Graham 
Bell had not invented the telephone, 
makes it impossible for Mr. Doane to 
contact Miss Crosby. He decides that on 
his next visit to New York he will visit 
her and talk to her in person concerning 
her writing more hymn poems for him. 
However, this wish is not realized until 
several months later when he is again 
in New York. 

He goes to the address he has of Fanny 
Crosby, but finds that she has moved. 
He is directed to another address on the 
opposite side of the city. Again he is met 
with disappointment because she has 
moved from this address also. This is 
repeated again a third time, and Mr. 
Doane has almost decided to “call it a 


day”; but inside a voice seems to say, 
“Try just once more.” 

This time the address given is in “the 
poorer section of the city. It is an old, 
dilapidated tenement house to which he 
is directed. He climbs the rickety stairs 
to the third floor and here in an attic 
room he finds Fanny Crosby—blind (a 
fact which he had not known before), 
and in poverty! When he announces his 
name she replies, “I knew you would 
come, for I have been talking to my 
Lord.” 

The same small voice he had heard 
say “Try just once more” seems to say 
to Mr. Doane just now, “This is the one 
who will give you the song poems that 
will bless many hearts. But before you 
talk of this, you must give her that which 
will help meet a special need she has.” 
He reaches into his pocket and then puts 
a twenty dollar note into her hand. 

“This is too much!” exclaims Fanny 
upon being told what it is. Nevertheless, 
she adds, “The Lord has sent it! My 
room rent is due and this just pays 
for it.” 

This was William H. Doane’s first in- 
troduction to Fanny Crosby. Is it any 
wonder that in the years that follow we 
find flowing from the hearts of these two 
the songs that thrill Christians to a 
deeper end closer walk with their Lord, 
and cause the unsaved to call “Saviour, 
hear my humble cry—while on others 
Thou art calling, do not pass me by.” 

Isn’t this just like our Lord in answer- 
ing prayer? William H. Doane never 
dreamed that in the answer to his peti- 
tion the Lord would also answer the 
prayer and need of a poor, blind—but 
talented—saint, for it was the moneys 
realized from the use of these song poems 
that was the means the Lord used to 
supply Fanny Crosby’s “every need.” 
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He Wrote “It Took a Miracle”

of WMBI, “Your song, ‘It Took a Miracle,’ has been a great blessing to me. 
You must have written it in the country near the wooded hills and open sky.” 
“No,” the young musician answered her, “the very opposite is true. It was 
composed in the dark, windowless basement of Torrey-Gray Auditorium.” Then 
he told this story of how the song began. 

“While a student at the Institute,” he related, “during a Missions class, the 
speaker turned my thoughts to-consider the grace of God. As he was speaking I 
began thinking about the wonder of the fact that God could be concerned with a 
universe such as ours—stars, planets, and so on, and yet be concerned about 
creatures such as we are. I was carried away with the thought, and the words of 
the chorus were in my heart and mind even as we were in class. Right after class 
I slipped over to the music building and jotted down the song.” 

But we must go back to the beginning. It was as a boy soprano in the Salina 
(Kan.) junior high school that John Peterson won a two-year voice scholarship 
and a radio contract on KFBI in Salina. He eventually married a young woman 
who had become attracted to the singing farm boy as she listened to this program. 
They now live on Chicago’s North Side with their three lovely daughters, Sandra 
Lynn, nine; Candace Kay, seven, and Pamela Lee, four. 

In 1934 Evangelist Frank Mangs, often called the “Moody of Sweden,” came to 
Kansas to hold evangelistic meetings in the Covenant churches. One night while 
speaking through an interpreter, the preacher gave a message which reached into 
the heart of the young musician, and he gave his life to the Lord. Some time later, 
Mr. Peterson says, “the Lord used three books to really bring me to a point of 
complete consecration to Him. One was The Story of D. L. Moody; another, The 
Story of Charles Finney, and the third, The Story of John and Betty Stam. When 
I read the last book it made me realize that there was only one worth-while thing 
to do with my life—give it over to God.” 

Then came the war. As a first lieutenant in the Air Force, the six-foot two-inch 
Swede would set the controls of the automatic pilot and meditate on new songs 
while flying the “Hump” far above the Himalaya Mountains. Though often in 
distress, the Lord saw him through those three and one-half long years. 

After discharge he enrolled as a student in Moody Bible Institute. He selected 
this school to acquire a knowledge of the Word of God and to be near such well- 
known song writers as George Schuler, Harry Dixon Loes and Wendell P. Loveless. 

In 1947 Al Smith, on hearing “He Owns the Cattle on a Thousand Hills,” picked 
it up, and soon it was heard all over the country. Percy Crawford bought “It Took 
a Miracle.” George Beverly Shea, on a recent coast-to-coast “Hour of Decision” 
broadcast, sang one of Mr. Peterson’s new songs, “No One Understands Like Jesus.” 
Publishers that once rejected his songs now welcome them, and this thirty-three- 
year-old Chicago musician has more than 300 songs in print. 

His daily duties on Moody Bible Institute’s radio station WMBI include such 
programs as “Cheer-Up,” “The Shut-in Program,” “Hymn Sing” and “Familiar 
Hymns.” On week ends Mr. Peterson is choir director of the Madison Street Bible 
Church in Oak Park. 

When questioned about the future of gospel music he said, “Yes, there are trends. 
It is difficult, however, to accurately appraise them, because we seem to be in a 
period of experimentation. Radio and television have certainly had an effect on 
our gospel music, and the church has widened its musical expression to include 
most of the forms in the secular field. Some do vigorously decry this, and would 
re-emphasize the use of only the old established hymns. It would indeed be foolish 
to impoverish ourselves by neglect of our rich hymn heritage, but it would be just 
as foolish, I believe, to ignore completely the other types of songs that are being 
written today—songs that God is most certainly using.”

WONDER how many readers of these columns will recognize 

this word. Frankly, a few months ago I would have had to 
say that I had never seen it before. The word is in the Bible, 
and is a man’s name. 

Recently in my course in English Bible, it was necessary 
for me to discuss the Books of Chronicles, which open, as all 
know, with the most extensive genealogical chapters to be 
found anywhere in the Scriptures. These genealogies are 
normally quite dull reading, and, moreover, it would be rather 
difficult for most of us to find any great spiritual teachings 
in these chapters to communicate to students. The day before 
going into class with this lesson, I turned to my files to see if 
there was anything of interest listed there on any of the verses 
from these opening chapters. One card, simply headed “Elio- 
enai,” listed a sermon on this character in a volume published 
in 1901 by Hugh Macmillan, the outstanding interpreter of 
the spiritual teachings of nature, from the Bible, of modern 
times. The book is entitled The Corn of Heaven, and the 
sermon, a brief one, is found on pages 122-131. Without further 
comment, I would like to quote here some of the rich things 
that Macmillan brings out of this text: 

You ask me why are there these long chapters of difficult 
names for little feet to trip over in the Bible? The Bible is 
such a small and condensed book, and there are so many 
important things to be said in it, that you would imagine 
that it could not afford space for these useless names, which

is that the Jews were a covenant people. The Bible was 
their family book of entries, just as your parents now employ 
the blank leaves between the Old and New Testaments in 
the family Bible as a register of the household births, mar- 
riages, and deaths. There is nothing like it in the history 
of any other people on earth. 

Have you ever thought that there are many more proper 
names in the Bible than in all the books of antiquity put 
together? And what a strong proof do they furnish that 
the things connected with these names in the Bible were 
true; for that vast number of names could not have been 
invented, but must have been borne by real persons. Then, 
too, what profound religious meanings these names had! 
They are nearly all connected with God. Bad men may 
occasionally have godly names; bad parents may sometimes 
give their children godly names: but the abundance and 
constancy of such godly names among the Israelites surely 
prove that they must have been a covenant people, related 
to God in a way not known among any other people on earth. 
Why do so many of these names end or begin with el or jah 
—Elohim and Jehovah, the two great names of God—but 
just to show us that God chose the people who bore them 
for His own, and gave them in their names the seal of His 
national covenant? 

Among the number of David’s sons and descendants given 
in the sacred pedigree, a great many of which you notice 
begin with el and end with jah, the holy syllables, I wish 
to select one proper name on which to preach a little sermon 
—Elioenai. It is a musical, sweet-sounding name. You love 
to pronounce it; it lingers on your tongue; and you ask 
what it means. It means “turning to the Mighty One.” 
Elioenai’s father, Neariah, gave that name to his eldest 
son as soon as he was born, in connection with some religious 
vow or association. 

We know nothing about Elioenai. His name is mentioned 
only once in the Bible, and it is history and epitaph all in 
one. There is nothing said about him, what kind of man 
he was, and what he said, and how he lived. Only his own 
name, and that of his father, and the names of his brothers, 
and the names of his seven sons are recorded. There is some- 
thing very mournful in the fact that everything about this 
man has disappeared into oblivion except his name. And 
his name has been preserved just because it was the most 
important thing about him, “turning to the Mighty One.” 
We ask in vain, Why did this man bear such a hallowed 
name? Was it an expression of his parents’ faith? Did he 
himself carry out in his life the meaning of his name? Did 
his father and. mother in a time of trouble and perplexity 
turn to the Lord for help and consolation; and did they give 
their first-born son his name in gratitude because God 
had heard their prayer and given them deliverance? If so, 
what a monument of pious devotion would a child bearing 
such a name be in the household! His parents could never 
see him without remembering their vow and the precious 
memories connected with it... 

From the place of his name far down in the genealogy of 
the house of David, Elioenai must have lived after the Jews 
were carried away captive to Babylon. Perhaps his parents 
were among the captives; and it may be that it was when 
they were exiles in the far foreign land, alone among the 
heathen, that they gave him his name when he was born, 
because it meant that in these trying circumstances they 
turned to the Lord God of their fathers for consolation ... 

To be a prince of the royal line of David, and one of the 
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world’s grey fathers, of whom as concerning the flesh Christ 
came, was surely distinction enough, although all else con- 
cerning him has perished. The first part of his name, Eli, 
is part of that awful phrase which formed our Saviour’s 
last words on the cross, “Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani?”— 
“My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” and re- 
minds us everlastingly that Jesus turned to the Father in 
the last awful darkness, and went through this uttermost 
despair, in order that no human being might evermore have 
cause to say or feel that he was forsaken of God. 

Now, my dear young friends, I want each of you to have 
for your spiritual birth-name, Elioenai, “turning to the 
Mighty One”; and I want you always to act in character, 
to fulfill throughout your life the beautiful meaning and 
promise of your name. Elioenai is just the same word in 





Hebrew which we so familiarly use by the Latin name of 
conversion. Conversion is just a turning to the Lord. It is 
simply a turning around ... . 

And so your trouble will reveal to you the presence of 
the Mighty One, whose shadow it is, and you can lean all 
your weakness on His almighty strength. Let your whole life 
be a turning to God, who is all your salvation, and should 
be all your desire. You will in that case be worthy to bear 
the honored name of Elioenai—turning to the Lord. You 
will have a grander genealogy than he had in the royal line 
of David. Your names will be written in the Lamb’s book 
of life. You will be heirs of God and joint-heirs with Christ 
Jesus—children of the light, like the flowers that always 
turn to the sun, because He is the source of all their life and 
beauty and joy. 


Letter to an Adult Beginning Serious Bible Study 


ECENTLY I received a letter from one who has been very 
clése to me through the years, a devout churchman now 
in his mid-fifties, who wrote to say that his daughter, a fresh- 
man at a well-known university in the Midwest—a young lady 
of great charm, with a high IQ, and athletic ability as well— 
had been quite deeply moved by an address given by a visiting 
clergyman at the school, and wanted to begin the serious study 
of the Bible. 

The father said that he might like to begin such a study 
himself, and perhaps both of them could carry on a systematic 
search of the Scriptures. He asked what I would suggest for 
foundational reading, and just how they might begin such a 
program. While I have answered hundreds of letters through 
the years about different aspects of Bible study, and have 
published various bibliographies, to the answer of no other 
similar communication have I given quite so much care. 

Perhaps there are others who would like to undertake a 
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Dear Friend: 

You have certainly handed me a very important but at the 
same time a very difficult problem, as to what one should read 
as he begins a serious study of the Holy Scriptures, especially 
when this study is to be carried on by father and daughter, 
separated by thirty years in age, one attending college about 
the time of the first World War, and the other now, in the 
midst of this strange twentieth century. I am not going to 
consider for one moment anything superficial or trivial, for 
I think you and I both agree that people do have leisure 
today and can, if they wish, give some six to ten good hours a 
week to the serious study of the Word of God. Though I have 
been recommending books and constructing bibliographies in 
various fields of Biblical investigation for over a quarter- 
century, this is the first time I have ever drawn up this 
particular type of program for Bible study. 

It seems to me that first of all one ought to have in his 
hands a sort of introduction to the Bible, which will give him 
a background of its growth, its history, and the primary 
contents of its greatly varying books. I need not tell you that 
your own denomination has issued such a volume, The Holy 
Scriptures, by Dr. Robert C. Dentan (The National Council 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 1951; pp. 221), though in 
parts the work seems to me unsatisfactory. While it is true 
to the person of our Lord, as one would expect in a creedal 
church, there are things here regarding the Scriptures which 
seem to arise from an imperfect conception of the inspiration 
of the Bible, and which would weaken the faith of some in 
the authority of the Book. 

For example, the author says that Daniel is not a book of 
prophecy, and was written in the second century B.C., rather 
than in the sixth century B.C.; that the latter part of Isaiah 
was not written by Isaiah; that the great fish in the Book of 
Jonah “is merely a bit of picturesque detail” which the author 
introduces in order to make his story more colorful and in- 
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similar project, or who have been approached by someone 
who had such an idea in mind, and would appreciate some help 
in the line of basic reading. My reply to this man’s inquiry, 
with the omission of all personal references, is quoted in the 
following paragraphs. 

To my great joy, his prompt acknowledgment of the com- 
munication told of his keen interest and delight in the possi- 
bilities now unfolding before him. He went on to say that an 
older son had just been visiting from another state, the father 
of three children himself, and had remarked spontaneously, 
without having any knowledge of what the father was plan- 
ning, that he had a longing to begin a study of the Scriptures. 
No one can estimate the results which may accrue from such 
a program undertaken in one family. Similar activity in ten 
thousand families across our land could revitalize many areas 
of the Christian Church. 

A portion of the letter mentioned above follows: 


teresting—in other words, the book is a piece of fiction. The 
volume is especially weak in its interpretationn of Biblical 
prophecy, and its extensive bibliography carefully avoids the 
more conservative literature. I think, then, that the best 
introductory volume is still the one published in 1947 by the 
Inter-Varsity Fellowship entitled The New Bible Handbook, 
by G. T. Manley. You will find this an exceedingly helpful 
work. 

A good Bible dictionary is almost indispensable. The stand- 
ard one-volume conservative Bible dictionary is the one edited 
by the late Dr. John D. Davis, the fourth edition of which 
appeared in 1924. The book was given a thorough revision by 
Dr. Henry S. Gehman of Princeton and reissued in 1944. Since 
this veered to the left in some of its articles, the original 1924 
edition has been reprinted by another publishing house. 

The finest Bible dictionary for archaeology, geography, and 
history, beautifully illustrated, is Harper’s Bible Dictionary 
(1952). If you wholly ignore its theology—and we ought not 
to take our theology from a Bible dictionary—this is the book. 

Along with these, one should have the indispensable West- 
minster Historical Atlas to the Bible, edited by Dr. Wright and 
Dr. Filson (Westminster Press, 1945). The maps here are 
simply superb. ; 

While you need not read the book at once, before getting 
into a study of the Scriptures proper, it is very important to 
have some idea of how the Bible grew, some information 
regarding its languages, how the canon was formed, and the 
various versions which have been used around the world 
through these centuries. The finest book for this type of study 
appeared in 1950—The Books and the Parchments, by F. F. 
Bruce. The appendix corrtains an excellent list of material for 
further study along this line. 

Nothing, however, can substitute for the actual study of 
the- text, and for this one will want the very best helps. The 
most dependable, scholarly, stimulating and comprehensive 
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one-volume commentary on the Bible in our language ap- 
peared less than a year ago; The New Bible Commentary, 
edited by Professor F. Davidson, and published by the Inter- 
Varsity Fellowship simultaneously in London and in this 
country. It is a beautifully printed work of 1,200 double- 
column pages, with excellent introductory articles on the 
authority of Scripture, the poetry of the Old Testament, the 
four-fold Gospel, etc., with good maps and chronological tables. 
This is a must for every Bible student today. 

Anyone beginning such a study as this will be asking him- 
self the question, Where shall I begin to read and study in 
this vast literature called the Bible? Well, I think there is 
only one answer to this—begin with the Book of Genesis. By 
this I do not mean that Exodus should follow automatically, 
and then the other books of the Old Testament in their 
canonical order; rather, take first the Book of Genesis, then 
the Gospels, then the remaining books of the Pentateuch, then 
Acts, the Pauline epistles, etc. Of course it would be impossible, 
and unnecessary, in a letter like this, to give a list of com- 
mentaries on each of the books of the Bible, but let me 
attempt it for what we might call the fundamental portions. 

For Genesis, one of the most interesting, spiritually helpful 
works in our language is the three-volume commentary by 
Dr. W. H. Griffith Thomas, appearing in the Devotional Com- 
mentary series (London, 1909), which has brought great 
blessing throughout the Western world. 

Should you become interested in an advanced study of the 
book, let me recommend a volume too-little known today, 
Exposition of Genesis, by Professor H. C. Leupold (Wartburg 
Press, Columbus, Ohio, 1942), a work of something over 1,200 
pages that never disappoints. 

There has just come from the press a volume that both you 
and your daughter must read, something that is already taking 
its place as one of the outstanding publications of our gen- 
eration and, on the subjects dealt with, by far the best. It is 
The Christian View of Science and Scripture, by Dr. Bernard 
Ramm (Eerdmans Publishing Co., 1954). How the author 
covered all this literature and thought through all these prob- 
lems is somewhat of a mystery to me. In our own seminary 
here, I have not heard any book so highly and unanimously 
praised as this volume, at least not for many years. 

Then, because so many of its chapters deal with matters 
discussed in Genesis, you will want to secure another recently 
issued work which will at once take its place as pre-eminent 
in this field, Archaeology of the Old Testament, by Dr. Merrill 
F. Unger (Zondervan Publishing House). Here you will find 
chapters on the Biblical and Babylonian accounts of creation, 
the flood in Sumerian and Babylonian tradition, the Bible and 
the flood, the table of nations, Abraham and his age, etc. 

Inasmuch as I will not be giving titles for the other books 
of the Pentateuch, let me suggest an invaluable work for the 
study of Exodus and Leviticus, long out of print and difficult 
to secure—but keep searching for it—Studies in the Mosaic 
Institutions, by William G. Moorehead. This will give you a 
clear conception of the sacrifices of the Old Testament, the 
meaning of the tabernacle, the priesthood, and other related 
subjects. 

Of course, the greatest theme of the Word of God, and of 
all ages, is the person and work of Jesus Christ. The Gospels 
are the most beautiful, and the most important documents in 
all the history of literature. First of all, one should have a 
good harmony of the Gospels, and I believe that the one pub- 
lished by Dr. Albert C. Wieand (first ed., 1947; third ed., 1953) 
is the best. This is now issued by Eerdmans of Grand Rapids, 
Mich. The marginal notes, the outlines and charts make it the 
most satisfactory work of its kind in our language. The finest 
small one-volume life of Christ is that classic work published 
some years ago, The Life of Christ, by James Stalker. For 
something more detailed, Edersheim’s famous, widely used 
work, The Life and Times of Jesus the Messiah, is still the 
best. 

One might continue his study of the life of our Lord with 
two works by Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, The Crises of the 
Christ (1903) and The Teachings of Christ (1913), the former 
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being probably the greatest single volume Morgan ever did. 
For an examination of any one Gospel, Morgan on Matthew 
and on Luke will be found most revealing. 

Then, of course, one should become thoroughly familiar with 
all the events that center in the death of Christ. For this, a 
good introduction is James Stalker’s The Trial and Death of 
Jesus Christ; then Krummacher’s epochal volume, The Suf- 
fering Saviour, which I had the privilege of editing as the first 
volume in the now well-known Wycliffe Series of Christian 
Classics, published by. Moody Press. 

Turning back to the Old Testament, the best one-volume 
introduction, from a conservative viewpoint, to the prophetic 
writings is the recently published work by H. L. Ellison, Men 
Spake From God; Studies in the Hebrew Prophets (Paternoster 
Press, London, 1952). We still await a volume that compre- 
hensively and adequately covers all the great prophecies of 
the Word of God. 

To one undertaking a study of the Book of Acts, I would 
highly commend two books: Stifler’s Introduction to the Book 
of Acts, and The Acts of the Apostles by G. Campbell Morgan. 
It is not necessary to list here commentaries on any of the 
other books of the Bible, but may I refer to the new edition 
of my own Profitable Bible Study, the last half of which is 
devoted exclusively to an annotated, classified list of nearly 
two hundred books for Bible students, where you will find 
additional titles. 

In addition to these study books, covering certain portions 
of the text itself, you will want to read from time to time 
books that discuss the influence, the beauty, the unity, the 
power and structure of the Word of God. Some years ago, 
Adolph Saphir did two classic works which every Christian 
should read and ponder—Christ and the Scriptures and The 
Divine Unity of Scripture. Saphir had a beautiful style, saw 
deeply into the Word of God, and his writings will confirm 
the faith of any who read them. 

My friend Dr. Frank Gaebelein has a very fine small book 
entitled Exploring the Bible: A Study of Background and 
Principles, which ought to be read early in one’s pursuit of 
this study. Some years ago Dr. Arthur T. Pierson wrote two 
volumes which have had wide influence and which are still 
worthy of careful consideration—Many Infallible Proofs: The 
Written and Living Word of God and God’s Living Oracles. 
These works by Saphir and Pierson may be out of print, but 
you should try to secure them. 

The one-time president of McCormick Theological Seminary, 
Dr. James G. K. McClure, was the author of a classic work, 
The Supreme Book of Mankind, which Scribners published in 
1930. The most interesting volume, full of unique information, 
is Our Roving Bible: Tracking Its Influence Through English 
and American Life, by Lawrence E. Nelson (Abingdon-Cokes- 
bury Press, 1945). 

Perchance you might be interested, either now or later, in 
the influence of the Bible on English literature and the fine 
arts. I am sending you with this letter my own bibliography 
of this subject which appeared some time ago in the bulletin 
of the Fuller Seminary Library, together with four remark- 
able booklets published by the American Bible Society, in- 
cluding one on the English Bible in British and American life. 

For the study of Bible biographies, you should secure— 
volume by volume if you do not wish to get the entire set at 
once—a marvelous series by Alexander Whyte, one of the 
greatest preachers in the world of a generation ago, simply 
called Bible Characters. No one has analyzed these characters 
so vividly and penetratingly as Whyte. Every page is edifying 
and suggestive. 

The William Wise Company of New York two years ago put 
out a magnificent work in four volumes called The Story of 
the Bible. The text in some places is liberally slanted, but I 
recommend it for the illustrations, of which there are twelve 
hundred, in color and monotone, the most elaborate collection 
of pictures and photographs relating to the Scriptures that 
we now have in the English language. Try to pick up a second- 
hand copy. It is beautifully bound, and will provide delightful 
reading and study for many days in any family. 
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Well, you are about to enter upon a 
thrilling experience. You will find the 
study of the Scriptures the most exhil- 
arating, fascinating and satisfying work 
you have ever undertaken. The Bible is 
inexhaustible, and has had more written 
about it, of course, than has been written 
about the twenty greatest classics of 
world literature combined—and we have 
still not exhausted its wealth. Its truths 
are forever settled in heaven; its proph- 
ecies mold the destinies of nations; as 
the water of life, it cleanses our souls; 
as a seed, it imparts life; as bread, it 
nourishes us; and the entrance of the 
Word into our hearts deliver us from 
darkness and fear. May the Spirit of God 
Himself take the things of Christ and 
reveal them unto you both day by day, 
and page by page. 

There is one more thing that I ought 
to speak of, though you may not wish to 
act upon it at once. It is something that 
deserves thought, however. I have always 
found for myself that one of the greatest 
incentives to thorough study is an oppor- 
tunity for passing on what I have learned 
to others. Many years ago in Baltimore 
I initiated a Saturday night Bible class 
in my own home for some young people 
in the church, meeting for just one hour, 
from seven to eight o’clock. We met for 
a study of the Book of Genesis. The notes 
I made for those two years of study 
are more valuable than any other notes 
now in my possession. There were only 
about ten of us, but these young people 
never missed an evening. Though they 
sometimes came in full dress for some 
evening occasion, they still came to class. 
There was no pressure, no organization, 
no dues, no attendance record. 

I do not know what you might ulti- 
mately want to do along this line, wheth- 
er it would be to take a class in your 
own church, or have a group in your 
home; but after you have felt your way 
through some of this material, and it 
begins to organize itself in your mind, 
and you have some good notes, it would 
be a double joy to pass it on to others. 
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Present-Day Activity 
in the Land Where

HE Hon. Abba Eban, ambassador of 
T Israel to the United States, in a state- 
ment made before the First Committee 
of the United Nations General Assembly 
on November 15, 1954, divulged the in- 
formation that the Department of Isotope 
Research in the Weizmann Institute of 
Science at Rehovoth in the coastal plain 
has been working successfully for the last 
five years in the following fields: 

(1) Radioactive isotopes of low activity. 


(2) The enrichment of heavy water by 


fracticial distillation, and other related 
projects. 


(3 Cosmic rays. 

(4) The exploitation of low-grade 
uranium ores such as phosphates. 

(5) The study of the mechanism of 
chemical reactions by means of isotopic 
tracing. 

(6) Natural radioactivity. The determi- 
nation of the sources and average age 
of underground water by measuring the 
tritium concentration. 

(7) The prospecting of possible under- 
ground deposits of radioactive solid ma- 
terials. This work is conducted mainly 
in the Institute of Technology in Haifa. 

Scarcely anything could so reveal the 
swift and profound modernization of that 
ancient Jand as this single statement.

HE Department of Stewardship and 
Waveseeaness of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the United 
States has just reported that the total 
amount of money given by the 33,000,000 
Protestants of that group to their re- 
spective churches in 1953 was $1,537,000,- 
000. The average individual donation was 
$45.36, with the Seventh-Day Adventists 
leading in the highest individual average 
of $173.35. The largest total of donations 
is ascribed to the Methodist Church, with 
$314,000,000, though its average was only 
$34.37. 


The total cost of wars to the United 
States government since 1917 is $677,- 
000,000,000, of which amount only $6,- 
000,000,000 is to be assigned to the first 
World War. Our national debt in 1917 
was $1,282,144,346, but on March 31 of 
1954, thirty-seven years later, it was 
$267,899,000,000. 


At the tenth annual conference of the 
Israel Exploration Society, held at Ash- 
kelon, ancient Philistine city, one thou- 
sand interested persons gathered together 
for the hearing of archaeological and 
historical papers .. .

s there a way of providing gifts for 

those who are sick without taking 
money from our overtaxed treasury? This 
was the question confronting our mis- 
sionary society. We found the “Sunshine 
Box” to be an inexpensive but interesting 
answer to our problem. 

The Sunshine Box holds a collection of 
small gift-wrapped articles, such as 
hankies, stationery, combs, lotions, hair- 
pins, scented soap, devotional booklets, 
handmade gifts and other items so much 
appreciated by those who are ill in bed. 
The gifts are put into sets of seven, one 
to be opened each day of the week. 

A committee is chosen each year to 
take over the responsibility of collecting 
the articles, wrapping the packages and, 
if possible, writing a brief verse to go 
with each, telling the recipient on which 
day each is to be opened. Articles are 
contributed for the Sunshine Box at each 
missionary meeting so that it is kept 
constantly supplied.

Such contacts do much good in remind- 
ing some of their need of the church and 
may in this simple way open up a new 
life to them. 

This is a very small thing but never- 
theless another way in which we in our 
local churches can serve our Lord. “I 
assure you, so far as you did it to one of 
the least of these brothers of Mine, you 
did it to me” (Matt. 25:40, Berkeley 
Version). END 
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HE First Presbyterian Church of Berke- 
ley, Calif., held its annual family 

conference last spring and tried some- 
thing new. This was a Bible study plan 
that proved of such value that others 
may want to use it also. 

Realizing that it is the one who pre- 
pares a lesson to teach who receives the 
greatest blessing from it because of the 
time and study that is spent in prepara- 
tion, this church attempted to make the 
Bible study during the conference “per- 
sonalized.” Instead of heing told about a 
passage of Scripture, each one would 
spend time in directed study and so re- 
ceive a lasting challenge and blessing. 

The purpose of this Bible study plan is, 
first, to present the claims of Christ to 
those who do not know him as Saviour. 
Second, to help establish the family altar 
in the home. Third, to convince the 
average, untrained Christian that he, 
too, can study God’s Word for himself. 
Fourth, to encourage specific methods of 
regular Bible study. 

The plan is for personal Bible investi- 
gation. What does the Bible say to me? 

First, under the leadership of an effec- 
tive Bible teacher as director, some thirty 
leaders were chosen about three weeks 
prior to the conference. After these men 
consented to lead, a meeting was called 
and the plan outlined to them. The pur- 
pose was clearly set forth and a confer- 
ence time schedule presented. 

Following breakfast on the first morn- 
ing of the conference, the director ex- 
plained the plan to the three hundred 
people in attendance. Being a family con- 
ference, all ages were present. For the 
following thirty minutes, the group broke 
up into smaller groups under the leaders. 
This was expedited by a large chart with

the group numbers and the location of 
their meeting places posted on the wall 
for all to see. Each person had been 
handed a group number as he entered 
the dining room, and the leaders had 
already been told their numbers and 
locations. 

Since this was a three-day conference, 
three Bible passages were selected for 
study. John 5 was considered on the first 
day. A mimeographed paper with the 
Bible passage and questions concerning 
it were distributed. In the case of John 
5 the questions were, “What are Christ’s 
claims?” and “What supported His claim 
that He was the Son of God?” 

The following day the groups studied 
Ephesians 5:20-6:18. They were asked to 
consider some things that could be done 
to make the home Christ-centered. This 
was planned to help establish family 
devotions. 

For the closing day of the conference, 
Proverbs 29 was studied and the question 
was, “What is taught concerning Chris- 
tian personality?” These passages were 
in line with the theme of the main ad- 
dresses given during the conference. 

At the conclusion of the group study— 
which might be prolonged to an hour 
if necessary—all reassembled in the main 
building. The director then spoke on the 
passage which had just. been studied. 
This was done each day and was most 
effective in bringing out additional truth, 
clarifying that which had been discussed, 
and impressing the Scripture on the 
mind of each one. 

To efficiently carry out the program it 
is important that the director have capa- 
ble assistants to expedite the timing and 
other details. The leaders chosen for the 
groups should have the ability to promote

HOULD I study philosophy before I go 

to Europe as a missionary?” asked a

As this American minister was describ- 
ing to us his discouragement and sense of 
frustration in dealing with his classes, we 
asked what place he gave to the Scrip- 
tures. 

“Of course I refer to the Bible a great 
deal, and we have it on sale,” he said. 
“But I can’t approach intellectuals with 
the methods of the Belgian Gospel Mis- 
sion. Why, all your workers have to do 
is just to give them the Bible straight!” 

When next we heard of this man, who 
seemed to have many qualifications, he 
had resigned his post to take a secular 
job. 


+ Younc missionaries who have gone to 
Europe recently have been forced to rely 
more and more on the Sword of the 
Spirit, because of the very coolness of 
their reception. Reformers from the New 
World are not popular in Europe. They 
have to prove their worth. 

“Europe has no respect for youth,” 
comments a denominational leader on 
his return to America. “[Many] think 
of young people as incapable of reasoning 
or good judgment. They are inclined to 
consider our missionaries as intruding 
infants from an infant nation—until 
they know them.” 

“Until they know them.” There it is in 
a nutshell. It is the life of the witness 
that counts in lands where doctrinal 
arguments are an old story. When the 
true spirit of Christ is seen in family 
life as well as in public preaching, that 
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Harold R. Cook, Editor 











is a novelty that is sure to attract at- 
tention. Multitudes on the Continent 
would agree with the London newspaper 
reporter who was at first so hostile to 
Billy Graham. At the close of the crusade 
this man wrote with amazement about 
“the cutting power of simple goodness.” 
That is what Europe needs today. 

In Belgium we have often noticed that 
the man who knows God’s Word, and 
lives it out, finds himself endowed with 
a spiritual authority that has nothing to 
do with age or rank. When Ralph Norton 
sent his helpers into the market places 
of the land, students and priests would 
come up to heckle and challenge them. 
A large crowd would gather in a twinkling 
to hear what the Protestant would an- 
swer. 

Rejoicing to have such an audience, 
the worker then opened his Bible saying, 
“Listen to what God’s Word has to say 
on the subject. I am reading, not from 
the Latin but from a copy of the Bible 
in your own language, which you can 
buy from us and check for yourselves.” 
As he would read some life-giving pas- 
sage, a hush of respect would come over 
men who had been deprived of the open 
Bible for generations. The words were 
new to them, and yet they felt in their 
hearts that God had spoken. 

Today there is very little heckling in 
open-air meetings. We have been told 
that this is due to the feeling that it is 
dangerous to challenge men who are 
careful to keep on scriptural grounds. As 
long as an evangelist stays within these 
limits, he cannot be put to confusion in 
public. 

Lest anyone should be surprised that

deprived cf the open Bible, let him con- 
sider what poor success the “Voice of 
America” has had in central Europe. 
From that broadcast has been excluded 
not only the Bible, but anything that 
would seem to promote the Christian 
faith. Such formidable barriers have been 
erected against what Americans call 
“inaccessible truth” that a U.S..news- 
paper has complained, “What effect, if 
any, is our propaganda having? .. . If 
we dare not speak of God ... as the 
foundation of our institutions, we actually 
have nothing to say which is important.” 


+ Peruaps it is not wise to mix politics 
and religion. But vital Christianity is 
just as lacking from other broadcasts. 
There are very few evangelical voices 
speaking over the air in western Europe 
that, to our certain knowledge, are win- 
ning souls for Christ. Dr. Miner B. 
Stearns’ weekly message is an exception. 
It is carried by the powerful Radio 
Luxemburg over a wide area and puts 
him in constant correspondence with a 
large audience. 

Mr. F—, a Belgian, wrote in for the 
New Testament offered during one of the 
broadcasts.. “Please send me the Word 
of God. I am sixty years of age and have 
just had the joy of reading a Bible loaned 
me by a neighbor. Unfortunately I had 
to return it, and the best thing in my 
house is now missing. I listen to your 
broadcasts, but the comforting time is 
too short.” 

Another type of radio listener is the 
businessman who tells you that he lost 
interest in religion after he had taken 
his first communion. This was the case 
of Mr. Robert, who said he never went 
to church and tried to satisfy his mind 
with the study of philosophy. 

“After some time,” he testified, “I began 
to have the conviction that there must 
be a God. When I listened to Dr. Stearns’ 
broadcast, ‘La Bonne Nouvelle par les 
Ondes,’ I was struck with all the refer- 
ences to the life of Christ. My previous 
religious instruction had not included 
these facts, which I now could see were 
historical and important. Perhaps I had 
been too hasty in giving up Christianity. 
I bought a Bible, and as I read, the 
meaning of the cross was revealed to me, 
and I believed that Jesus Christ was the 
Son of God.” 

In his place of business Mr. Robert 
has met sharp ridicule and opposition, 
which drives him to intensive Bible study. 
Having wandered in doubt himself, he 
realizes that his replies must not be 
“with wisdom of words, lest the cross 
of Christ should be made of none effect.” 


+ WHETHER the gospel goes out over the 
radio or is proclaimed in the open air, 
it finds lodgment today in many hearts. 
We have just heard of a Belgian Com- 
munist who received a Gospel of John 
in Brussels. When he boarded the train 
back to the provinces, he was carrying 
what proved to be dynamite. The Bible 
became the passion of his life, and he 
tried to get his friends to read it every 
day. 

As this man searched for someone to 
share his enthusiasm, he came across 
some Christians of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission in a nearby town. “They have

something that I lack,” he said, and 
soon he was spending hours with their 
pastor over the Word. This is how an- 
other “intellectual” has become a 
humble follower of Jesus Christ. 

The Christian church first took root 
in the old pagan Europe which Paul 
knew so well. For several hundred years 
the gospel “flew like hallowed fire from 
heart to heart,” while Satan counter- 
attacked with violence and then with 
flattery. When the Scriptures were hidden 
away from the believers, the fires of 
true faith died down to smoldering 
embers, until the Holy Spirit raised up 
a Huss and a Luther to bring revival. 

We who recognize our spiritual debt 
to the great reformers and to the men 
who launched the modern missionary 
movement are praying that God will 
pour out His inextinguishable grace once 
more on Europe. As the Spirit honors 
the Word wherever it is carried, may the 
Continent be swept once again with “that 
hallowed fire which flew from heart to 
heart.” END 


From the Fields 


South African Tension 

The choice of Strijdom to succeed 
Malan as premier of South Africa means 
increased difficulties for Christian mis- 
sions in that part of the world. Strijdom 
is reported to be an even more radical 
advocate of white supremacy than was 
Malan. The missions, on the other hand, 
have long been among the staunchest 
defenders of Negro African rights. 

The government’s intention to take 
over the mission schools is in part a re- 
sult of this conflict of interests. Some 
American missions have been quick to 
acknowledge that the government is 
within its rights in taking over the re- 
sponsibility for primary education. But 
they know the action means more than 
this. The government just doesn’t like 
the kind of education the missions give. 

In Johannesburg, Bishop Reeves of the 
Anglican Church has ordered the closing 
of all the mission schools of his church 
in Southern Transvaal by April 1. They 
have twenty-three schools with about 
10,000 African pupils. Says Reeves, “The 
decision to close the schools rather than 
co-operate with the government in the 
terms of the law is dictated by conscience. 
No education at all is better than the 
wrong kind of education.” 


Vote to Dissolve Mission 

Most missions today give at least lip 
service to what are known as “indigenous 
principles.” That is, their professed aim 
is to plant churches that will soon be 
able to carry on the work without support 
or direction from abroad. Not many, 
however, are as ready as the Western In- 
dia mission of the Presbyterian Church 
to turn over to the church full responsi- 
bility for the work. 

This mission recently voted to merge 
into the Kolhapur council of the United 
Church of North India. Its plan is that 
as a foreign mission it will cease to 
exist. The work will be under the church. 
The missionaries that are needed will 
be requested by the church and will 
work with the church. The church is not 
yet able to do without the services of 
the missionaries, but this action gives it

Korea Radio Station 

On December 1, radio station HLKY 
officially went on the air at Seoul, Korea. 
This is a Christian station sponsored 
jointly by Presbyterians, Methodists, 
Oriental Missionary Society and the Sal- 
vation Army. 


Training Korean Leaders 

During the war with the Communists, 
more than 600 Korean pastors lost their 
lives. This was a serious blow to the 
Christian church. Yet today there are 
hundreds of young men in training to 
take their places. 

Some are former prisoners of war from 
the Communist army. Many of these 
POW’s were converted in the prison 
camps. More than 160 of them are re- 
ported to be in Christian training in the 
seminaries of South Korea. 

The Oriental Missionary Society says 
that it has 60 of this number in its 
Seoul seminary. The seminary was moved 
from Pusan to Seoul after the armistice 
was signed. Its total enrollment is now 
over 250. 


Negro Missionaries 

American Negro missionary candidates 
usually find it very difficult to get an 
appointment, unless, of course, they are 
sent out by one of the Negro denomina- 
tions. Then, too, their field of service 
almost always is Africa. 

So it is encouraging to learn that two 
Negroes have recently been sent to the 
American Presbyterian Mission in West 
Pakistan. Mr. Boyce, a married man, has 
started a new department of sociology 
in Forman College, Lahore. Bryant 
George, single, is engaged in student 
work. 

Thailand Survey 

A preliminary report for a survey of 
Thailand says that there are 324 mis- 
sionaries in that country. This is not a 
large number for a country of more than 
18 million people. Yet the nine evangelical 
missions already there should be enough 
if they are properly supported and 
directed. Those on the field do not be- 
lieve that any new organizations are 
needed, but there is a need to increase 
the staffs of the present missions by 
about 25 per cent. 


Funds for Korean Missionaries 

Out of the depths of their own need, 
Korean Christians are giving to send the 
gospel to others. At the first anniversary 
revival meeting of the Christian Revival 
Fellowship, they raised 520,000 won 
(about $2,500) to send out Korean mis- 
sionaries to Okinawa, Formosa and In- 
donesia. 

Argentine Campaign: 

Mar del Plata, playground of Argen- 
tina with a gambling casino bigger than 
Montecarlo, seemed an inauspicious place 
to hold an evangelistic campaign. But in 
November, in a ten-day effort backed by 
every local church group from Anglicans 
to Pentecostals, the evangelistic team of 
the Latin America Mission saw an aver- 
age of nearly forty people a night profess 
faith in Jesus Christ. 

With remarkable faith, Mar del Plata’s 
five small missionary groups joined hands

and funds to rent the city’s largest indoor 
public auditorium for the campaign 
November 3-14.

(U.S.) was met without public offerings. 

Devices used to reach Mar del Plata’s 
250,000 people included daily advertising 
with a sound truck, 26,000 handbills, 3,000 
posters. Police granted permission to hold 
open-air meetings, indicative of the 
Argentine government’s change of mood 
toward the Evangelical church. The con- 
secrated chalk art of Phil Saint proved 
an especially attractive feature to the 
pleasure-loving city. 

All in all, the bountiful sowing of the 
L.A.M. team and local Christians resulted 
in a bountiful harvest of 388 souls in 
ten days.

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olic Church persecutes Protestants in 
Colombia. This brought forth an in- 
dignant reply from the bishop. 

“T want to state in no uncertain 
terms,” he said, “that this is 4 most re- 
grettable misquotation. For me, being in 
possession of very reliable information, 
it would have been unthinkable to make 
a statement to the effect that there were 
no persecutions of Protestants in Colom- 
bia from the Roman Catholic side.” 

To this he added the information that 
“to date the religious persecution of the 
past six years has produced the follow- 
ing tragic effects: 53 known Protestant 
martyrs; 43 Protestant churches and 
chapels destroyed by fire and dynamite, 
and over 120 Protestant primary schools 
closed by violence or government order. 
The financial loss suffered by the Prot- 
estant community runs into the millions 
of pesos.” 

In his conclusion Bishop Lilje said, “It 
is my hope that one day in Colombia the 
modern conception of tolerance, and— 
what is more important—Christian rela- 
tionships between the churches may 
prevail.” 


Missionaries in India 

Anti-missionary propaganda in India 
has given the impression that Chris- 
tianity is trying to flood that land with 
missionaries. Government officials them- 
selves have spoken of the great increase 
in their numbers., The National Chris- 
tian Council of India, however, reports 
that between 1949 and 1953, American 
missionaries increased by only 16.8 per 
cent, or from 1,279 to 1,494. British mis- 
sionaries under eight major societies de- 
clined by 12 per cent during the same 
period. Obviously, if there was any dan- 
ger of “flooding” a country of 375 million 
people with missionaries it didn’t come 
from recognized Protestant groups. 

The Madras Mail also took the govern- 
ment to task for not_exposing some of 
the misrepresentations in this anti-mis- 
sionary propaganda. “Is it not time,” it 
wrote, “the union government published 
the names of those missionaries against 
whom charges of anti-national activities 
have been proved? By its silence on this 
point, the union government is giving 
aid and comfort to those who are mag- 
nifying the misguided conduct of a few. 

. Tell the facts and clear the air of 
bias, bigotry, and evilly inspired mis- 
representation of the truth.” 


New Director for Home of Onesiphorus 

George E. Hedberg, prominent Chris- 
tian businessman of Chicago, has been 
chosen as executive director of the Home 
of Onesiphorus. The work has been 
without a director since July, 1953, when 
G. A. Lundmark died suddenly in Europe 


‘on a trip to the field. The Home of 


Onesiphorus conducts a mission school 
and evangelistic work in Hong Kong, as 
well as two Christian orphanages in the 
Middle East, in Lebanon and Hashemite 
Jordan. Its original boys’ home in China 
was started by Leslie M. Anglin in 1916. 


Spanish Church Closed 
Spanish officials have closed the 
Second Baptist Church of Madrid. 
Grounds for the action were that the 
church was a center for so-called “illegal 
proselytizing.” In Spain any attempt to 
spread a Protestant faith is “illegal 
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proselytizing.” Apparently the church 
had been actively evangelistic and so 
aroused the clergy to take action against 
it. The Southern Baptist Mission Board 
says that steps are being taken through 
diplomatic channels to protest the clos- 
ing. The church property is owned by 
the board, and the Spanish government 
had granted the members written per- 
mission to hold religious services there. 
In view of the fact that less than one 
out of a thousand Spaniards is a Protes- 
tant, such intolerance is hard to under- 
stand, unless the Catholic situation in 
Spain is much weaker than is generally 
claimed. 


Cornelia Sorabji Dies 

The Sorabji family has a prominent 
place in the history of Christian missions 
in India. Now word comes through the 
Zenana Bible and Medical Mission that 
the last surviving member of the family, 
Cornelia Sorabji, has died at the age 
of eighty-six. She herself is said to have 
been the first woman lawyer in the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. She devoted her life 
to the cause of Indian womanhood. 


TIFC Expands 

Radio station TIFC, in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, is the growing station of the Latin 
America Mission. In its program of ex- 
pansion it was able recently to buy out 
another small Costa Rican station with 
two transmitters and two frequencies. 
One frequency is in the regular broad- 
cast band, while the other is in the 49 
meter band at 6037 kc. The Costa Rican 
government has approved the transfer. 
TIFC is now broadcasting a total of thir- 
teen hours daily on all frequencies. 


Hurricane in Haiti 

Hurricane “Hazel,” which caused so 
much damage in northeastern United 
States, struck southwestern Haiti first. 
Those who knew of the great work of 
the West Indies Mission in that area 
were rightly concerned for the mis- 
sionaries and the church there. First 
news is that the missionaries are well. 
The Haitian people have suffered severely 
and the loss of crops is likely to intensify 
that suffering. Six mission buildings 
suffered heavy damage.

Going through Lincoln’s speeches, 
state papers, letters, and recorded 
conversations, we discover that 
} there are seventy-seven quotations 
from, or references to, the Bible. 
The majority of these are in his 
speeches, with his conversation a 
close second. Most of the citations 
are from the four Gospels and the 
words of Jesus. Genesis comes 
second, while the Psalms and the 
} book of Exodus are tied for third 

place. He quotes from twenty-two 

of the sixty-six books of the Bible, 
and sixteen of the twenty-two are 
books of the Old Testament.

INSTANT FREEDOM OF SPEECH 
te writes, “And now, little children, 

abide in him; that, when he shall 
appear, we may have confidence, and not 
be ashamed before him at his coming” 

(I John 2:28). “Little children” is rexvia 
(teknia) , “little born ones,” the emphasis 
being on the birth relationship between 
God and the believer born of Him, and 
perhaps, upon the fact that some of these 
to whom John is writing were his con- 
verts. 

“Abide” is uéw (mend). This word is 
used often in the New Testament of one 
staying in another’s home as a guest; 
for instance, in Luke 19:5, “Zacchaeus, 
make haste, and come down; for today I 
must abide at thy house.” The word thus 
speaks of fellowship, communion, friend- 
ship, hospitality, dependence, agreement 
between individuals, mutual interest in 
the same things. Abiding in the Lord 
Jesus partakes of these things. The verb 
is present imperative, commanding an 
habitual action, “Be habitually abiding 
in Him.” “In Him” is &atrg (en autoi), 
locative of sphere, “Be abiding in the 
sphere of Him, in His sphere.” That is, 
see to it that He is the center and the 
circumference of your whole life. Paul 
would say, “For to me to be living— 
Christ.” 

“He shall appear” is gavepdw (phan- 
eroo), “to make manifest or visible,” in 
the passive voice as it is here, “to be made 
visible”; thus, “whenever He is made vis- 
ible.” Some day He will burst through 
the blue sky to catch out His saints. 
“We may have” is éw (echo) in the 
aorist subjunctive, “we may have in- 
stant.” “Confidence” is aappncia (par- 
résia), made up of was (pas) “all” and 
pio (résis), “speech”; thus, “all speech,” 
thus, freedom in speaking, unreservedness 
in speech, free and fearless confidence, 
cheerful courage, boldness, assurance. 

The translation so far reads, “And now, 
little born ones (bairns), be habitually 
abiding in Him in order that when He is 
made visible, we may have instant free- 
dom of speech.” 

“Coming” is wapovaia (parousia). The 
word is made up of the present participle 
of the verb of being and the preposition 
mapa (para) “beside,” “a being beside,” 
thus, “a personal presence.” Moulton 
and Milligan in their Vocabulary of the 
Greek Testament report examples of its 
usage in secular documents, as follows: 
in the general sense of “presence, ar- 
rival,” “we await your presence”; it was 
used in a quasi-technical sense of a visit 
of a king, emperor, or other person of 
authority. 

John uses it here of the coming and 
personal presence of the Head of the 
Church, the being beside the saints of the 
Lord Jesus, as they meet Him in the 
lower atmosphere below the mountain 
tops (470, aér, I Thess. 4:17). John ex- 





horts the saints to live in such close

fellowship with the Lord Jesus on earth 
that when He comes, that fellowship 
may continue into heaven without a 
jolting period of adjustment such as 
would be caused by sin in the believer's 
life which would make him shrink away 
from the Lord in shame. 
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whenever possible. However, psychological 
needs met solely on a human level are 
not met adequately. God who understands 
our basic needs has made provision to 
meet them in ways far superior to man’s. 

Fear is an outgrowth of man’s natural 
condition—his separation from God. But 
God has provided redemption through 
His Son Jesus Christ. Now, each of us 
can be joined to God in a wonderful 
relationship whereby we become His sons! 
This is accomplished when we confess our 
sins and accept Jesus Christ as our per- 
sonal Saviour. This new relationship is 
the most basic provision for freedom from 
fear. When we are secure in Christ, we 
can endure any situation, realizing that 
God is with us. 

As people reach adulthood they learn 
that life holds many tragedies. When 
confronted with a dread disease, war, 


failure, hunger, insecurity, injury, lone- . 


liness, and death, there is justification for 
fear. Yet God promises never to leave us 
nor forsake us. In our weakness He 
speaks to us, “Fear thou not; for I am 
with thee: be not dismayed; for I am 
thy God: I will strengthen thee.” Whep 
tragedy comes to our home God says, 
“When thou passest through the waters, 
I will be with thee; and through the 
rivers, they shall not overflow thee .. .” 

God does not promise escape from 
every fearful situation, but He does 
promise to walk with us through every 
experience! He is the strength of our 
life. Basically, He alone can offer us 
freedom from fear. As we give our hearts 
and lives to him, the Holy Spirit indwells 
us, and He floods our souls with peace. 

And yet there are some Christians who 
do not appropriate this peace. They do 
not rely enough on God. They take their 
affairs into their own hands and become 
upset and fearful. How happy they would 
be if they would heed the words of the 
psalmist, “Trust in him at all times; ye 
people, pour out your heart before 
him .. .” True consecration to God, an 
abundant prayer life, and a continual 
feeding upon the Scriptures, provide the 
Christian with a way of life that dispells 
fear. Surely the one who is experiencing 
the dynamic Christian life can say with 
confidence and peace: “God hath not 
given us the spirit of fear; but of power, 
and of love, and of a sound mind.” Enp

On His Deity and Goodness? 


When Jesus replied to the “rich 
young ruler,” “Why callest thou me 
good? none is good, save one, that is 
God” (Luke 18:19), did He not re- 
pudiate the claim to deity and perfect 
goodness ?—G. L., Missouri 

The answer of the Lord Jesus to this 
rich ruler who came running to Him and 
saying, “Good Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life” (Luke 18:18; Mark 
10:17), is in no sense a repudiation of 
His deity or a reflection on His goodness. 
If it were, it would be inconsistent with 
many other statements in the Scriptures 
made by Himself or about Him. 

If that were so His command to others 
“Follow me,” forsaking all else, would be 
presumptuous; His constant assertion of 
oneness and equality with the Father 
would be blasphemous; and His challenge 
to the Jews, “which of you convinceth 
me of sin” (John 8:46), would be little 
short of brazenness.- 

The Lord Jesus was seeking to make 
the rich ruler understand the real mean- 
ing of the word good which seemed to 
come so glibly from his lips; that in its 
proper sense it could be applied only to 
God. The ruler was questioning One 
whom he regarded as yet as only a hu- 
man teacher, concerning an act which 
he expected to be able to perform for 
himself—“What shall I do to inherit 
eternal life?” (Luke 18:18, italics ours). 
The Lord Jesus then showed him what 
real goodness was, in whom alone it 
resided, and how it could be secured. 
His words in Luke 18:22, “and come, fol- 
low me,” show that He did apply the 
term “good” to Himself and that eternal 
life could be found alone in following 
Him.

CHRIST AND HIS BIRTH 

Is there any statement in the Gospels 
by Jesus Himself concerning His virgin 
birth?—A. J., Indiana 

There is no direct word on the part 
of the Lord Jesus concerning His virgin 
birth, nor could such a statement be 
expected.

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In the first place, it would not have 
been believed. He was constantly met 
with unbelief. Those among whom He 
performed His mighty works, His mira- 
cles, as evidence of His Messiahship still 
kept pressing Him for a sign. As evi- 
dence of it the Lord said they would not 
be persuaded of the truth even though 
one rose from the dead to tell them 
(Luke 16:31). 

The disciples themselves would not 
have been able to grasp such a wonder 
as the virgin birth. Even though He fore- 
told His resurrection, they could not be- 
lieve it till they had seen Him. 

The virgin birth was an unparalleled 
conception in spite of alleged heathen 
notions current in some parts of the 
world, and an announcement of it on 
His part would have been an offense to 
them. His enemies would at once have 
seized upon it and actused Him of being 
of illegitimate birth. And above all, this 
would have cast a reflection upon the 
honor and chastity of His mother and 
have made her an object of slander and 
scorn. 

It is worthy of note that no mention of 
it is made in the sermons recorded in 
the Book of Acts. And it_is likely that 
Mary was no longer living when it began 
to be mentioned.

DIFFICULTY IN NUMBERS 

II Sarauel 15:7 states: “And it came 
to pass at the end of forty years, that 
Absalom said unto the king, I pray 
thee, let me go and pay my vow, which 
I have vowed unto the Lord, in Hebron.” 
Since David reigned only forty years, 
it is impossible that there could have 
been forty years between two points in 
his reign and especially in connection 
with this incident concerning Absalom. 
What is the explanation?—A.L., Wis- 
consin 

Forty years is the correct translation 
of our present Hebrew text. Some ancient 
versions of the Bible, the Syriac, Arabic 
and one of the Vulgate (Latin) versions 
read four years instead of forty. The 
Jewish historian Josephus who lived in 
the first century A. D. also makes it four 
years. These evidently had access either 
to original manuscripts or much older 
ones than the present Hebrew text. 

The difference between the Hebrew 


words for four and forty is so slight that 
an ancient copyist might easily have 
made the mistake from an original with 
subsequent copyists perpetuating it in our 
present Hebrew text. Those who prepared 
the present Hebrew text about eleven or 
twelve hundred years ago did the best 
they could with the manuscripts they 
had, which had come to contain minor 
divergencies such as this.

GRACE FOR GRACE 

What is meant by the expression 
“grace for grace” in John 1:16: “And 
of his fullness have all we received, and 
grace for grace’? An explanation of 
these words which I have read renders 
“grace in place of grace,” but this 
doesn’t seem to make it any clearer. 
—C.M., Illinois 

The Greek preposition translated “for” 
in this expression could also bear the 
meaning “upon,” so that it could read 
“grace upon grace.” But even the words 
“in place of” or “in exchange for” (as 
some suggest) carry the idea of the 
fullness of grace and a constant supply, 
so that as grace is received and used it 
is constantly replaced or exchanged, so 
to speak, with increasing fullness. 

Another version renders this verse: 
“Out of his fullness we have all received 
some gift, Gift after gift of love” (Twen- 
tieth Century New Testament). Moffat 
reads: “For we have all been receiving 
grace after grace from his fullness.” 

Such an understanding is supported on 
the analogy of similar scriptures such as 
Psalm 84:7: “They go from strength to 
strength,” and Romans 1:17: “For therein 
is the righteousness of God revealed from 
faith unto faith,” or as another transla- 
tion renders this, “lifting men from one 
step of faith to another.” 

In explanation of John 1:16 reference 
is made in the margins of some Bibles 
to Matthew 13:12, suggesting that the 
ability to receive grace increases with its 
use and diminishes with the neglect of 
what we already possess.

MOSES AND CIRCUMCISION 

What is the meaning of the strange 
incident in Exodus 4:24-26 in which the 
Lord seeks to kill Moses on his way to 
Egypt? Apparently he is saved from 
death only by the circumcision of his 
son. What connection has it with the 
entire story ?—A.J., Chicago, Ill. 

The introduction of this incident in 
Moses’ return to Egypt is so abrupt that 
it is difficult to find its connection or to 
understand the vehemence of the lan- 
guage. Moses in the wilderness had ap- 
parently neglected the rite of circum- 
cision, which should have been carried 
out on the eighth day of a child’s life. 
This may have been due to the influence 
of his wife’s father Jethro, who as a 
descendant of Ishmael perhaps followed 
the custom of circumcising the thirteenth 
year, since Ishmael had been circumcised 
at that age (Gen. 17:25). 

One who was not fully obeying the 
divine will in this important sign of the 
covenant relationship to God could 
hardly be fit to carry out such an impor- 
tant mission as the deliverance of God’s 
covenant people and must be made to 
realize his sinful neglect. The Lord calls 
Israel “my son” in verse 23. 

The words “the Lord met him, and 
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sought to kill him,” are understood by 
most interpreters as the visitation of a 
serious illness, which Moses evidently 
understood to be connected with the neg- 
lect of circumcision, so that Zipporah 
herself was compelled to perform the rite, 
perhaps unwillingly. Hence the expres- 
sion to Moses “a husband of blood.” With 
the performance of the circumcision, the 
reproach was removed (see especially in 
this connection Joshua 5:9 where uncir- 
cumcision is called the reproach of 
Egypt), and Moses was healed and re- 
lieved of his deadly peril as indicated by 
the words of verse 26, “So he let him go,” 
that is, the Lord let Moses go or desisted 
from him.

The Church and Its 
Sacraments 


Acts 2:38-41; I Corinthians 11:23-29 


MEMORY SELECTION: Go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you: and, lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world. Amen.—Matthew 28:19, 20 


To understand the Church as a fellow- 
ship of believers in a united witness to 
the unbelieving world, we must be clear 
in our appreciation of the ordinances 
established by our Lord for that church, 
or as they are known in many liturgical 
churches, the sacraments. 

The word sacrament itself is interest- 
ing, for it comes from a Latin word which 
referred to the oath of allegiance and 
faithfulness which a Roman soldier 
took to his emperor. The word ordinance 
is also significant as indicating that in 
doing these things we are carrying out 
the orders of our spiritual Captain, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Most Protestant churches hold to just 
two ordinances or sacraments, baptism 
and the Lord’s Supper, although some 
have more than two, and the Roman 
Catholic Church counts no less than sev- 
en, including such things as marriage, 
ordination, etc. . 

All churches do agree that baptism and 
communion are commanded by our Lord; 
but unfortunately some churches have 
largely neglected baptism, and observe 
the Lord’s Supper so infrequently and 
casually as to make it almost meaning- 
less. ‘ 

This situation needs correction, for 
these ordinances were established for the 
spiritual blessing of the believer. The 
well-informed teacher will be careful to 
give thorough instruction on these mat- 
ters in Sunday school classes today. We 
need only two points, namely, 


I. Baptism (Acts 2:38-41) 

Pentecost, the great birthday of the 
Church on earth, had fully come with all 
its glorious manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit in power and blessing. Peter, moved 
by the Holy Spirit, was led to preach, and 
did so with conviction and power, a mes- 
sage which resulted in the conversion of 
three thousand souls. 

These were added to the Church by the 
Lord, and Peter delivered to them the 
instruction of God the Holy Spirit, that 
they were not only to repent (important 
and essential as that is), but to be bap- 
tized. 

Various interpretations of the Scrip- 

Lesson subjects and Scripture texts selected and 
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tures concerning baptism have resulted in 
the division of the Church into different 
groups and denominations. A lengthy 
discussion of the positions held is not 
possible here so we shall merely point out 
that some hold to immersion, some to 
pouring, and some to sprinkling. All feel 
that they have scriptural grounds for 
their position. Some churches baptize in- 
fants, others do not. 

Note, however, that our Lord com- 
manded baptism for believers (Matt. 28: 
19,20) and that those who believe in Him 
should observe His commandment. It is 
clearly an outward expression, blessed of 
God, to witness to the inward grace of 
redemption. 

We repeat that there is need that the 
matter of baptism have the earnest at- 
tention of our churches as a proper obe- 
dience to the command of our Lord and 
a source of real blessing. 

Now we look at the very important 
matter of 


Il. The Lord’s Supper (I Cor. 11: 
23-29) 

Our Lord established this feast of re- 
membrance even as He closed the former 
dispensation by the last observance of 
the Passover which had His approval 
(see Matt. 26:26-30). Paul in writing to 
the Corinthians had to correct some of 
the serious errors and consequent dis- 
orders which had arisen in connection 
with the Lord’s table. In doing so, he 
restates clearly what our Lord did when 
He established what we call communion. 
Read I Corinthians 11:23-34 for the en- 
tire statement. 

It all seems so clear that it is regret- 
table we have to recognize here also that 
there is wide divergence in the church 
regarding this feast. The Roman Cath- 
olic Church says that after the words of 
consecration the bread and wine become 
the actual body and blood of our Lord, a 
supernatural food for the soul. Some 
Protestant groups say that the real pres- 
ence of Christ enters the bread and wine 
without changing their substance. Others 
regard them as a symbol of His body and 
blood, recalling His death and bringing 
spiritual blessing to us. 

Whatever the view of your church, be 
sure that you do find in the Lord’s Sup- 
per a blessed means of grace, of spiritual 
cleansing and renewal, yes, and of testi- 
mony; for here you look back to the cross 
to ‘show forth the Lord’s death,” and for- 
ward to His coming again, for this feast 
is to continue “till He come” (v. 26). 

Note that verse 27 does not require that 
we be worthy to come to His table, for 
then no one of us could come, but rather 
that we should come in a worthy manner. 
No one should come with known sin in 
his life, or with bitterness toward others 
or lack of love. This is an important mat- 
ter. “Let a man examine himself.” 


Let it also be stressed that it is impor- 


tant for a believer to be present at the 
Lord’s Supper regularly, and in a right 
spirit, to find strength and grace for the 
days ahead—“till He come.” 
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The Church Proclaims 
the Gospel 


Romans 10:8-15; I Corinthians 2:1-5 


MEMORY SELECTION: For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek.—Romans 1:16 


Preaching is something with which 
most of us have become so familiar that 
we rather take it for granted, in fact, in 
too many instances it is actually ignored. 

It is therefore important to remember 
that preaching in the sense of teaching is 
the one way which our Lord ordained for 
the spreading of the good news of the 
gospel. We are prone in our day to sub- 
stitute what we call “modern methods,” 
and by introducing them into the church 
displace or minimize the importance of 
preaching. It is a grave mistake. 

Men in all ages have appreciated elo- 
quence and the ability to discuss subjects 
with keenness and to make learned 
speeches, but only with the coming of our 
Lord and of His forerunner John the 
Baptist did preaching come into view. 
Christ commanded His disciples to preach 
(Matt. 28:19, 20; Mark 16:15). He Him- 
self preached (Mark 1:14, 15). 

Our lesson gathers up much precious 
and vital truth under three headings: 


I. The Message—the Word of Faith 
(Rom. 10:8-13) 

We have a word of redemption to de- 
clare to a sinful and despondent world 
which is wanting to know what it can do 
to be saved. The answer is that you and 
I can do nothing; the thing is already 
done, and we have only to receive it by 
faith. 

It is a matter of believing in the heart, 
and that faith soon translates itself into 
a confession by both mouth and life 
which spreads the witness to an even 
wider circle. 

The way of salvation is open to every- 
one. The “whosoever” of verse 11 means 
you and me, regardless of our race, color, 
education or social position. “There is 
no distinction” with God, who is “rich 
unto all that call upon him” (v. 12). 

How true this is in actual experience. 
The gospel which reaches and saves the 
poor soul’ who is ignorant and depraved 
also reaches the cultured and educated. 
It is the only message which satisfies 
man in his need, for it deals with the 
problem which is at the root of all his 
troubles, namely, sin. 

What about the one who declares this 
message? Our next point tells us of 


II. The Messenger—Called and Sent 
(Rom. 10:14, 15) 

How shall men hear of this Saviour and 
His redemption? Only through the me- 
dium of preaching. And who is to do the 
preaching? One who knows the gospel, 
who has the call of God upon him, and is 
sent of the Lord. 

Let us consider that point for a mo- 
ment. No man can tell others of a re- 
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demption with which he is not himself 
acquainted. He must have a real appre- 
ciation of what it means to be saved. 

He needs something else. He must be 
a man called and sent of God. In one 
sense, we are all, as believers, to be wit- 
nesses of God. We preach by both action 
and word every day of our lives. 

There are, however, those to whom God 
gives the special responsibility and privi- 
lege of preaching the gospel. It is a di- 
vine calling, and not to be entered upon 
simply as a choice of vocation. 

It is a wonderful calling, one full of the 
glory of God. One fears at times that 
there are preachers who have lost heart 
and become all but useless because they 
have forgotten the greatness of their call- 
ing, yes, and the beauty of it (see v. 15). 

Men may hinder and persecute and 
make life miserable for the preacher, but 
if he hold on to his ministry as a divine 
calling, they cannot prevail against him 
nor stop the effectiveness of his message. 

Now let us look at 


Ill. The Method—in the Spirit and 
with Power (I Cor. 2:1-5) 

There is no room here for arrogant 
self-sufficiency for the self-confidence 
born of the flesh. The greatest of all 
preachers, the apostle Paul, says that he 
was weak and trembling and stood up to 
speak for God with real fear. He had no 
smooth and swelling words of human 
wisdom and oratory to deliver. 

What a comfort and help this should 
be to those who recognize themselves in 
these words. Let them take hope, for it 
is just such men that God can use. How? 
By the “demonstration of the Spirit and 
power” (v. 4). 

It is so clear if we give it a moment of 
thought that man’s redemption cannot 
stand in “the wisdom of men”’ (v. 5), but 
must be “in the power of God.” It is the 
Spirit-inspired Word of God, declared in 
the wisdom of the Holy Spirit and deliv- 
ered with His power both in preaching 
and in the convicting of the soul, which 
accomplish this end, and nothing else. 

Let us pray and work for this kind of 
preaching in the church!

The Fellowship of Christian 
Love 
Acts 2:42-47; Colossians 3:12-16; 
I John 4:7, 8 
MEMORY SELECTION: Beloved, if God 
so loved us, we ought also to love one 
another.—I John 4:11 


The distinctive feature of the Christian 
Church in its inception, and down 
through the years between then and now, 
is that its fellowship has as its unifying 
principle and as its constantly active 
spirit the wonderful quality of personal- 
ity which we call love. 

The world has taken that word and 
made it a sordid, lustful thing, but we as 
Christians must steadfastly hold to its 
original meaning, something so beautiful 
and effective as to outshine all other 
movements of heart and mind, no matter 
how good they may be. 

Because of love we shall see that Chris- 
tians have— 
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I. Truth, Fellowship and Kindness 
(Acts 2:42-45) 

The early Church, so close to the days 
of personal, yes, physical companionship 
with the Lord, set a pattern in life and 
work which the later Church should have 
followed with more faithfulness than it 
has—and which we do well to recall and 
renew in our day. 

There was first of all an understanding 
of truth of the great doctrines of the 
Christian faith. They held to it faith- 
fully and practiced it in their daily lives. 
We do desperately need more teaching 
and understanding of the vital doctrines 
of our faith. Preachers should preach 
doctrine, teachers should teach it, and 
then all should receive it and live it. 

Note that there was a fellowship in 
which they all shared their material 
goods. This was done not by pressure of 
law, as some would do it today, but by 
the compulsion of Christian love. It was 
voluntary and blessed. 

This is the only time and place in 
Scripture where this custom is mentioned, 
and it was not long continued and appar- 
ently failed, probably because of the 
greediness of some. 

We need not follow the details of that 
plan, but surely the love of God in our 
hearts should always cause us to have the 
desire to share of our abundance with 
those who are in need. There is such a 
thing as fellowship in material things— 
let us not forget it. 

This was all done in good spirit, with 
the utmost of kindness. There was no 
supercilious dispensing of “charity,” but 
we note that they “were together,” united 
in loving concern for one another. 

This led to something fine, as we see 
them living in 


II. Worship, Joy and Testimony (Acts 
2:46, 47) 

“With one accord” they worshiped God. 
People who are right with each other find 
it good to be right with God. The oppo- 
site is also true. The love in their hearts 
was expressed in worship, the outgoing 
of their hearts in devotion and adoration 
to God. We need more of that today, and 
need to be more “steadfast” about it. 

“Gladness and singleness of heart” 
naturally followed. Some folk look for 
feeling and do not find it. It does not 
come as an end in itself. It is the result 
of and follows right thinking and right 
living. 

Such believers could not avoid being a 
real testimony to God’s grace and thus a 
witness to the community. They had 
“favor with all the people.” There are 
some who think that the proof of a faith- 
ful testimony is disfavor with others. 
They had better read this passage once 
more. Titus 2:10 tells us that we are to 
“adorn the doctrine of-God in all things.” 
Let us be busy about it. 

Now we see 


Ill. Humility, Forgiveness and Love 
(Col. 3:12-14) 

There are some fine Christian graces 
here which we may have in our lives as 
we live and walk in the love of Christ. 
Note that the real follower of Christ has 
a fine humility. Don’t make the mistake 
of self-depreciation, but shun pride like 
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the plague. God is against proud people 
(James 4:6). 

Forgiveness, which comes so hard to the 
unregenerate or undisciplined heart, flows 
freely from the life of one who realizes 
the greatness of God’s forgiveness toward 
him. 

All of it is bound together with the per- 
fect “bond” of love. There is no chafing 
or sense of repression in that bond, for 
it is the perfect thing in one’s life, which 
really sets man free. 

And there’s more for the Christian. We 
see 


IV. Peace, Gratitude and Spirituality 
(Col. 3:15, 16) 

Tremendous words indeed, expressing 
great and blessed experiences; and re- 
member, they are quite the normal thing 
for a believer who will really trust the 
Lord. 

“Let the peace of Christ rule in your 
hearts.” Men are seeking for peace in 
their hearts, but they are looking in the 
wrong place. Psychology, psychiatry, 
character building—good enough in their 
place—are not sufficient. Money, position 
and education will not do it. Christ is 
the answer! 

The grace of gratitude is a Christian 
grace too; we are to be thankful to God, 
and in all these things we are to be 
spiritually minded. This not some strange 
grace which comes on us unawares. We 
must “let the word of Christ dwell in us 
richly,” in others words, let it really get 
hold of our lives. We are to teach and 
be taught, sing together of the grace of 
God, yes, and with grace in our hearts. 

How can these things become a living 
reality? We recognize that we have them 
all because 


V. God is Love (I John 4:7, 8) 

God not only loves, but the very essence 
of His nature is love. That describes His 
character and reveals His plan and pur- 
pose for man. Everyone that truly loves 
reveals in the world the essence of the 
gospel. “God so loved the world” (John 
3:16). Little wonder that the word of 
admonition to us is, “Beloved, let us love 
one another.”

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I. Useless Prayer (Matt. 6:5, 7) 

Sad indeed is the recognition that there 
are those who go through the form or 
formula of prayer and never pray at all. 
There were in Jesus’ day (as there are 
today) those who would use prayer as a 
means of showing off their professed 
spirituality (v. 5). 

Note the significant statement that 
those who pray in this way have com- 
pleted the transaction when they have 
the praise of those who see and approve, 
and God has nothing to do with it all. 

In verse 7, we are warned that the mere 
use of pious words or the customary ex- 
pressions of formal prayer mean nothing 
at all. God isn’t interested in just talking. 
There must be a real movement of both 
mind and heart. Sometimes this is best 
expressed in 


II. Private Prayer (Matt. 6:6) 

There is such a thing as blessed fellow- 
ship in prayer. The Bible constantly rec- 
ognizes it, even commends the joining of 
“two or three” with the Lord in prayer 
(Matt. 18:20). But there is need of that 
personal, intimate communion with God 
which is at the very heart of our spiritual 
experience. Whatever joy and help we get 
out of joining others in prayer (and it is 
a great privilege), we are all individuals 
before God, and must talk with Him per- 
sonally, and, as it were, face to face. 

Next we see that prayer is not an im- 
pulsive, scattered thing, for we learn of 


Ill. Intelligent Prayer (Matt. 6:8) 

God knows our needs, but He has or- 
dained that we should make known those 
very needs in prayer if we are to have 
His blessing and help. In contrast to the 
“vain repetitions” of verse 7, we are to 
seek out the will of God, and pray ac- 
cordingly. 

Let it also be noted that while we 
would not for a moment destroy the 
warm outpouring of the heart in prayer, 
it does not make prayer less effective to 
have it properly planned, in fact, it thus 
becomes intelligent and more effective. 
This leads us directly to our next point, 
which tells us of 


IV. Purposeful Prayer (Matt. 7:7, 8) 

If you expect the door to be opened 
you must knock; and if you knock at the 
prayer door, God says He will open it. To 
find the blessing and help you need, you 
must look for it. God is ready to meet 
those who seek for Him and His grace. 
To sit with folded arms and expect help 
is to fail. 

“Ask, and it shall be given you.” What 
a definite and plainly understandable 
word that is. Why do we doubt it? Re- 
member James 4:2, “Ye have not, because 
ye ask not.” That too is plain. Let us 
heed it! And let us ask with assurance, 
for we are encouraged to 


V. Confident Prayer (Matt. 7:9-11) 

Just as a father is concerned that he 
may wisely respond to the requests of his 
children, so our gracious heavenly Father 
is waiting to give good gifts to His chil- 
dren. He who is all powerful and without 
limit in His resources stands ready to 
show Himself strong on behalf of those 
who will trust Him (II Chron. 16:9).

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claimed blessings in the storehouses of 
God, if we may so express it, all because 
believers have not asked for them or have 
lost confidence in the power of prayer. 
Now, because we are so much concerned 
with our physical bodies, and so often 
conscious of their weakness, we have a 
special Scripture on the subject of 


VI. Healing Prayer (James 5:13-16) 
We are often asked if we believe in 
divine healing, and the obvious answer is 
that there is no other kind of healing. 
Surely God can and does heal directly 
when He so wills, but it is also true that 
God uses means, such as medicines and 
the abilities of doctors. The intelligent 
physician will tell you that he does not 
cure his patients, but only clears the way 
for God (the doctor may use the term 
“nature”) to do the work of healing. 
Notice that the healing of the soul is 
actually more important than the cure 
of the body. Sins must be dealt with and 
cleansed away by the blood of Christ. 
Let us stress the last word, which em- 
phasizes that it is prayer of the righteous 
man which “availeth much.” Two things 
appear here. We must live right to pray 
right, and conversely, the one who lives 
right should be a real prayer warrior.

had leaked out of China that my husband 
had become ill soon after his imprison- 
ment and had died — but uncertainty 
sometimes is harder to bear than bad 
news. This was not officially confirmed 
until on June 22, 1954, while living at the 
Missionary Rest Home of the Cicero Bible 
Church in Cicero, Ill., I received a notice 
from the State Department in Washing- 
ton that Mr. Winter had died in prison 
on February 27, 1951. Then I knew that 
even when they had promised I might be 
allowed to see him, he was already dead. 

You can understand why my heart is 
still in China. Thirty years of our lives 
were spent there winning some of the 
teeming millions of Chinese to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Our precious daughters, 
Ruth, Grace, Esther and Rachel, are 
there. The lepers are still there. As I tarry 
here, I am learning new lessons, a new 
and deeper meaning of our Lord’s prayer 
as He said, “Not my will, but thine be 
done.” While I’m here, I want to be about 
my Father’s business, but really, my 
whole life is left behind in China. ENp

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When the Spirit Calls You 
By Christine N. Peterson 


was only fourteen when I first became 

aware of the Spirit’s speaking. It was 
Sunday morning and the intense cold of 
the Minnesota winter kept us from the 
eight-mile drive to church. Instead, we 
sat around the stove and listened to a 
sermon read to us from a well-worn book 
by the woman of the house. 

Under the influence of this reading, 
the Holy Spirit strove with my spirit for 
entrance into my heart and life. This 
calling of the Spirit had never been ex- 
plained to me. I did not know what it 
meant, and I sat with clenched fists, de- 
termined that no one must take this 
message from me. 

How thankful I am that I yielded to 
the striving of the Spirit as a young 
woman and gave my life to the Saviour. 
How sad is the condition of some who 
resist God’s Spirit. 

I so well remember sitting in a service 
where I was keenly aware of the Spirit’s 
striving to reach a certain elderly man. 
The inner struggle was visible on his 
face. But he left that place of worship 
still unhappy—still unsaved. 

More recently, at the Billy Graham 
campaign meetings in our city, we could 
sense the Spirit’s striving with many 
hearts as people sat listening intently. 
Hundreds of people yielded to the 
Saviour at these services, but many re- 
sisted the Spirit’s call. 

The acceptable time is now, we have 
no guarantee of the future; but salva- 
tion is within our reach—as a certain 
young man discovered. 

“But it will take too long,” he argued 
with the minister who had been called 
to his bedside. “There must first be con- 
viction, a careful review of my life, and 
an accurate weighing of my sins—then 
repentance and sorrow for sin, and faith, 
and at last the new birth.” He knew he 
was dying; he would not have that much 
time. 

Opening his Bible to John 1:12, the 
minister quietly read: “As many as re- 
ceived him, to.them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” Turning then 
to I John 5:12, he read: “He that hath 
the Son hath life.” As the young man 
realized that all he needed was to take 
God at His Word and accept the gift of 
salvation by receiving Christ, he yielded 
to the Spirit’s prompting in his heart. 

When the minister returned in the 
evening, the stricken man had already 
been called to His heavenly home. Be- 
fore his death, however, he had wit- 
nessed to his household, and others had 
been brought to Christ. 

“Isn’t it wonderful!” had been his tes- 
timony to his family. “I thought it would 
take three weeks to be saved, and it took 
only three minutes!” 

That tug of the Holy Spirit may come 
to your heart: from the pulpit, over the 
radio, or on TV—there are so many ways 
today. The important thing is, do not 
resist. Be thankful God wants you, trust 
in His Son and yield Him your heart and 
life today.

by Harold R. Cook

HIS book meets a real need for a clear presentation of the 

basic elements of missions. Such matters are treated, and 
treated scripturally and frankly, as the responsibilities of the 
individual Christian, of the local church, and of the church at 
large. The call to missions is discussed, as well as preparation 
in general and in particular. Qualifications for missionary work, 
the place of mission boards, and other practical considerations 
come in for careful treatment. The last six chapters are devoted 
to the missionary program of the local church, including such 
subjects as special meetings, library, audio-visual aids, news, 
prayer, giving, and other necessary items.

The volume will make excellent reading for pastors, members 
of mission boards, and others vitally interested in the work of missions, as well 
as for young people—and their parents—who want information about the practical 
down-to-earth aspects of Christian missions. Written by a former foreign missionary, 
who has been teaching missions for years, and who edits the Missions department of 
Moopy MONTHLY, it is based on a wealth of experience in the field. 





MISSIONS AT THE CROSSROADS, by 
T. Stanley Soltau. Van Kampen Press;

The author of this book was for twenty- 
five years a missionary in Korea. Although 
he writes from the background of his ex- 
perience with Korean customs and person- 
alities, and as a representative of a Presby- 
terian denominational mission, yet he lays 
down broad  . rinciples which should 
applicable rather generally in the world 
mission field. This should true whether 
a particular mission board is a “faith” 
board or a denominational one. 

Dr. Soltau insists that it is imperative 
that a truly indigenous church be estab- 
lished which shall be self-governing, self- 
propagating, and self-supporting. He says: 
“No foreign missionary . . . should make 
himself indispensable. On the contrary, he 
should plan to make his presence unnec- 
essary as soon as possible.” He deals also 
with the problems to be faced, and the 
results to be achieved. A series of discus- 
sion questions closes each chapter.

THE PERSON AND WORK OF THE 
HOLY SPIRIT, by René Pache. Moody 
Press, Chicago. 223 pages, $2.50. 

This book, on a_ subject about which 
much is written, will prove highly profit- 
able from the very start as the reader finds 
himself launched upon a systematic course 
of study on the theme which gives the 
book its title. 

It is not written by a theologian but by 
a lawyer, a Swiss with a doctor’s degree 
in law, who has spent his life in Switzer- 
land and the Continent as businessman 
and exponent of the Word. Converted at 
twenty-four years of age, he attended the 
Nogent Bible School in Paris (France), and 
then engaged in evangelistic work in 
Europe, pioneering in the suburbs of that 
great city. Experience in preaching and 





teaching the Bible in his mother tongue 
(French) as well as in German, Italian 
and English culminated in his becoming 
phone a of the Emmaus Bible School at 
ausanne. This book is a translation from 
the French and is but one of many he has 
written. It is also translated into Italian 
and Greek. 

The orderly arrangement of the material 
first attracts the careful student of doc- 
trine—the Bible doctrine of the Holy Spirit, 
in this case. There are five main sections 
to the book each dealing with some aspect 
of this subject. The author unfolds in a 
very concise first section who the Spirit is, 
proving the personality and divinity of the 
Spirit, besides explaining seven symbols of 
the Spirit, given as breath, dove, oil, fire, 
living waters, seal and the earnest. Further 
sections deal with “The Work of the Holy 
Spirit Before Pentecost,’ and the post- 
Pentecost work of the Spirit in the hearts 
of Christians. 

An excellent section on “The Holy Spirit 
and Service” explains the “anointing,” and 
the “gifts” in a manner which will be 
pleasing to all evangelical exponents of 
the Word whose emotions have not in- 
fluenced their minds to misinterpret cer- 
tain passages of Scripture. More is said on 
such matters as the Holy Spirit and wit- 
nessing, praying and Se A final 
section deals very interestingly and profit- 
ably with “The Work of the Holy Spirit in 
the Future.” 

It is not that the author says anything 
new on this subject, but that he presents 
it convincingly, logically and scripturally, 
which makes the book a profitable help to 
younger students of the Word. The ex- 
pression “the unction of oil’ which he uses 
twice is a little strange to this reviewer 
and we thought for a moment that per- 
haps it was a misprint for “function” 
(pages 22 and 41). Psalm 11:2 is cited on 
page 12 when Isaiah 11:2 is obviously in- 
— We heartily commend this volume 
to all. 


BASIC CONCEPTS IN CHRISTIAN PED- 

AGOGY, by Jan Waterink. Wm. B. 

Eerdmans Publishing Co., Grand Rap- 
ids. 139 pages, $2.00. 

The author, who is professor of Educa- 
tion and Psychology at the Free Univer- 
sity of Amsterdam, gave the material in 
this book originally as six lectures for the 
Calvin Foundation at Calvin College and 
Seminary. 

As the title suggests, there is set forth 
in the six chapters the foundations of true 
Christian education. Indeed, the first is 
entitled “Foundations of Christian Peda- 
gogics,” in which the author states that 
“education means establishing the rela- 
tionship between the lives of children and 
Jesus Christ” (page 30) and that this re- 
lationship takes in all of life 

The chapter “Authority, Discipline, and 
Freedom in Christian Education” ana- 
lyzes a problem common to the public edu- 
cator and the individual parent, namely, 
the relationship between discipline and 
freedom, between authority and love. The 
answer? Love detached from authority be- 
comes coddling, authority detached from 
~ is tyranny. “The — of discipline 

. to teach the child to experience 
the love of God which comes to us in the 
Iaw and ordinances; so that we, living in 
discipline .. . may be able to live happily 
and contentedly” (page 73).

and pessimism all too prevalent in many 
quarters. 

Christian people cannot but rejoice in 
the evidence adduced by the author with 
regard to the genuine Christian faith of 
President Eisenhower and a real emphaz:is 
upon God, prayer and eternal verities on 
the part of many congressmen and other 
leaders in Washington. As a matter of fact, 
the writer holds that Washington as a 
whole is deeply religious. 

Among many fine things said in this book 
we present two or three quotations as 
samples: “The character of our people is 
the first rampart of the nation over which 
we must keep watch.” “The thing which 
is most distinctive in our national life is 
our faith in God.” “Only by exalting Jesus 
Christ and really putting Him first in our 
lives shall we as a nation be able to main- 
tain the Cross above the Sickle.” 

Here and there in the book we come 
across flashing epigrams and imagery that 
challenge thought. In the chapter “Freedom 
is Born of Faith’ we have a message that 
should be earnestly heeded in a day when 
so many Americans are ready to sell their 
heritage of liberty for a “mess of pottage.” 
The only true freedom, according to the 
author, is freedom under God. 

Excellent as this book is, it is not with- 
out some features that will provoke dis- 
agreement. Perhaps the most serious flaw is 
that in seeking to show the increasing in- 
terest in religious matters in our country 
the author lumps together various religious 
leaders with little regard as to whether 
they preach the true gospel of Christ, a 
modified gospel, or none at all. While he 
himself seems firmly committed to the ba- 
sic tenets of our faith, a lack of discern- 
ment in appraising religious leaders of our 
day will be productive of confusion in the 
minds of many.

We are glad to see 
this useful volume by a noted English 
writer (d. 1918) back in print. This is un- 
doubtedly the outstanding work on the 
“seventy weeks” prophecy of Daniel 9. The 
chronology of this prophecy is carefully 
worked out and it is also linked with other 
prophecies of Daniel, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the apostle John in Revelation. The 
author argues strongly that the “coming 
prince” is the “Antichrist” who is yet to 
appear. 


COMMENTING AND COMMENTARIES, 
by C. H. Spurgeon. Kregel Publications, 
Grand Rapids. 220 pages, $2.00. A bibli- 
ography of commentaries by the “prince 
of preachers” giving brief but valuable 
comments on more than 1400 works. Of 
course there are no writings mentioned 
that were produced after Spurgeon’s time 
(d. 1892), but many of the most valuable 
works which we still use are included here. 
The book has been revised to the extent 
of showing which volumes mentioned have 
been recently reprinted and where.

ministers to his cause, and has aroused 
severe criticism thereby, in some quarters. 
Members of various Protestant denomi- 
nations who heard Billy at Harringay 
testified that there was nothing in his 
preaching to offend their particular doc- 
trinal viewpoint, nothing they could not 
accept. He spoke with sincerity and au- 
thority on sin and salvation, and never 
uttered uncharitable, critical or unkind 
statements. Divergent branches of the 
church were pleased to feel that here was 
another evangelist who could say with 
John Wesley, “I am ready to go with 
any man who loves Christ and preaches 
salvation to men.” Yet the Harringay 
crusade was repugnant to many outside 
the evangelical tradition; and they tried 
to explain his success from psychological 
angles, from the impact of an attractive 
personality upon an audience, and from 
good advertising. 


+ ANOTHER comparison can be traced in 
the attitude of the press toward the 
efforts of Moody and Graham. In Moody’s 
day national and city papers and religious 
periodicals were not as numerous, large, 
illustrative and influential as they are 
today. A few scoffed at Moody and cari- 
catured him, but he was ever a friend 
of the public press, and papers would 
often print his sermons. 

Through a misunderstanding, a hostile 
press greeted Billy Graham at the outset 
of his London crusade, but at a press 
conference where he thoroughly ex- 
plained his position, he won the hearts 
of hard-boiled editors and correspond- 
ents. The whole of the secular press ex- 
pressed unconcealed amazement over the 
London meetings. 

Moody and Graham are also alike in 
the way their preaching influences both 
the cultured and the uncultured. In the 
marvelous Haymarket Opera House cam- 
paign Moody conducted, Lord Kinnaird 
and William Ewart Gladstone shared the 
platform, and royalty were often present. 
Sankey’s hymns were sung in the palace. 
Lord Overtown, who helped build the 
Glasgow Bible Training Institute, at 
Moody’s request, was a close friend of 
the evangelist. Among college students, 
whether at Princeton or Yale, Oxford or 
Cambridge, Moody’s messages resulted in 
striking conversions, 

Perhaps Moody’s most outstanding suc- 
cess was the conquest of prejudice at 
Oxford and Cambridge. At first the stu- 
dents were rowdy, but Moody manifested 
wonderful tact and patience and won 
over his audience. Sir Wilfred Grenfeli 
was an Edinburgh student won to Christ 
through Moody’s superb handling of a 
meeting.

As a college man, a participant in 
baseball, basketball and other campus 
activities, Billy Graham can enter into 
the problems and needs of students. 
Wherever he goes, schools, colleges and 
universities are open to him. When he 
addressed the undergraduates at Oxford, 
overflow meetings were held, and hun- 
dreds remained for personal conversation. 
Many of the converts of Moody’s cam- 
paigns came to occupy positions of 
leadership in church and public life. No 
doubt it will be so with converts of the 
Graham crusade today. 

The Harringay meetings influenced a 
cross section of society from nobility to 
pickpockets. Lady Cynthia Colville, 
D.C.V., D.B.E., of St. James Palace, Lady 
in Waiting to the late Queen Mary, was 
deeply stirred by the Graham crusade 
and wrote of “thousands responding seri- 
ously and yet with joy to the call of 
Christ given by a slim, grave young man 
from across the sea.” The present Queen 
Mother was interested in the newspaper 
accounts of Harringay and had her rep- 
resentative there to report to her per- 
sonally of the meetings. Members of the 
House of Lords and of the House of 
Commons were frequently present. 


+ WHILE similarities are conspicuous, it 
is plain that both Graham and Moody 
were raised up to call multitudes back to 
God in different ways. Each is character- 
ized by certain distinctive personality 
traits and methods of service. Moody had 
a hearty manner that drew people to him. 
He was also a strong-minded, vehement 
man—the embodiment of Christian 
militancy. His biographer tells us that he 
had an aggressive, sometimes offensive 
personality to those of gentler sensibili- 
ties. Although he had an air of fearless- 
ness, yet he was tremendously sincere 
and had a most unusual amount of 
modesty and humility. 

While firm, decisive and courteous, 
Billy Graham does not possess the con- 
spicuous aggressiveness of Moody. He 
does, however, have a sagacity and ma- 
turity of thought of a man well beyond 
his age. Although he is now a dominating 
figure, many testify to Billy’s innate 
humility and sincerity. 

An odd thing about Billy, as one has 
put it, is “his power to obscure himself. 
He seems to be exposing some other 
force.” An editor who openly criticized 
him, but who swung completely round, 
spoke of Billy Graham as being “intensely 
sincere. He is truly a humble man. He 
appears to be, in the deepest and most 
Christian sense of the word, a simple 
man.” There is not the slightest trace of 
pride, self-glory or fanaticism about him. 
Immense popularity has not, so far, 
spoiled him. He gives God the praise. No 
wonder liberal theology, with all its pride 
of mind, has never produced in all its 
history anything comparable to Moody’s 
and Graham’s work. 


+ ANOTHER comparison worthy of note is 
the follow-up work so conspicuous both 
of Moody and Graham. Mr. Moody was 
the father of the inquiry room or after- 
meeting, and he saw to it that there were 
well-qualified workers to deal with those 
who came forward. He deemed personal 
dealing to be of the most vital impor- 
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tance, and was a strong advocate of the 
use of the Bible when souls were dealt 
with. It was not enough for Moody that 
personal workers were able to recite suit- 
able passages of Scripture. They had to 
direct seekers to the Word itself. 

In the development of his evangelistic 
technique, Dr. Graham has perfected 
Moody’s counsel for the care of converts. 
The extensive and highly efficient follow- 
up methods in his campaigns are unique 
in the annals of evangelism. Weeks before 
a campaign, interested Christian workers 
are gathered together into groups and 
become “counselors.” Special classes are 
formed and instruction given on how to 
deal with all types of inquirers. Once the 
campaign is over, the names and ad- 
dresses of converts are sent to ministers 
named on the cards, for Billy Graham 
recognizes that decisions are one thing, 
but integration into the life of a local 
church is another matter. So he con- 


‘sistently emphasizes the need of belong- 


ing to a church. 

Another inescapable comparison is that 
of each man’s need and choice of an 
entourage. Mr. Moody, although strong- 
minded and a host in himself, was yet 
surrounded not only by most capable 
partners, but wise counselors and admin- 
istrators. He had the uncanny ability of 
choosing the right kind of men to assist 
him. Billy Graham’s work in London 
was spoken of as one of the greatest 
“combined operations” ever seen in the 
history of evangelism. Nothing was left 
to chance. Chosen men forming the team 
knew their work, and performed it with 
precision. 


+ D. L. Moody lives on in the monuments 
he built, as well as in multitudes of 
transformed lives. Both in Britain and 
America, spiritual centers Moody founded 
have prospered through the years. A 
thorough believer in educating the young, 
Moody established the Northfield schools 
with their twenty or more buildings. He 
was a great builder! In Chicago, the first 
Y.M.C.A., the Moody Church, the famed 
Moody Bible Institute owe their existence 
to his endeavors. 

Recently the writer toured the British 
Isles, where monuments of Moody 
abound. In Glasgow, Moody raised the 
money for its Bible Training Institute. 
The Tent Hall, in the same city, seating 
over 2,000, and smaller evangelistic 
centers, sprang out of his mighty cam- 
paigns. In Edinburgh, the Carrubber’s 
Close Mission or Moody Memorial Hall 
was initiated by Moody. In Dublin, there 
is the Christian Union Center. And the 
Y.M.C.A.’s he founded, when the or- 
ganization was a mightier spiritual force 
than it is today, are too numerous to 
mention. When Moody came back to 
Chicago in 1875, and preached through 
the winter in a tabernacle, he raised 
$100,000 to meet the losses incurred by the 
disastrous Chicago fire to that city’s 
Y.M.C.A.’s. And it was Mr. Moody who 
also gave birth to the Bible conference 
work now so common all over the land. 

What will Billy Graham be remem- 
bered by? With his far-reaching in- 
fluence, Billy could rally support for any 
cause he cared to sponsor. Perhaps he 
feels that it is later than we think and 
that so far as his ministry is concerned

all consecrated methods and money must 
be directed into the one channel of rescu- 
ing the perishing ere judgment overtakes 
a guilty world. The only monuments he 
wants are countless thousands of trans- 
formed lives. 


+ As we go back over D. L. Moody’s 
tremendous work we can clearly see that 
he did not create the marvelous oppor- 
tunities that came his way. They found 
him, and he quickly embraced them. 
While the church of his day was not 
smitten with the baneful influences of 
the church today, it can be said that it 
was yet characterized by a dead, barren 
orthodoxy, and Moody’s strong, positive 
gospel preaching stirred the church out 
of its formalism and complacency. 

Whenever men like Moody and Graham 
face multitudes with an unspoken yearn- 
ing for reality and freedom from sin and 
indifference, the response is instant. Billy 
Graham found England licking her griev- 
ous wounds after the bloodiest war of 
history. The people were tired and weary 
from austerity. Faith was broken and 
church life deadened. Over four thousand 
churches were destroyed during air raids. 
But God’s man came and sounded the 
call back to God, which the British 
people needed, and the nation felt a mov- 
ing in its breast. While men and the 
message they need have not changed, 
the methods of reaching men with the 
message have, and Billy Graham is using 
to the limit every modern, effective 
method of reaching the lost for Christ 
and He is blessing him “real good.” 

For our own part, we have no doubt 
whatever that the mantle of Elijah has 
fallen upon Elisha, as we think of Billy 
Graham as D. L. Moody’s successor. If 
Moody could come back to earth, he 
would be the first to grasp Billy by the 
hand as one who closely corresponds to 
the portrait of a true evangelist he once 
painted. 

“The mark of evangelism is varied and 
a great variety of men is needed for it,” 
he said. “We need scholarly evangelists 
and we need evangelists who can come 
out from the common people; but every 
man to succeed must have common sense, 
an unblemished character, consecration, 
large sympathies, love for his fellowmen, 
faith, patience, enterprise, familiarity 
with the Word of God and, most of all, 
the baptism with the Holy Spirit and the 
coming in actual contact with the peo- 
ple.” END 
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of it. I think it’s the highest calling there 
is.” She smiled. “I like to think it’s mine 
by ‘royal appointment.’”’ Then she added, 
“It’s also a full-time job!” 

The four youngsters who hand her that 
twenty-four-hour-a-day, seven-day-a- 
week job are all tow-headed, big-eyed 
blendings of both their mother and 
father. Young Franklin grins instan- 
taneously and very broadly, exactly like 
his father. Some folks say he has his 
father’s eyes. Actually, the three girls, 
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GiGi, Anne and Bunny, study you with 
a deep-set, straightforward gaze, remind- 
ing you just as strongly of their father’s 
uncannily piercing eyes. 

All four are pretty normal, healthy 
youngsters. All three girls go to school, 
have their share of sniffles and squabbles. 
“But no major problems. They’re just 
perfectly normal youngsters.” Ruth says 
this casually. But when children of a 
prominent man, and a preacher to boot, 
are normal, that in itself is special! 

Probably the most special thing about 
the four young Grahams is this: they 
take their father’s prominence pretty 
much in their stride. Ruth determined 
a long time ago it would be this way. 
She pushes away publicity, photogra- 
phers, flattering attention. The new Gra- 
ham home, to be built atop the mountain, 
promises even more privacy, and hence, 
normal home life for. the children. 

The little Grahams understand their 
father’s work in a surprisingly mature 
way. No one cries when daddy leaves for 
a campaign. But they do miss his hearty 
laugh, his enthralling bedtime stories, 
his rowdy game of hide-and-go-seek. It 
was GiGi who flared up once. “I don’t 
see why our daddy can’t stay home more. 
I don’t see why he has to go away all 
the time.” Anne, the six-year-old, looked 
up. In her mild southern voice, she re- 
buked, “But GiGi, if he doesn’t, think 
of all the people who will go to hell!” 


+ RELvucTANT to talk about herself, Ruth 
talks enthusiastically about her theories 
of child rearing. “Not that I’m an 
authority on the subject or even think I 
am,” she assured me, “but I am learn- 
ing, and I’m eager to learn more.” 

Both she and Billy believe in spank- 
ings, when necessary. “There’s a great 
deal in Scripture to back it up.” Other 
pet theories: “A neat house must take 
second place to a happy home.” “A child’s 
religious training is most important of 
all.” 

On the last, Ruth elaborated, quoting 
in full Deuteronomy 6:6-9. “And these 
words, which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart: and thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when you sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up. And thou 
shalt bind them for a sign upon thine 
hand, and they shall be as frontlets be- 
tween thine eyes. And thou shalt write 
them upon the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates.” 

She went on. “That means that re- 
ligious instruction is a twenty-four-hour- 
a-day job. If a youngster goes wrong, you 
can blame the parents, not the school or 
the community, or even the church. You 
have to teach Christ’s way, and you have 
to live it. Nobody can spot a sham quicker 
than a child.” 

It’s easy to see that Ruth does live 
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her family—even when it’s not easy. For 
instance, two-year-old Franklin discov- 
ered the day’s milk delivery on the front 
steps. Picking up a bottle, he fumbled, 
knocked it over and listened to it smash. 
Then he squatted down to watch the 
white milk gushing’ out over the side- 
walk. Leisurely hunting up a bucket and 
mop, Ruth didn’t scold, not even when 
Franklin smiled up at her, apparently 
delighted with the mess he’d made. 
“Too bad,” she said, to inform him that 
this was not fun. Then she cheerfully 
chatted with him as she washed down 
the front walk. Afterward she explained. 
“He was trying to help bring in the milk. 
You couldn’t scold him for that.” 

As a family, Ruth and the children 
(and Billy, when he is home) start the 
day with God. In the morning, before 
the school bus honks on the road, she 
corrals the children for Bible reading 
and prayer. “This starts the day with a 
real sense of God’s presence. Teaches the 
children to look to Him for guidance 
before the day’s problems even begin. 

“Because of the youngsters, I’m much 
more aware of my own dependence on 
God. Not that I have more time now for 
Bible reading, I don’t. I can’t always 
have my own quiet time in the morning, 
not if I see that the youngsters are 
breakfasted, dressed, loaded onto the 
school bus. But now my devotions are 
more of a constant thing. Sometimes in 
the middle of the morning, I'll snatch a 
few minutes for quiet meditation and 
prayer.” For this, Ruth keeps her Bible 
handy—on top of the refrigerator because 
she was reading before the children woke 
up, on the window sill where she put it 
late last night. Drop into the Graham 
house unexpectedly, and you're apt to 
find Ruth, her iron heating, with a mid- 
morning snack in one hand, her Bible 
in the other. 

Before tucking the children in each 

night, Ruth kneels to listen while they 
pray. If they’re not too sleepy, she prays 
with them. “When thou liest down and 
when thou risest up,” Ruth had told me. 
Obviously, she means it. 
* Sundays are special days. Ruth has 
strong, and she calls them “old-fash- 
ioned,” ideas about Sundays! These ideas 
involve Sunday school and church in the 
morning, an afternoon of Bible instruc- 
tion, and certain definite restrictions re- 
garding rowdy games, secular story books. 
(To make up for restrictions are the 
“special treats’: cokes, tea and coffee, 
very weak, are added to the menu on 
Sundays only!) Afternoons, GiGi, Anne, 
Bunny and Franklin read Bible stories 
together, color Bible picture books, puzzle 
over Bible quizzes and games. “They’re 
learning the Bible and having fun doing 
it,” Ruth says. 

A three-thirty break climaxes every 
Sunday afternoon. That’s when Daddy’s 
voice booms out over the radio. When 
the Hour of Decision is broadcast into 
the Graham living room, “Daddy doesn’t 
seem so far away.” 
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+ IF being a wife and mother is her full- 
time job, does Ruth Graham have any 
hobbies? “Better call them interests,” 
she corrected me. “I have loads of them. 
I paste up scrapbooks of poems and 
sermon illustrations. I landscape the yard. 
I sew. And probably my favorite hobby 
is furnishing my house.” 

As I glanced around the mellow, relax- 
ing living room, I could see that furnish- 
ing her home is indeed Ruth Graham’s 
favorite hobby. The Graham’s living 
room is as friendly as Ruth herself. It 
is warm, homey and comfortable. Walk

But yet—I still think she was wrong. 
Because she’s sO much like every wife 
and mother is the very reason she has a 
story to tell. It’s exactly this that makes 
Ruth Graham’s story so human and so 
worth reading. END

The Service of the Lord

dreams in a sooty London street, 
could not share his raptures. She 
said that she looked where her 
husband looked, but somehow she 
failed to see or hear what he saw 
and heard. The trained eye and 
ear were lacking. 

A preacher often gives us his 
best fruit in old age. He never goes 
out of business. He waits only for 
promotion. “I am not tired of my 
work,” said Judson, the missionary, 
“neither am I tired of the world; 
yet when Christ calls me home I 
shall go with the gladness of a 
schoolboy bounding away from 
school.” 

If Lowell be right, and “not 
failure, but low aim, is crime,” 
then the faithful preacher needs 
not to fear lest he should outlive 
his usefulness. Wesley could only 
faintly utter a few syllables when 
they lifted him into the pulpit at 
eighty-seven; but the eloquence of 
a whole life of devoted service 
spoke louder than any wealth of 
words.

Matthew Henry says: “The works of 
art, the more closely they are looked 
upon with the help of microscopes, the 
more rough they appear; the works of 
nature through these glasses appear more 
fine and exact. They are all made in 
wisdom, for they are all made to answer 
the end they were designed to serve, the 
good of the universe, in order to the glory 
of the universal Monarch” (on Ps. 104). 

Examine a fine painting with a mag- 
nifying glass, and the beauty of the de- 
sign is lost in the miniature hills and 
valleys created by the oils on the canvas. 
The Bible is a kind of magnifying glass. 
The better we know it, the more fully it 
reveals the imperfections of our own 
hearts, and at the same time, the infinite 
holiness, power, wisdom, and foreknowl- 
edge of God. 

The more we know of His handiwork 
in nature—whether it is seen through the 
microscope, binoculars, or the telescope 
—the more firmly we are convinced that 
“as for God, his way is perfect” (II Sam. 
22:31). His wisdom can be seen in the 
adaptation of various forms of life to 
their environment. 

Think of the streamlining of birds, the 
formation of bills and feet to suit their 
habits of feeding, the seed-eaters as a 
rule having thick bills and insect-eaters 
having thin bills; their protective colora- 
tion, so that it is almest impossible to 
see a woodcock sitting in dry grass or 
leaves, or a nighthawk or whippoorwill 
perched lengthwise on a limb. Then 
there are the myriad forms of sea life, 
each made to live, take in food, and re- 
produce in its particular environment, 
whether in tropical or arctic waters. 

He must have given the birds and 
flowers and fishes their wonderful varie- 
ties of color for our pleasure as well as 
His own. The beautiful colored moving 
pictures produced by the Moody Institute 
of Science have enabled multitudes of 
people to view on the screen many of the 
amazing processes in nature. 

The perfection of God’s work in crea- 
tion should remind us that, if He has 
done so much to beautify the natural 
world and cause it to operate regularly 
and smoothly, it is surely His desire to 
control our spirits, minds, and bodies so 
that the beauty of holiness shall be seen 
in us who are His people. None of His 
works in creation is so great as the re- 
demption He has wrought for us in 
Christ —Sunday School Times.

NO MORE THIRST 


By Jesse Albergotti 


On the surface this appears to be an unimportant statement of scientific 
fact. Actually it has a tremendous practical significance. 

Water freezes at 0° on the centigrade scale, and as the liquid cools 
from 4° to 0°, it expands. This expanding action of ice makes it float on 
water and burst water pipes in winter. If water, like almost every other 
substance, contracted as it congealed, oceans and harbors would freeze solid 
as layer after layer of water froze and sank to the bottom! The total fish 
population would be exterminated, and transportation and commerce would 
be halted for months. 

What a concern for the commonplace the Creator exhibits! 

“Hast thou entered into the treasures of the snow?” (Job 38:22). When 
water vapor freezes it builds molecule by molecule a perfect hexagonal 
pattern. This lacy crystal network falls to the earth as snow. Each tiny 
crystal is a masterpiece of beauty, and each snowflake differs from every other 
one, although they bear a “family” resemblance to each other. Snowflakes 
possess both infinite beauty and infinite variety. Apparently omnipotence is 
not cramped by small spaces! : s 

Often tiny droplets of water vapor exist as a liquid at temperatures far 
below freezing. When this occurs, it is necessary for dust particles to serve 
as nuclei to trigger a reaction. Only recently have men begun to discover 
the secrets of rainmaking and snowmaking. Clouds have been seeded with 
crystals of silver iodide or particles of dry ice, which are almost as effective 
as the method nature uses to produce precipitation. How accurately the 
psalmist prayed by divine inspiration, “Wash me, and I shall be whiter than 
snow” (Ps. 51:7). Whiter because at the heart of every snowflake there is a 
microscopic bit of dust! When Christ cleanses from sin, He removes it as far 
as the East is from the West! 

Water is so inter-related to daily life that most people never give it a 
second thought. Two-thirds of the human body is composed of the familiar 
H.O. It is a necessity not only to organic life, but also to inorganic activity. 
Experiments indicate that many if not all normal chemical reactions will not 
occur unless a trace of water is present! 


\ a temperature of about 4° centigrade water reaches its maximum density. 


+ In the spiritual realm as well as the physical, water is an absolute necessity. 
“He that hath the Son hath life; and he that hath not the Son of God hath 
not life” (I John 5:12). Before a soul can have spiritual vitality the hard crust 
of sin surrounding the heart must be dissolved by the infiltration of living 
water. It is only then that the “parched ground shall become a pool, and the 
thirsty land springs of water” (Isa. 35:7). 

But the Christian, too, experiences thirsts. There are many kinds—body 
thirsts, soul thirsts, heart thirsts. We find ourselves wandering in “a dry and 
thirsty land, where no water is” instead of walking [Continued on page 96]

And, according to some, you 
are right smack in the age bracket that 
represents the biggest problem. 

Here you are, poised on the brink of 
an unknown wilderness, facing a future 
with many of the old landmarkers gone. 
You’re surrounded with buddies who are 
confused . . . insecure—so much so that 
they’re called “the Nation’s No. 1 Prob- 
lem.” When our country was young the 
people knew what their dangers were.

but it may be lost 


from sheer neglect! 


John Foster Dulles landed in Lon- 

don. He was pleasantly surprised to 

see a large crowd of bobby soxers 
waiting at the airport. As he climbed 
into his limousine, Mr. Dulles was told 
that the crowd was not there to greet 
him. They were waiting for crooner 
Frankie Laine to arrive from Paris. 

Perhaps the British bobby soxers didn’t 
know who Mr. Dulles was. Too often 
American young people are guilty of the 
same mistake, especially Christians. 
Somehow we feel that national affairs 
are either miles away from us or way 
over our heads. And what’s more, isn’t 
that why we elect men to office? 

How would our founding fathers have 
felt about it? They really had convic- 
tions! The Mayflower Compact, composed 
on the Atlantic Ocean, began with the 
words, “In the Name of God, Amen.” 
The Massachusetts Bay Colony felt the 
same way. Every member of the colony 
was asked to describe himself as “an 
Inhabitant and Freeman, by God’s provi- 
dence.” Samuel Morse’s first words on the 
newly invented telegraph were, “What 
hath God wrought!” President Eisen- 
hower, at his inauguration, departed from 
the usual custom by offering his own 
private prayer to the Lord for guidance 
as the nation’s chief executive. 

These blessings are yours and mine. 
But history has told us again and again 
that a heritage, from sheer neglect, may 
be lost. Former President Hoover said 
recently: “A nation is strong or weak, it 
thrives or perishes, upon what it believes 
to be true. If our youth is rightly in- 
structed in the faith of our fathers... 
then our power will be stronger.” Where 
does our heritage originate? Continues 
Mr. Hoover, “from the Bible, the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and the Consti- 
tution of the U.S.” 


A FEW weeks ago, Secretary of State 


+ THERE’s no need to remind you that 
we face a strong, relentless enemy— 
atheistic Communism. But the danger 
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from outside is not half as great as the 
danger from within. If our traditions are 
God-given and worthy, then they ought 
to be believed in and maintained, not 
neglected. ‘ 

America’s young people, believe it or 
not, are our best hope for preserving our 
inheritance. Recently there has been a 
movement on foot to lower the voting 
age to eighteen years. Why? Because it 
is said, if our boys are old enough to 
fight for liberty, they are old enough to 
vote for it. This shows the growing em- 
phasis upon the young people of our land 
in the struggle to continue our liberty. 
As Christian young people, our responsi- 
bility is greater. 

Let’s face it. America has ninety-two 
million church members today (nominal 
and otherwise). Yet the pitiful fact re- 
mains that only 40 per cent of the eligible 
voters bother to go to the polls. If every 
professing Christian would exercise his 
right to vote, the impact upon our nation 
would be amazing. Tragically enough, 
many Christians feel that politics is so 
corrupt that it isn’t worth the effort to 
cast a ballot. They feel that their duty 
is spiritual and not patriotic. 

No Christian denies that winning the 
lost to Christ is our first responsibility. 
But does that mean we allow everything 
our godly forefathers struggled for to 
slip into the hands of the cheap poli- 
tician, the pug-ugly, the racketeer, and 
the confidence man? Is it honoring to 
our Lord Jesus Christ to strive to win 
people to Him, then at the same time let 
the back door of our nation stand open 
to swindlers, crooks, and cheats? 

You may say, “But we Christian young 
people are so few in number.” Yes, we 
are few in number, but if we honestly 
seek to honor the Lord our God, He will 
bless us. History has never contradicted 
the law, “God and one make a majority!” 
What God enabled Elijah to do against 
the wickedness of Ahab, He is able to do 


through us. When Christian young peo- - 


ple become aroused, they are capable of 


arousing others who are merely nominal 
in their convictions. The pressure of God- 
fearing people seeking God-fearing men 
for office would soon become noticeable 
on the national level. Bad men have 
corrupted public office because it was easy 
for them to do it. As Christians, we dare 
not make it easy for men to sin. 


+ Is there anything we can do? Cer- 
tainly! Dr. George S. Benson, president 
of Harding College, lists the following 
things: 

1. Understand the American way of 
life and what makes it tick. 

2. Understand Communism, Socialism, 
and the techniques they employ to gain 
their ends. 

3. Take an interest in public schools 
and colleges. 

4. Take an active part in your govern- 
ment. When you are able, cast your vote 
for the most competent man. Lend a 
positive influence for good government. 
. 5. Strive for spiritual growth. “There 
isn’t a problem on earth that cannot be 
cured by the practice of Christianity. 
When all is said and done, the Bible holds 
the answer.” 

6. Give a little time daily to let your 
convictions be made known to your fel- 
low men. The Communists do it, why not 
Christians? 

One of the tragedies resulting from the 
Korean war was the decision of twenty- 
two American soldiers to choose Com- 
munism rather than return to their 
native land. At first we felt resentment 
toward them because they rejected the 
country which gave them birth. Then we 
pitied them. Yet if we, as Christian citi- 
zens, refuse to contribute our time and 
prayer to the affairs of our beloved land, 
we shall be guilty of betraying our nation 
inwardly as those GI’s betrayed her out- 
wardly. 

The heritage of America is yours. Take 
care of it. Don’t wait for a catastrophe to 


remind you how much you have lost.

with a square... 


Stick with Him!

HE valentine decorations have never been gayer—but there 
you are, properly stuck with a “ghoul” at tonight’s social! 
It can happen in the very nicest youth fellowship. It can 
happen anywhere in the world—at Sue’s birthday wing- 
ding, at a basketball game or at the Student Council farewell 
party. Maybe it’s a blind date, and how could you tell it would 
be so gruesome? Or maybe it strikes as quick as lightning and 
twice as devastating. Before you had time to play the first 
ice-breaker at tonight’s social, you were irretrievably paired off. 

Giving the character the slip suddenly becomes all important 
to you. You think about hiding in the girls’ room. You think 
about going home right away. You think about just one person 
—yourself! 

The average advice-to-teens column has its solution. In- 
troduce the guy—or the gal—to somebody else—or pretend 
like mad (to impress the witnesses, of course) that this 
character is really undiscovered gold. 

But something tells us that neither is quite cricket—for a 
Christian. We volunteer this—stay with it. Even if she wears 
braces on her molars or he thinks high school funds should 
buy lab equipment, not football uniforms! We say stick with 
it. And here’s why: 

Maybe you can help him. We take it for granted that this 
undesirableness is undeniably a fact. (That isn’t always the 
case. Often it’s just the kind of glasses you look through.) 
If he (or she) wants to be with you, it’s for a reason. Maybe 
your very normalcy and your popularity (we take that for 
granted, too) are what he needs beside him, even for one 
evening. Maybe he can bask, not only in your most gracious 
smile, but in the realization that all present see you've ac- 
cepted him. If the church’s most introverted miss unexpectedly 
finds herself on a blind date with the local dreamboat, his 
squirming under the pressure will only tongue-tie her more. 
One bad evening can mar an adolescent for a long time and 
be remembered years later, psychologists tell us. It’s truly 
Christian to stick with a bad situation—for you never know 
how much you're helping the other guy or gal. 

It might do you some good too. Maybe the non-football guy 
knows more about biology than the prof himself. And talking 
about lab, instead of bantering corny jokes, might open up a 
whole new world of interest for you; little seeds of interest 
that change lives are sown in the strangest places, the 
strangest ways. Maybe the description of dissecting a frog 
won’t earthquake your whole life, but it just might make that 
next bio exam a little easier! 

Won’t it simply ruin my social career? “Birds of a feather” 
—you’ve read about it in a dozen teen-age handbooks. “Don’t 
get yourself classed in with the goons.” Maybe that’s true— 
but doesn’t Christianity question the world’s standards? You 
don’t drink, you don’t smoke, you don’t even dance—and that’s 
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good. But without a question, you go right ahead dividing 
folks up into “good guys” and “creeps,” and staying clear of 
the “creeps” if you can. By unconsciously falling into that 
habit, you’re as “worldly” as anybody at all. What’s Chris- 
tianity for if it isn’t to question and set right some of the 
standards the world has set up? Will it ruin your social career 
to be friendly to a gal who doesn’t talk your gang’s language? 
You can answer that one yourself—as a Christian. 

But we’re not advocating a ruined, gritted-teeth evening. 
Suppose you find yourself with a less-than-desirable partner 
(that’s strictly by your standards, understand). Suppose you 
decide the Christian approach is to be sweet about it—and 
stick with it. You can still enjoy the evening and here’s how: 

Swing into group games immediately. No, not with the 
purpose of giving the guy the slip. But in a rollicking relay 
race, you play with everybody. You can’t stay paired off. 
Maybe you’ll find him next to you at the finish line, but in the 
meantime, you haven’t limited yourself just to him. You’ve 
played the same game with the same people you’d enjoy if 
tonight’s date had been the best of local talent. 

Spin some serious conversation. Try sitting some games out 
on the sidelines. With the gal who’s intent on her piano lessons 
and knows more about Bach than the legend on a record 
album. Or with the fellow from the bio lab. Change your pace 
to serious conversation; it never hurt anybody. Grope for a 
common meeting of minds; you'll find it somewhere, and you 
might be enjoying the evening by the time the ice cream and 
cookies arrive. 

Barge into your usual gang. You can’t make yourself and 
your date invisible by sitting aloof and lonely. Don’t try. Act 
natural. Join your pals exactly as you always do. Chances are 
they’ll absorb the newcomer without a twinge. You’ll be happy, 
and you can be sure he will be too. Maybe this is what he 
wanted right along. 

Don’t broadcast your sorrow. Don’t take refuge in the 
fellows’ lounge or the ladies’ powder room, storming and 
griping as your pals come in to console you. Don’t drag your 
best pal into a corner and moan into a sympathetic ear. Your 
remarks can be overheard; anything you say under this 
emotional stress will cut and sting. What’s more, weeping on 
a shoulder won’t help. Folks wonder, behind your back, how 
you ever (if you’re so popular) got yourself into such a miser- 
able predicament. 

Behind this teen-age etiquette, there’s a basic principle. 
You've heard it often. “Do unto others as you would have them 
do unto you.” You say rather indignantly it doesn’t apply 
here, but it does. Someday, you just might find yourself in a 
strange place, and somebody just might think that you’re the 
odd one! END

CELL and SANCTUARY 


OURTEEN-year-old Ron Davis lay flat on his back, hands 
back of his head staring at the blank wall in front of him. 
There was a defiant set to his face as thoughts of bitterness, 
anger and hate filled his young mind. 

“Confinement! Just ‘cause I’m not a rubber stamp! A guy 
can’t even have a mind of his own around this place . . .” Ron’s 
thoughts went on and on in vindictive judgment against the 
State Training School and everyone connected with it. Occa- 
sionally, he’d get up off his bunk and stamp up and down the 
room—only to go back and flop down again. There wasn’t 
much else to do in confinement. 

In a few hours the edge of bitterness wore off a little and 
his thoughts strayed away from the school. He thought of his 
home town, Burlington, Iowa . . . of his twin brother, Don. 
Don had always been a good guy. Nothing ever seemed to go 
wrong in Don’s life. Don went to church regularly ... was 
always doing things in Young People’s . . . got good grades in 
school. Funny how two fellows—twins at that—could be so 
different. 

Don had always been quiet, satisfied with ordinary things, 
but not Ron. Ron wanted life—and lot’s of action. So what, 
if he got over the line with the law? He hadn't really intended 
to break the law. It all started by just running around with the 
guys. Maybe they weren’t the kind of guys he should have been 
with, but they were fun. He didn’t know exactly how or when 
he started stealing ... they just sort of eased into it for 
kicks. Lots of guys do and don’t get caught. 

In Ron’s mind he made excuses for himself. Why did he 
have to get caught? Why couldn’t he have played it smarter? 
He remembered when he was caught. The worst thing about 
it was having his mom and dad know. He didn’t think he’d ever 
forget the look on his dad’s face—and his mom .. . Ron didn’t 
even like to think about his mom. It made him feel soft 
inside and a guy wasn’t supposed to feel soft. 


+ But there alone in the dark Ron did think about his 
mother. It seemed like yesterday that things had been O.K. 
with Mom. What had happened to change it all? His mom 
hadn’t changed. She and Dad were coming up every visiting 
Sunday to see him. It wasn’t like that for a lot of the guys. 
Some of them didn’t even have folks, and some had them but 
they never came around. 

“Maybe the trouble is with me .. .” Ron’s thoughts began 
to waver. The bitterness was melting—and the anger and hate. 
Slowly he began to remember some of the things he had 
learned in Sunday school and some of the things the chaplain 
at the school had told them. 

Ron hadn’t intended to listen to the chaplain—didn’t realize 
he had. But he must have, for now he remembered what the 
chaplain had said last Sunday. 

“There’s an emptiness in your lives, fellows . . . you can’t 
go on the way you are . . . some of you have broken your 
parents’ hearts. Sure, I know you didn’t want to, but you did, 
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and now you're sorry and you're discouraged. Let the Lord 
come into your heart. He’ll change your whole life. He'll 
forgive your sins and give you power to live as you should. 
God loves you—He proved that when He sent His Son to die 
to save you—all you have to do is say yes to God. 

Ron liked the chaplain, and suddenly he decided he’d ask 
for him to come to see him in the morning. Then he re- 
membered. The chaplain was away for two weeks. Nothing to 
do but figure this thing out for himself. He sure couldn't wait 
any two weeks and go on like this. 


+ IT was a broken boy who slipped off his bed and to his knees. 
He started to pray like he used to—then he knew this was 
different and he just talked to God. The realization of sin filled 
his heart and he poured it all out in his prayer. That night, 
July 6, 1954, a cell was turned into a sanctuary as Ron gave 
himself to the Lord. 

Things were different for Ron after that night. He was 
soon out of the disciplinary unit and back into the regular 
program that included Chaplain Blandau’s thrice-weekly Bible 
classes. 

About that time Youth for Christ Youth Guidance director, 
Gordon McLean, joined Chaplain Blandau at the school for 
several weeks of special programs and counseling, and Ron, 
along with Cliff Hartman, another Burlington boy who had 
been won to the Lord, had several talks with him. They dis- 
cussed growing in their Christian lives and winning their 
friends to Christ. 

Ron could hardly wait for his folks to visit on August 8, as 
he had written them of his experience and they had promised 
to bring him a new Bible. When the day came, Ron and Cliff 
took Don aside and told him all about their newly found life 
in Christ. A short time later, Don came into the chaplain’s 
office for a chat with McLean. 

“I can’t get over it, Mr. McLean. Ron's attitude is so dif- 
ferent. He talks of knowing Christ!” 

“Yes, it is wonderful, Don,” replied McLean, “and I can’t 
help but think how much perhaps Christ could do for a clean 
and sharp fellow like you, if He could change a boy as con- 
fused as Ron was.” 

“I don’t understand . . .” Now it was Don’s turn to listen. 
Wasn't he in church, active, religious, a good student, never 
in trouble? But he knew that he didn’t have what Ron had, 
and there in the chaplain’s office Don bowed his head and 
met the Lord for the first time! 

Ron Davis is home now and is looking forward to starting 
a Bible club among the young people in the community, and 
has two able assistants in his brother Don and his pal Cliff. 

“I don’t care if the kids do say anything about my being at 
the training school,” declares Ron. “It will be just an oppor- 
tunity—for I'll tell them that the Lord had to allow me to go 
there to find Him, and I’ll ask them what He's going to have 
to do to reach them. That ought to do the trick!” END

WILL talk with you about it soon.”

“Oh, no, Mrs. Tylee! I never operated!” 
I explained hastily. 

“Then did you just stand at the sterile 
table and hand the doctor the instru- 
ments for his use?” she questioned.

“I wonder, now,’ she_ continued, 
“whether you can see your error in teach- 
ing the class the other night. You felt
